/on the list. A voter may have his | 
name removed from the absentee | 
list by making request at the of- | 
fice of the Probate Judge but no 
name may be removed from the 
list within 30 days of an election. 
| The proceedure used by service 
| personnel and their wives and dis- 
jabled veterans confined in V. A. 
‘hospitals remains the same. They 
may apply for an absentee ballot 
|within 45 days of an election by 
|obtaining an application for such 
ballot from their commanding of- 
'ficer or person in charge. 
| Though this act has become ef- 
fective it would appear that it will 
| not apply to the election to be held 
February 16 on various constitu- 
tional amendments. 

Absentee voting in this election 
will commence January 27.

The Shelby County Highway 
Department can look back on the 
year 1959 as a record breaker, in 
so far as road construction and 
maintenance are concerned. 

A year - end report made by 
County Engineer James L. Ray Jr. 
to the Board of Revenue and Con- 
trol, shows that: 30.58 miles were 
graded and drained preparatory 
to paving. This work was done with 
county equipment. 30.35 miles were 
paved and~18.89 miles of paved 
roads were re-surfaced. County 
equipment put down the base 
course preparatory to paving on 
40.55 miles of County roads. 

Five concrete culverts and 
bridges were completed under con- 
tract. These installations were 
made on the Dunnavant road. 
Treated timber bridges, a total of 
560 feet in length, were constructed 
and many other bridges were re- 
paired, 

Prior to 1959 county road con- 
struction had been done by two 
units. In July a third unit was 
organized to improve roads not 
scheduled for paving in the néar 
future. This unit works to widen 
narrow places, straighten curves 
and cut down unusual rises in the 
roads. This third unit added to the 
above accomplishments by improv- 
ing 13.8 miles of road way during 
the year. 

Hundreds and hundreds of feet 
of concrete. pipe were installed 
during the year. This pipe is man- 
ufactured at the County Mainten- 
ance Area with county equipment 
and by county employees, The pipe 
shop has effected considerable 
savings for the county in recent 
years. County personnel also re- 
pair and maintain all county equip- 
ment with the exception of major 
repair jobs, Ta 

This stepped up program was 
made possible by the action of the 
County Board in purchasing much- 
needed road equipment and ma- 
chinery. Major items purchased 
were as follows: Two Allis Chal- 
mers No. 14 tractors with hy- 
draulic rippers and angle dozer 
blades; one Catterpillar D-7 trac- 
tor with dozer blade; two Allis 
Chalmers 15 yard scrapers; one 
sheep foot roller; six 2-ton trucks; 
two pick-up trucks and one har- 
row, Other purchases were a road 
striping machine, a steam clean- 
er, 3 mobile radios that have been 
installed in county trucks and one 
transit. 

The County had a net cash 
balance in excess of $110,000.00 at 
the close of the fiscal year. The 
County Highway Department em- 
ployes 92 men and one lady. 

An ambitious construction pro- 
gram for 1960 has been approved 
by the State Highway Director and 
the County Board. This program 
calls for paving, grading, draining 
and the application of base course 
that will cost more than $325,000. 
The county’s share of this cost will 
be less than $50,000.

Strengthening New Churches 


By Clint H. Denman 


Scripture selection for our pre- 
sent Sunday school lesson is a con- 
tinuation of the record concerning 
Paul’s first great Christian mis- 
sionary journey. on which he was 
accompanied by his good friend 
Barnabas. 

Because of the opposition to 
their work at Antioch in Pisidia, 
which was caused by the deter- 


‘| mined adherents of the Jewish 


church, Paul and Barnabas an- 
nounced that their appeal for 
| Christian converts would thereaf- 
ter be made to the Gentiles. With 
this announcement Paul broke 
away from the ritualistic require- 
ments of the Jewish church for 
Gentile converts to Christianity, 
although Paul himself continued 
to observe some of those require- 
ments and to worship in the Jew- 
ish Temple when in Jerusalem. 

This announcement by Paul in- 
tensified the opposition he had 
formerly met, and it was at Lys- 
tra, one of the stopping places for 
the two missionaries, that Pau! 
was so severely beaten that his 
lattackers believed him dead. How 
ever, he was able to continue to 
the city of Derbe, from which 
place Paul and Barnabas return- 
ed and again visited all the places 
in which they had preached and 
established churches, 

Although Paul and Barnabas had 
met opposition in all the places 
where they had preached, they 
courageously re - visited the 
churches they had established in 


them, appointed leaders for the 
churches and encouraged the 
members to be faithful and loyal 


as Christians, 

Paul and Barnabas recognized 
the need for organized 
;for those new converts to chris- 
tianity, both for their own protec- 
tion and encouragement and also 
to make most effective their ef- 
forts to extend the blessings of 
Christianity te other people. 

There are Several reasons why 
Christians should be formally or- 
ganized into groups called 
churches. 


societies 


One reason is that man }s a so- 
cial creature. He needs the society 
of his fellows for sympathy, en- 
couragement, mutual helpfulness 
and progress. The hermit and the 
;recluse do not live naturally. 


Only through the organization 
and cooperation of the followers of 
Christ can his cause be extended 
in area, enlarged in activity and 
improved in work done. 


Some folks contend that they 
can live good and useful Christian 
lives outside the church. However, 
they are unable to give many ex- 
amples of such living being done. 


Especially during the early 
years of Christianity, the follow- 
ers of Jesus needed to band them- 
selves into societies for their pro- 
tection from those who would per- 
secute and even kill them. Even 
members of organized churches 
were sometimes cruelly perse- 
cuted and some of them suffered 
death because of their devotion to 
Jesus and his way of life. 


Paul and Barnabas recognized 
the need for grouping Christians 
into churches and as long as Paul 
lived he visited as often as possi- 
ble the churches he had-heltped-es- 
tablish and he planned for other 
church leaders to do likewise. 

The example of Paul and Bar- 
nabas in organizing Christian 
churches, selecting leaders for 
them and encouraging them by 
visitation has been followed 
throughout Christendom and is 
now a universal custom of Chris- 
tian people. 

Through organization and -mu- 
tual encouragement the Christian 
church has grown in size and use- 
fulness to such an extent that an- 
other reason for organization has 
vecome necessary. 

That reason is to make possible 
what might be called the by-pro- 
ducts of Chriistianity: schoolp, 
hospitals; orphanages, old folks 
] ge entire human wél- 
fare program.

Tough Going For Farmers And 
Good Times For Business In'60

i fispe- 1960 outlook for business is good. Higher rates of economic 
activity and employment than was witnessed in 1959 are ex- 
pected. Total consumer incomes, which in mid-1959 were some 
seven percent larger than a year earlier, may increase another four 
or five percent by mid-1960. And the per capita purchasing power 
will increase further in 1960. 


How About The Farmer? 


The story is different for the farmer. He had a good year in 
1958 when his net farm income was 20 percent above 1957. He 
was the only one doing well while the recession was getting under 
way. 

However, the picture changed in 1959, because net farm income 
was down 15 percent from 1958. The outlook for 1960 is for a 
further decline of perhaps seven and a half percent in net income. 
A further slight drop in average prices received by farmers is:ex- 
pected, while a slight rise in costs of farm production is almost a 
certainty. The cost-price squeeze will be tighter yet. Again, a 
further slight drop in retail food prices is expected. 

In summary, it appears that everyone except the farmer will 
see his financial position improved. This is another way of saying 
that the farmer will not share properly in the prosperous conditions 
that are likely to prevail in the United States this year. 


Going Tough For Average Farmer 


What will happen to the Alabama farmer under these condi- 
tions? Certainly the average Alabama farmer is going to find the 
going tough. The only way he can avoid it is to suddenly become 
well above average. This is most unlikely and the year’s end will 
find many farmers in a very tight spot financially. Some farmers 
who have bought high-priced land or other capital items on credit 
or with little equity may face dire circumstances by the end of 
1960 if they are dependent on the land for payment. 

A good hard look at the prospects for the major commodities 
produced in Alabama may suggest a way out for some farmers. 

The outlook for cotton is a good example. While ample, the 
supplies of cotton will not be too burdensome. Domestic consump- 
tion will remain at least as high as in 1959 and exports may be in- 
creased substantially. Prices are not expected to rise, but good 
Alabama farmers made money on cotton in 1959 and can do the 
same again barring a hard break from the weather. Remember 
though, for the last three years farmers generally have had bet- 
ter-than-average weather. 


Average Feed Prices Little Lower 


Feed supplies on hand suggest other possibilities. Total sup- 
plies of feed grains and other concentrates have been trending up- 
ward over the past seven years and are now at record levels. This 
means a little lower average prices for 1960. Alabama farmers 
who buy feed or feedstuff can benefit from these lower prices. 


Other commodity highlights are as follows: Some improvements 
are likely markets for dairy, poultry, and eggs. Prices to farmers 
in the country as a whole for milk and butterfat will probably 
average higher than last year, while volume of dairy products and 
cash receipts from their sale may reach a new record. With higher 
costs except for feed, however, net income will probably not change 
much from 1959. This leaves the dairy enterprise as the most stable 
income producer in Alabama agriculture.

Reduced production of eggs and broilers in the first half of 
the year will probably strengthen prices for both of these commodi- 
ties, but no big increases are expected. 

In meat animals, this year’s production is expected to be some- 
what larger than last year, but a very high level of demand should 
continue. Hog prices are likely to continue near present levels 
through the spring months. The total spring crop may be down 
slightly from last year with hog prices next fall and winter as high 
or higher than in the same period in 1959. 

Total slaughter of cattle and calves will be larger than last 
year. Any rise in cattle prices during the spring is unlikely to be 
as marked as last spring’s rise, while somewhat lower prices are. 
expected in the last half of the year as compared with 1959. 

The demand for foods of all kinds will remain strong this year, 
and the supplies of fruits, vegetables, and nuts. will be plentiful in 
most areas. The fresh market for vegetables will again offer good 
opportunities for some Alabama farmers. 


The outlook for forest products is favorable. Construction, espe- 
cially housing, will keep demand high for all lumber items. The 
demand for pulpwood will remain good at about the same price 
levels for stumpage. Other forest products including rosin will have 
a good year. The long time outlook for forest products in Alabama 
is even better than for 1960. 


Manages Several Crops 


Marshall Countian Likes Diversification

G. Sumners has found the secret to mak- 

. ing a good living from a small farm. 
The Marshall County farmer has developed 
a diversified program to make the maximum 
use of 50 acres of open land on his 74-acre 
place. 

Of course, diversification is not the whole 
secret. Sumners has been a Farm and Home 
Development demonstrator for three years, 
and Assistant County Agent Ralph Sherer and 
Assistant Home Agent Opal Collins have been 
mighty helpful to him and his wife in work- 
ing out a good program. “M. G. is now one 
of the best farmers we have,” pointed out 
Agent Sherer. 

The various enterprises on the Boaz Rt. 2 
farm include turkeys, broilers, sheep, pimento

peppers, corn, and grain sorghum. Last year 
was Sumner’s third year to raise turkeys, and 
he is well pleased with the project. He mar- 
keted approximately 15,500 birds between 
August and January. However, some are sold 
the year around, said Sumners. Broiler tur- 
keys are sold when they are 15 weeks old 
and weigh about eight pounds, some at 25 
weeks and 20 pounds, and the Toms at 27 to 
28 pounds. Part of his turkeys were grown 
under contract. 


Sumners has been in the broiler business for 
six years and has three houses with a total 
capacity of 15,000. Grown under contract, 
a bonus is given for a conversion ratio over 
388 pounds of meat per 100 pounds of feed. 
And Sumners, averaging 40 pounds of meat 
per 100 pounds of feed, usually collects a 
bonus, 

The farmer only produces three batches 
of broilers a year since he starts the turkeys 
in the same houses. 

After a year and a half of raising sheep, 
Sumners has 31 ewes. He uses a registered 
Montadale ram for breeding. For grazing 
last summer, Summers had five acres of Starr 
millet, and during the first part of October 
he planted eight acres of oats. Two acres 
of Abruzzi rye were planted during the mid- 
dle of September to give the sheep early 
grazing. The FHD farmer also has a quar- 
ter-acre nursery plot of coastal bermuda from 
which he will establish two more acres next 
spring. 


Although he averaged 35 bushels of corn 
per acre on part of his 12-acre corn field, 
Sumners was a little disappointed over the 
crop this year. He fertilized it with 300 
pounds of 4-12-12 and side-dressed part of 
the crop with 66 pounds of nitrogen and the 
rest with 80 pounds of nitrogen per acre. 
But he just didn’t get rain at the right time, 
explained Agent Sherer. 

The 20 acres of grain sorghum Sumners 
planted did better than his corn, producing 
a little higher yield per acre. He combined 
nine acres of this crop and let the turkeys 
harvest the other 11 acres. 

Sumners was also pleased with his first 
pimento pepper crop. The peppers were 
grown on contract for a canning company 
in Cullman, and Sumners sold over nine tons 
from three acres. The crop was fertilized 
with 800 pounds of 4-12-12 and about 27 
pounds of nitrogen per acre. 
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Farm Man-Hours Drop To New Low 


Agriculture used an estimated 11.1 billion man- 
hours of work in 1958—the smallest number in 
more than 50 years. Compare this with 11.4 bil- 
lion the year before, 16.8 billion 10 years before 
that, and 23.3 billion 30 years ago. 

With the drop in man-hours in 1958, total farm 
output was nine percent above the two previous 
years and 24 percent above the 1947-49 average. 

Farm output per man-hour was more than four 
times as high as before World War I and almost 
three times as high as immediately before World 
War Il. Each worker averaged enough food, fiber, 
and tobacco to supply himself and about 22 others. 


Honey Bees And Pollination 


Honey and the bees that make it are more im- 
portant than we sometimes realize. The honey bee 
does a highly beneficial job in pollinating many of 
our most important pasture plants, fruit trees, 
and other crops. 

The southeastern honey crop was generally good 
this year, although excessive early rainfall reduced 
the crop in some areas. And further reduction in 
nectar flow occurred, also, due to later dry weather. 
There were 185,000 colonies of bees in Alabama 
on July 1 as shown by the Crop Reporting Service. 
This is a decrease of three percent from a year 
earlier. In the U. 8S. the 5,437,000 colonies of 
bees now on farms are about the same as a year 
ago. 


Need More Sheep 


Could you use more money? Try spring lambs. 
Together with the wool they produce, these animals 
are high profit-makers on many farms; and I 
think they should be on many more. 

Alabama’s 1959 lamb crop totaled 43,000 head. 
Wool production last year is estimated at 340,000 
pounds. Both lamb and wool crops are off from 
1958. Yet lambs and wool are two important prod-

ucts high in demand—about the only ones not in 
surplus. We need more of them. 

In 1957 sheep and lambs sold brought Alabama 
farmers $799,000. This was more income than 
came from such familiar products as turkeys, oats, 
sweet corn, crimson clover seed, and syrup. 


Farmers Biggest Farmland Buyers 


Active farmers are still the most frequent buy- 
ers of farmland. They bought more than three- 
fifths of all farms and parcels of farmland sold 
during the 12 months ending last March 1. Non- 
farmer purchasers accounted for a little more than 
a third of the tracts changing hands. Nearby land 
was most attractive to buyers with 77 percent of 
the buyers living in the county or on land ad- 
jacent to the county where the land was purchased. 

Overall, market values of farmland continued 
to rise during the spring and early summer of 
1959, with the July 1 new record level at one per 
cent above March 1. 


Human Stomach Limits Food Consumption 


It’s the 40-ounce container—the human stomach 
—through which all food passes that limits the 
food consumed in the U. S. And while dietary 
habits may change, the changes will be in kinds 
of foods and not in total calorie intake. 

Since 1910, trends in the pattern of food con- 
sumption saw the per capita potato consumption 
go down about one-half and cereal consumption 
go down about one-fourth. On the other hand, per 
capita consumption of dairy products, eggs, meats, 
and fruits and vegetables has risen. 

I see no reason why this trend will not continue 
as the material standard of living rises in the U. 
S. Because more acreage is required to get the 
same number of calories from livestock and live- 
stock products, the shift of dietary habits in that 
direction will take more agricultural resources per 
person.

It’s not that farmers haven’t followed good 
production practices as they did in 1958— 
other factors enter into the picture, you know. 


Cotton Allergic To Acid. Soil tests have 
shown that about 50 percent of the cotton 
fields in Hale County are too acid to make 
top yields. —— 

John Deavours figures it 
this way. One pound of 
phosphate produces more 
cotton when the soil pH is 
6.0 (slightly acid) than two 
pounds at a pH of 5.1 (more 
acid). The Hale County 
Agent says his cotton farm- 
ers can’t afford not to test 
their soils because of the 
limited acreage and the cost 
of producing the crop. 

Wouldn’t this be true in other areas of 
the state? 


How Do You Store Corn? Not long ago 
I was watching a corn picker-sheller swal- 
lowing up row after row of 75-bushel-per- 
acre corn—turning out almost a bushel of 
shelled corn per minute. This was on Joe 
Martin Stallings’ farm near Dothan in Hous- 
ton County. 

George McMillan, Houston’s farm agent, 
told me that Mr. Stallings is bagging the 
shelled corn in 100-pound bags with about 
one percent premium grade malathion added 
per bag—that’s six pounds per 100 bushels. 
With this treatment and the heavy paper 
bags, Mr. Stallings’ corn should stay fairly 
free of insect damage. 

“Rats won’t bother it as much, either, as 
they would if stored loose or in cloth bags,” 
says the farm owner.

Triple Use Crop. Getting all you can 
from a crop is becoming more important 
these days—another way of cutting per-unit 
costs. 

This story is told by J. J. Young, Cherokee 
County agent. He says one farmer—not in 
his county—sowed 85 acres of oats last Oct. 
12 and applied the proper amounts of plant 
food. One hundred and 11 yearlings grazed 
the area three months. During this time 
each animal was fed five pounds of crushed 
corn per day. The average gain was one and 
a half pounds per day or about 150 pounds 
each for the three months. 

The cattle were removed and the oats 
were again fertilized. The yield was 55 
bushels per acre. 

Did the man lose or gain? As expenses 
he had 17,500 pounds of mixed fertilizer, 
10,500 pounds of nitrate fertilizer, 105 
bushels of oat seed, about 770 pounds of 
crushed corn, and land preparation expense. 
On the credit side he had 1665 pounds of 
beef gains and 1815 bushels of oats. 

“My pencil is not good at figures,” says 
Young, “but after liberal expense allowances 
the man must have had more than $2,000 
left.’’ 
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N. E. Younis Enters Broiler Business 


Ozark Couple Creates Own Market 
Prepares Broilers To Suit Customer

R. and Mrs. N. E. Younis of Ozark are, 
in their own words, ‘“‘making the best 
profits possible raising and selling broilers.” 
The first question you might ask, however, 
is how do they operate their broiler business 
for such profits? Their program includes 
all of the services from the production of 
broilers to retailing the cooked product to 
the consumer. The Younises produce the 
broilers, dress them in their own small pro- 
cessing plant, and retail them ready-to-cook 
or in an already cooked form. 


Their broiler business surely caught my 
attention when I was eating some of the de- 
licious fried chicken in Mr. and Mrs. Younis’ 
chicken cafe and retail market at Ozark. 
And you will be as interested as I was in the 
details of how they got started in this op- 
eration. Here is their story as it was told 
to T. G. Hubbard, Dale County assistant coun- 
ty agent, and me. 

“Without experience in raising poultry, 
we started raising broilers in 1948,” began 
the Younises. ‘We had just purchased a 
farm and built one broiler house with a ca- 
pacity of 1500 broilers. Then we decided to 
dress our own broilers and retail them, so 
we added a small dressing plant to the 
farm.” 

Due to good planning and a lot of hard 
work, the Younises now have eight broiler 
houses with a capacity of 12,000 broilers. 
‘‘We have also moved our dressing plant to 
a central location in Ozark near our special- 
ized chicken retail market where broilers are 


N. E. Younis Processes Broilers 
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sold to customers from Ozark and surround- 
ing areas. These broilers are available for 
Mrs. Homemaker in stages from dressed 
birds to a chicken dinner that is ready to 
eat. The customer can buy whole, dressed 
broilers or cut-up broilers to take home and 
cook.. If the homemaker does not feel like 
cocking on a particular day, she can obtain 
the chickens barbecued or fried to take home, 
or if she wants to eat out, we also serve fried 
and barbecued chicken dinners in this same 
place of business. 

“The broilers are fried in two broasters. 
The broasters fry chicken in six minutes in a 
vegetable oil which is under pressure. Fried 
chicken that comes out of these broasters 
is delicious, juicy, and makes a customer 
want to return for more,” say the Younises. 

Their broilers are barbecued on a gas ro- 
tisserie-type barbecuer in their place of busi- 
ness. Potato chips, salad, and a drink are 
served with the fried chicken dinners. You 
can now see that Mr. and Mrs. Younis have 
a specialized business for dressing and sell- 
ing broilers they produce. 

To make better use of their small chicken 
dressing plant, they also custom dress chick- 
ens for the public and buy hens to dress and 
sell through their specialized chicken mar- 
ket. 

To complete the story of the Younises’ 
broiler operation, you will be interested in 
knowing how they dispose of the poultry 
manure from the broiler houses. Mr. Younis 


started by developing good grass pastures 
on his farm. Using the litter to fertilize his 
pastures, he has developed excellent grazing 
for growing out his stocker cattle. 


Mrs. Younis Retails Product 


VEN though spring is more than two 
months away, it’s time to start planning 
those game food patches for this year. In 
fact, selected quail patches should be brok- 
en and harrowed now to enable the soil to 
store plenty of moisture and to make spring 
planting easier. 


Quail Crops to Plant 


Common, Korean (North Alabama only), 
and Kobe lespedeza may be planted in Feb- 
ruary. Incidentally, annual lespedeza seed 
are more frequently eaten by quail than other 
top quail crops because wild stands are found 
distributed over Alabama. Number one 
choice for quail is bicolor lespedeza. Plant 
seedlings before the spring sap rises, or plant 
seed in rows after frost. Seed will do just 
as well as seedlings provided you prepare a 
good seedbed and plant scarified seed. Large 
partridge peas are also excellent for quail. 


Reseeding Cowpeas 


Something that may prove most promising 
to doves, quail, and especially deer and wild 
turkeys is the reseeding cowpea. Aubrey 
Edmonds, Livingston, Alabama, shot several 
quail in an old pea patch in February, 1952. 
All craws were packed with speckled cow- 
peas, and by warm spring weather, the patch 
was again green with cowpeas that volunteer- 
ed from the unharvested seed the previous 
year. Edmonds saved seed from this patch 
and has kept the wild strain going. The Fort 
Benning Fish and Game Association has tried 
the peas experimentally and believe they 
will do well for deer and turkey. 


What Size Shot for Quail? 


I prefer 8’s in the regular load, but 6’s 
and 9’s are probably just as good. The im- 
proved cylinder is the preferred choke. Try 
to figure where the covey will fly when flush- 
ed, and you can bet it wlil be towards near- 
by cover. Work behind the birds so you 
can get straightaway shots. My Dad taught 
me to knock down the first bird that zooms 
upward and then work in another unhur- 
ried shot, 


When And Where 


You can shoot squirrel and woodcock South 
of U. S. Highway 80 through January 15. 
And raccoon, opossum, and rabbit are legal 
game through February 20. 


Runner Oak For Food 


A potential feed plant for deer, turkey, 
and quail is the runner oak. This is a midget 
oak tree that is full grown at 18 inches and 
bears fruit resembling water oak acorns. I 
have a few runners which I got from Dr. 
Maurice Baker and Dan Speake of the Ala- 
bama Wildlife Research Unit to use in a test 
they are running at Auburn. The tree is na- 
tive in the Gulf Coast counties and has been 
reported seen in Geneva, Escambia, and 
Washington counties. 

While in Mobile County, I-saw several 
dwarf live oaks about five feet high bearing 
acorns. These could have feed possibilities, 
too. It may be that none of these trees will 
grow outside their native habitat, but they 
are worth research work. The destruction 
of hundred-year-old oak trees by timber com- 
panies is destroying a great amount of deer 
and turkey food, and these small oaks might 
prove of some benefit. 


This Month In Rural Alabama

| am looking forward very much to the op- 
_ portunity which this column provides to 
visit with the readers of “This Month in Ru- 
ral Alabama” for a few minutes each month. 

_ Through this medium we shall likely be 
discussing many subjects such as the major 
problems confronting the farmer today and 
the opportunities and potentials for further 
development. We would also like to consid- 
er some of the programs and plans of the 
Extension Service through which we hope to 
help solve some of agriculture’s problems as 
well as to assist in the realization of some 
of its opportunities. 


Serious Situation—Certainly, agriculture is 
confronted today with a very unusual but 
serious situation. Last year, the total pro- 
duction of agricultural commodities was the 
highest in the nation’s history—25 percent 
above the level of only 10 years ago. Yet, 
net farm income was some 15 percent below 
that of last year. A further drop of some 
seven to eight percent is predicted for next 
year. There has been a rather steady de- 
cline in net farm income almost every year 
since the end of World War II. And today 
the prices of farm products are at 77 percent 
of parity—the lowest point in 19 years. 

Perhaps one of the best indications of the 
farmer’s plight is the fact that last year, 
while making up some 12 percent of the 
population, he received only three percent 
of the nation’s net income. 

One of the most disturbing features of this 
situation is that a vast majority of the pub- 
lic seems to have the impression that the 
farmer is rolling in dough—that he is getting 
fat at the expense of the consumer and the 
public treasury. 


Farmer’s Share Small—Of course, nothing 
could be further from the truth as these in- 
come figures indicate. Actually, the farmer 
is receiving a smaller share of the consum- 
er’s dollar today than at any time before in 
history—only 88 cents. And while food 
prices increased 32 percent between 1946 
and 1958, the farmer received only four- 
tenths of one percent of that increase—de- 
spite the fact that all of his operating cost 
went up very sharply during this period. This 
accounted for the rapid decline in net farm 
income. 

From 1952 to 1957, a period of steadily 
increasing inflation, farm prices actually de- 
creased 20 percent. As a result, food prices 
during this period remained stable. How- 
ever, if food prices had gone up at the same 
rate as other items, we would have paid 
some 25 percent more for food and clothing. 
Consumers would have paid more than 70 
billion dollars more for agricultural products 
during this period. Therefore, we can say 
that the farmer actually subsidized the con- 
sumer to this extent. 


$20 Million Saved Daily—As a result of 
the increased efficiency of the American 
farmer, the consumer saves millions of dol- 
lars every day. In fact, the take-home pay 
from an hour of labor will buy from two to 
three times as much food today as that hour 
of labor would 20 years ago. Furthermore, 
the Department of Agriculture estimates that 
if farmers were farming today just as they

Sheep On Alabama Farms

final glance at 1959 before we settle 
down to a new year and a forward look 
into Alabama's sheep world is in order, I 
think. Certainly, several folks need recog- 
nizing for their fine work over the past year. 

Aubrey Smith, superintendent of the Black 
Belt Substation, is well pleased with last 
year’s lambing at the station. Bucks were 
turned in with the ewes on June 10th, and 
by November 12 Smith had a 125 percent 
living lamb crop from his established flock. 
These lambs and their mothers enjoyed ex- 
cellent grazing on oats and frosted Johnson 
grass. The grazing land was fallowed early 
and an unbelievable stand of volunteer oats 
came up. The results could easily be seen 
in the lambs—they looked good. 

Dr. Leslie Cole is proud of his 99 percent 
lamb crop, and Dr. Earl Wiggins informed 
me that from Oct. 10 to 31, over 50 percent 
of his ewes had lambed. All of this points 
out that Alabama can have an early lamb 
crop and that good animal husbandry man- 
agement will pay big dividends. 

We were well pleased with the sheep show 
at Birmingham this past October. Some 250 
sheep from eight different states were shown. 
John Thomas May of Gallion is to be con- 
gratulated on the excellent showing made 
with his Montadales. May’s interest in sheep 
started as a 4-H Club project. How about 
your boy? Ten ewes of his own could grow 
into real money from a small initial invest- 
ment just as May’s did. 


May exhibited top Montadales at all shows 
that he entered this year. The champion 
Montadale ewe and the reserve champion 
ewe of the Alabama State Fair, held in Bir- 
mingham in October, were from the May 
flock. Among other awards, May also claim- 
ed the reserve champion ram and the breed 
trophy for the best flock. 

At three Texas shows held in Houston, 
San Antonio, and Ft. Worth, May won a total 
of 18 first places out of a possible 27. He 
had-four out of six champions and five out 
of six reserve champions. One winner, a 
ram lamb weighing 180 pounds at 11 months, 
went on, to win third place in the National 
Show and Sale in Springfield and topped the 
sale at $500. 

May’s ewes placed fifth, sixth, and eighth 
in a class of 75 at the national show, and they 
brought an average of $242.59. 

Having begun his registered sheep opera- 
tion in 1949 with 18 head, May now has 85 
registered ewes. The present head sire of 
his flock is the 1956 national reserve cham- 
pion ram, 

According to May, a small show sponsored 
by Sears Roebuck and Company initiated his 
interest in showing sheep. He says that he 
would like for Alabama to have a show for 
4-H and FFA members so that the state will 
eventually have more breeders. 

“The three big problems of raising sheep 
are internal parasites, dogs, and breeding 
control,” says May. He uses a recommended 
drench for worms, kills stray dogs on his 
farm, and shears the animals twice a year to 
help promote an early lamb crop. 


Ways To Stretch Food Dollar

OOD takes the largest bite out of the fam- 

ily’s pay check. 

In fact, food accounts for about one-fourth 
the money that passes through the family’s 
hands. Moreover, food prices are increasing 
from year to year. It is not nearly as hard 
to carry home $10 worth of groceries today 
as it was just a few short years ago. It’s 
not because we are getting stronger, either; 


were 15 years ago, the American consumer 
would be paying some 20 million dollars more 
each day for food. Why don’t we give more 
emphasis to this 20 million dollars daily sav- 
ing rather than to the one million dollars in 


' surplus storage cost we hear so much about. 


We should recognize that the consumer would 
not be able to realize this saving if it were 
not for the increased production which also 
gave us the surpluses. 

One of our Congressmen told me recently 
that it would be almost hopeless to expect 
the passage of any constructive farm legisla- 
tion during the next session because there 
was such strong sentiment against it from 
the 88 percent of the people comprising the 
non-farm public. 

This suggests that before we can hope to 
solve some of agriculture’s most pressing 
problems, we must regain the support and 
sympathy of the non-farm public. One of 
our greatest needs, therefore, is a strong and 
aggressive public relations program to pre- 
sent the true facts to the people. And this 
is long overdue! 


our food dollar just doesn’t buy as much, 

There are ways, however, for the family to 
shave pennies and perhaps dollars from the 
food budget. 

The first step is buying foods in season. 
During every month of the year there are 
foods that are plentiful and low in price. Make 
it a point to learn what these foods are and 
plan to serve them often. Put special em- 
phasis on the foods that are apt to be bar- 
gains and you'll save money. 

Pay attention to the cost per serving. We 
can’t eat bone, and many of us don’t like to 
eat much fat. If the cut of meat you have 
selected has a lot of bone and fat, chances 
are that the cost per serving will be high. 
The smart shopper looks beyond the price 
per pound. The same thing applies to fruits 
and vegetables. If there is a lot of trimming 
waste, the cost per pound may be deceiving. 

Get the most out of high priced items. 
Your family will soon tire of meals if they 
are all prepared from the lowest price in- 
gredients available. But there are ways of 
making the higher cost foods go further. 
For instance, if cucumbers are expensive use 
them as a minor ingredient in a tossed salad. 
By using your imagination, you will find 
many ways to get extra mileage from the 
more expensive foods. Then use them often 
when they are plentiful and their price 
drops. 

Don’t be the first to use a food when it 
comes to market. The first part of any crop 
is apt to be high priced. Later on, as the 
marketing season progresses, prices will drop 
and the quality will often improve. Those 
first strawberries will look good, but wait a

i, Y son’s 4-H Club forestry project in- 

terested me in a timber management 
and reforestation program,” declared John 
M. Coker of Ashville Rt. 2. 


The St. Clair County Farm and Home De- 
velopment farmer recalled that young John 
Franklin planted several hundred pine seed- 
lings when he was just a little fellow bé€gin- 
ning '4-H Club work. And practically every 
one of the young trees lived. 


“I saw my farm in a different light after 
that,” said Coker. “I attended a forestry 
field day demonstration presented by the 
county Extension agents and learned that I 
could do a lot of the things required in a 
forestry management program.” 


Since then, Coker has girdled 100 acres 
of hardwoods and interplanted with pine 
trees. On another 60 acres he thinned the 
stand by selective cutting of pulpwood and 
saw-timber. From just five acres he cut 25 
cords of pulpwood and 6,000 board feet of 
lumber, and the remaining timber stand is in 
better condition than before the thinning 
operation. From the entire 60 acres he ex- 
pects to get a total of 115 cords of pulpwood 
and 45,000 board feet of lumber just by thin- 
ning the stand. 

Six years ago Coker sold 100 cords of 
pulpwood off the same 60 acres. At that 
time he had a paper company forester mark

County woodland. 


the trees. But now he does his own marking 
and cutting, using family labor and an oc- 
casional hired laborer. 

In addition to the knowledge gained 
through visits to the county agent’s office and 
field day demonstrations on forestry, Coker 
has learned a lot through experience. When 
he started marking and cutting his own tim- 
ber, he learned the importance of proper 
spacing of trees. Taking out the culls and 
diseased trees was no problem since this 
practice is a must in a good management pro- 
gram. However, thinning out good trees to 
leave growing room for the others was not 
quite so easy. 

Coker tries to thin according to age and 
closeness of trees in a stand, making sure 
to leave the highest possible number for fast, 
efficient growth. In thinning older pine 
stands, he leaves sufficient space between 
the standing trees so that the tips of the 
branches just barely touch. This way natu- 
ral or artificial reforestation can take place 
providing replacement trees for the next 
thinning and, at the same time, building fu- 
ture timber and pulpwood sales.

Poultryman Tries New Method 


Electric Cable In Trough 
Keeps Water Temperature Up

egg producer’s big problem this time 
of the year is water freezing in the water 
troughs for his laying flock. 

Many approaches have been made to this 
problem but none have been entirely satis- 
factory. Producers in Blount County are 
still hunting the best method. But according 
to County Agent D. S. Loyd, the solution to 
this problem lics in the hands of the indi- 
vidual and his particular setup. 

Some egg producers have even tried using 
the water from water heaters. This has prov- 
ed fairly satisfactory but mechanical difficul- 
ties keep popping up. Still, a few are using 
this method today. 

Then there are those who prefer the plastic 
covered heating cable. Being plastic, this 
cable is easy to install during winter and re- 
move during summer. One of the big hitches, 
however, is that farmers often fail to remove 
the cable and when the water gets low in 
the trough the chickens sometimes peck 
through the plastic coating. Besides, any por-

tion of the cable that sticks out of the water 
is likely to burn out. 

One of the newer approaches to the freez- 
ing problem is being tried by L. E. Buckner 
of Oneonta Rt. 4. He operates a 6,000-layer 
farm in the Hoods Crossroads community and 
has been in business for four years. At first 
he tried the water heater system, but when 
it blew up on him he decided to change to 
another method. 

Now Buckner is using a lead jacketed heat- 
ing cable. He used it for the first time last 
year and was pleased with results. This year 
he plans to put it in two other houses. The 
cable consists of an asbestos. wrapped wire 
coated with plastic and a lead jacket. The 
lead jacket makes the cable heavy enough to 
stay in the bottom of the trough. Too, chicks 
are not likely to peck holes in it. 

Working closely with Buckner on this prob- 
lem are Frank Denney, rural engineer with

of Oneonta Rt. 4. Through the help of Frank Den- 
ney, Alabama Power Company representative, and 
County Agent D. S. Loyd, Buckner has installed lead 
cables in the water troughs to prevent freezing and 
loss of profits. 


the Alabama Power Company, and Agent 
Loyd. Denney estimates the cost of the lead 
cable at about 11 cents per foot. At present 
the cable works satisfactory only in lengths 
of 55 feet or longer. For shorter watering 
troughs modifications would have to be made. 

While realizing that the problem is not yet 
completely solved, Denney thinks they are 
making headway. In his radius of work, he 
is helping about 15 other farmers who plan 
to use the lead cable this year. 


Late Shoppers End Up With Poor Quality Seed

EED growers of Alabama made a real ef- 
fort during 1959 to produce a large sup- 

ply of genetically pure cottonseed, hybrid 
corn seed, and peanut seed under the state 
seed certification program.

MOORER ted acres with registered 
and certified seed. Since weather conditions 
were most unfavorable, the harvest of high 
quality, high germination seed was consider- 
ably reduced, It is estimated that 25 to 40 
percent of,the seed went to oil mills because 


they failed to germinate satisfactorily. 


This Month In Rural Alabama

The minimum germination requirements 
on registered and certified cottonseed have 
been reduced from 80 to 75 precent, and cot- 
tonseed germinating at this percentage are 
tagged sub-standard in germination. By com- 
pleting certification on all of our 75 percent 
germination cottonseed, it is estimated that 
registered and certified seed producers in 
Alabama will have enough genetically pure 
seed to plant 60 to 75 percent of the 1960 
Alabama cotton crop. 


The cottonseed situation in most other 
Southern states is about the same as we have 


in Alabama. Other states have reported 
losing as much as 50 percent of their 1959- 
produced cottonseed due to extremely poor 
germination. For this reason, seedsmen in 
other states will be bidding for a large por- 
tion of Alabama’s high germinating seed. 
In fact, a large volume of our certified and 
registered cottonseed has already moved in- 
to other states. 

I would say that the over-all outlook for 
high quality, genetically pure cottonseed for 
planting in 1960 is not too good. Making 
early arrangements for your 1960 needs will 
enable you to get high quality, genetically 
pure certified seed of recommended varieties 
for planting this year’s crop. 


The 1959 cotton variety report had not 
been released at the time this information 
was compiled, but we do not anticipate any 
major changes over the 1958 report. There- 
fore, I suggest that you use the 1958 report 
as a guide until the 1959 report is released. 

At the present time, the hybrid seed corn 
picture looks some better than the cotton 
picture. The majority of our hybrid seed 
corn crop was harvested without too much 
damage, and it appears that the supply of 
high quality, genetically pure hybrid seed 
will be adequate to meet demands. The sup- 
ply of some varieties may be short as the 
planting season progresses, but all of our 
farmers should be able to get hybrid seed 
corn of a recommended variety for 1960. 

Here again, the corn variety report of 1959 
was not available at the time this story was 
written, so use the 1958 report as a guide in 
selecting the variety, you will use during 
1960, 

The supply of peanut seed for use in 1960 
looks fairly good at the present time. This 
statement is based on seed peanuts that are 
harvested but are still in the hull. We will 
not know too much about the quality of the 
seed from the standpoint of germination un- 
til early spring—after the peanuts have been 
shelled and tested. 
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Mrs. Patterson Uses Preserved Flowers In Arrangement 


Preserving Blowers With Sand 


Ja Latest Technique Of Hamemakers

Y Ngan g every home demonstration club 
member you talk to preserves food. But 
Mrs. Malcolm Patterson of Madison County 
is one who preserves flowers. 

Mrs. Patterson, president of the county 
HD council and past president of the Me- 
ridianville HD Club, dries and preserves 
flowers as a hobby. And she made 265 in- 
dividual, miniature, dried flower favors for 
the annual achievement day program last 
year, according to Home Agent Oneone 
Cook. 

Explaining how she preserves the flowers, 
Mrs. Patterson says she first cuts the heads 
off the stems. These are placed in separate 
containers which are filled with sand. Part 
of the secret of Mrs. Patterson’s success is 
the way she arranges the flowers in the sand, 


points out Agent Cook. Instead of just dump- 
ing the sand over the flowers, Mrs. Patter- 
son puts the blossoms on top of a layer of sand 
and then fills in around the edges. At inter- 
vals the container is shaken to settle the sand 
in between the petals. In this manner, the 
original shape of the individual petals is re- 
tained, 

The foliage is taken off the stem and dried 
separately by the same process. The dif- 
ferent parts stay in the sand until all the 
moisture is taken out. Then they are re- 
moved, hung up for a while, and all parts 
are glued back together in their original 
form on the stem. 

Used in arrangements just as fresh flow- 
ers are, it’s difficult to tell Mrs. Patterson’s 
preserved flowers from those freshly cut 
from the garden. And they will last for sev- 


eral years, or until they are worn out or dam- 
aged, according to the talented homemaker.

few weeks and they will taste just as good 
and cost a lot less. 2 

Always be alert to food bargains while 
you .are doing your shopping. Keep your 
food plans flexible so that you can take ad- 
vantage of a good buy. But while bargains 
are nice, be sure your family can make use 
of them before you bring them home. It’s 
no bargain if most of it ends up in the gar- 
bage pail. 

Some families can make a substantial sav- 
ings by not wasting money on unnecessary 
diet supplements. The best source of vita- 
mins and minerals is a well balanced diet. 
A normal individual has no need for expen- 
sive vitamin or mineral preparations. If you 
are not feeling ‘up to snuff,’ see your doc- 
tor and let him decide whether you need 
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extra supplements in your diet. 

The same thing is even true of the multi- 
tude of “health” foods on the market. There 
is nothing magical about any food. No single 
food has any wonderful health giving pow- 
ers. Eat a well balanced diet and you won’t 
need expensive health foods. Money spent 
on these items is money wasted. 


One other factor to consider when com-. 


paring the cash register receipts and your 
bag of groceries is the non-food items that 
are undoubtedly included in the package. 
Such items as cigarettes, cleaning supplies, 
and other household items are often purchas- 
ed in the grocery store, but cannot be con- 
sidered a food expense. It is enlightening 
to subtract the cost of these items from the 
grocery bill. We are sometimes paying less 
for groceries than we think.

PELLETED CONCENTRATE. Fast eating 
is desirable when dairy cows are milked in 
parlors and eating time is limited. An 84- 
day Auburn test revealed that cows eat pel- 
leted concentrate faster than unpelleted 
feeds. In one test, milk production and but- 
terfat percentage were similiar for cows on 
both concentrate forms. In another study 
using pellets made from a different feed mix- 
ture, there was a slight decrease in butterfat 
content. 


MEAT ADVERTISING. Most housewives 
are exposed to méat advertising. This was 
learned in a 1959 survey of 529 Alabama 
households. It was found that 95 percent 
of urban households have television or radio, 
or both, and 75 percent of the housewives 
read daily newspapers. Over half (55 per- 
cent) said they watched meat advertising 
to check on price, quality, and new prepara- 
tion ideas. ’ 


BURNING WOODS HARMFUL. Annual 
burning of woods is harmful to pine growth. 
This was proved on experimental plots estab- 
lished some 80 years ago by the Auburn Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station. Results show 
that small tree seedlings are killed by fire 
every year and no new trees become estab- 
lished. Thus, growth and yield of wood 
products is small. 


LIME FOR CORN. Liming corn land al- 
most doubled yield in an experiment at Au- 


burn, as compared with yield on a very acid . 


soil. The very acid field (pH 5.0) had a 
top yield of 86 bushels per acre, while on a 
well limed soil (ph 6.3) with the same 
amount of fertilizer, yield was 68 bushels. 
Zinc was applied in the fertilizer on the 
limed soil. 


PLANTING BLUEBERRIES. Blueberries 
can be grown anywhere in Alabama in home 
gardens or for commercial uses. New varie- 
ties that show promise and are recommended 
for the state are Tifblue, Homebell, Mendi- 
too, and Garden Blue. Planting is done from 
November until March, preferably on moist 
soil, and watering is needed during dry 
periods for the first year or two. Two va- 
rieties planted together insure cross pollina- 
tion. 


APPLE DISEASES. 
prune apple orchards can cause failure of a 
regular fungicidal spray program for dis- 
eases. For controlling black rot, bitter rot, and 
fireblight, sanitation by pruning out and 
burning all blighted twigs, fruit spurs, dead 
wood, and cankers is essential. Destroying 
this material is important because along with 
mummied fruit, it is a source of primary in- 
fection in the spring. 


GARDEN PLANNING. Needs for pro- 
cessing should be considered when planning 
home gardens. In addition to needs for fresh 
use, the following are suggested to provide 
vegetables for freezing and canning for a 
family of five: 200 row-feet each of turnip 
greens (Shogoin), pole beans (Blue Lake), 
lima beans (Henderson), field peas (Giant 
Blackeye), and English peas (Victor Freez- 
er); 100 row-feet each of okra (Clemson 
Spineless), broccoli (Early Green Sprout- 
ing), and cucumbers (Model); 300 row-feet 
of tomatoes (Homestead No. 24); 400 row- 
feet of sweet corn (Aristogold No, 1); and 
50 row-feet of beets (Crosby’s Egyptian). 
Selections vary with location and prefer- 
ence, but these crops and varieties have been 
good in Auburn tests.

‘Will Have 120 Workers 
With $300,000 Payroll 


A new industry with an annual 
payroll of approximately $300,000 
will be established in Columbiana. 
Plans have been completed for a 
new building to house the industry 
and as soon as architect’s plans 
have been completed, the work of 


construction will be started. 


The name of the company will 
be Narolastik Incorporated and 
the product manufactured will be 
narrow elastic tapes. The man- 
agement of the company will be 
headed by W. C. Classe who has 
had over 35 years experience of 
successful operation in this field. 

Mr.. Classe states that the pur- 
pose of establishing this southern 
plant was to better service a well 
established and fast growing mar- 
ket. Mr. Classe further stated that 
Columbiana was selected as the 
site of this plant due to the avail- 
ability of good local labor, trans- 
portation facilities, and the prox- 
.mity to their many southern 
‘ustomers. 

The building will be built by the 
Town of Columbiana and leased to 
Narolastik, Inc. The building will 
be approximately 25,000 square 
feet, air conditioned, and humidi- 
fied. It is estimated the building 
will cost approximately $200,000.00 
and will be financed by the sale of 
bonds by the Town of Columbi- 
ana. These will be bonds yielding 
5%% tax free interest. 

The plant will go into operation 
as soon as the building is con- 
structed and will employ approx. 
imately 120 people, all from the 
local labor market, when capacity 
production is reached. It is esti- 
mated that Narolastik, Inc., will 
have an annual sales volume of 
$3,000 ,000,00. 

The plant will be built on the 
Saginaw Cut-off on the Western 
side of Columbiana. The lot, don- 
ated by H. M. Gordon, is on the 
highway, and the Southern Rail- 
way, across from the County High- 
way Department plant. 

Announcement that the new in- 
dustry will be located in Columbi-; 
ana was made by Wales W. Wal-\ 
lace, Mayor of Columbiana and 
J. T. McDow, Chairman of the In- 
dustrial Development Board. 

“We are delighted”, said Mr. 
Wallace and Mr. McDow, that we 
have been able to complete negotia- 
tions with Mr.. Classe and his 
associates for the location of the 
southern plant in Columbiana.”

Napier Hall, men’s dormitory 
named for Dean Emeritus Thomas 
H. Napier, is the newest building 
at Alabama College. Completely 
air conditioned with thermostat 
control in each room, a study-TV 
lounge-recreation area, guest rooms 
and three floors of living quarters, 


the new residence hall was opened 
for occupancy in 1957. 
Departmental and_ curricula 


changes have come largely as a 
result of the burgeoning enroll- 
ment in the past four years. A 
consolidation of the departments 
of mathematics and physics has 
enabled the school to offer stu- 
dents a more complete curriculum 
in both fields. © 

The new department now offers 
in addition to standard courses, 
a two-year program of study in 
basic engineering with a view to 
offering a degree in engineering 
science in the future, a degree 
now offered by a number of lib- 
eral arts colleges. 

The business administration de- 
partment, has also revised its cur- 
riculum to include a more com- 
prehensive course of study. 

Another development in recent 
years has been the establishment 
of a Summer Science Institute for 
high school science teachers.

NEWS

For many years each period of 
north and east of 
Columbiana has been judged by 


heavy rains 
how badly the branch through 
“Cates Pasture” is flooded. The 
heaviest down pours often meant 
a muddy, turbulent flood over 
most of the bottoms. 

This dangerous and potentially 
disastrous flood, occuring frequent- 
ly, may become a rarity. 

On the upper reaches of its 
operators have built lakes, not for 
the purpose of flood control, but 
likely to perform that service to 
some extent. 

District Supervisor Lewis Wal 
ker has built a 10 acre lake that 
will help control runoff from 140 
acres of watershed. 

Backing water almost to the 
lower side of Walker’s dam is a 
lake built by Bill Moore on a 314 
acre watershed, covering 15 acres. 

Just across the road is one lake 
of 5 acres built by Ernest Falkner, 
and another he is building. 

Co. Engineer, Jimmy Ray has 
a small lake already designed 
down-stream from Moore on a 
small watershed. 

Not yet underway is a proposed 

or 10 acre pond, on the Moore 
property, which would affect the 
Cates situation also. 

There-is one difference between 
flood control and normal lakes and 
ponds that makes the normal lakes 
less able to prevent flood damage. 
All these smal] lakes together, if 
at normal waterlevel when the 
rains came, could only “store” 
about 25 or 30 acre feet of water

The Alabama Water Safety Act 
passed by the last Legislature will 


County who participate in water 
sports. The two principal features 
of the act provide for the issuance 
of license for certain boats and for 
laws regulating the use of boats 
upon the waterways. 

Boat license must be obtained 
by March 19, 1960 and there after 
between October 1, and November 
15 of each year. The license is re- 
quired for all boats for hire, motor 
propelled vessels and sail boats, 
Boats operated on pgivate ponds 


—— 


boats on the pond. 

The licenses wil] be issued by 
License Commissioners and the 
Probate Offices. Two tags will be 
issued, and one must be affixed on 
the outside of the boat on each 
side of the bow. 

Boats under 16ft. in length will 
carry a $2 license; between 16 and 
26 feet a $3 license. Dealers are 
required to purchase a $10 license, 

People engaged in renting boats 
will be required to keep a record 
showing to whom boats are rented, 
time of departure from the land- 
ing and.time of return. 

The law makes it unlawful to 
operate a boat or manipulate water 
skis while intoxicated or in a 
reckless or negligent manner. It is 
also unlawful to operate a boat 
towing a person on skis unless 
there is a second person in the 
boat to observe the person on skis 
or unless the boat is equipped with 
a wide angle rear view mirror-s0 
placed that the operator can ob- 
serve him. 

Persons involved in water acci- 
dents, in which someone is killed or 
injured, or property damage of 
$50 or over is incurred, must make 
a report of the aceident within 10 
days of its occurence.

of them. Most of them live there 
because it is so cheah, they can 
live like millionaires there for 
practically nothing. Barbara Hut- 
ton has a villa in the Casbah, but 
only stays there in the summer. 
The beach was beautiful, and it 
was warm enough for sun bathing 
almost everyday, although the 
water was too cold to swim!! etc,

Marion Thurman, prominent bank- 
er of Sylacauga and chairman of 
the Agriculture Committee in pre- 
senting the award had this to say 
about Mr. Gordon. 

“Mr. Gordon, who is a practic- 
ing attorney as well as an active 
farmer owns 7,000 acres of land in 
Shelby County, which lands are 
certified as a “Tree Farm” under 
the American Tree Farm System 
as of January 1959. 

During 1959 he planted 50,000 
loblolly pine and 10,000 Arizona 
Cypress seedlings. He instituted 
cull hardwood control thus releas- 
ing natural and planted pines on 
640 acres. Mr. Gordon planted 
Lespedeza bicolor as a game food 
for quail on a 60 acre tract, there- 
by making multiple use of timber 
land. He made an improved cut on 
300 acres of timber removing ill- 
formed, diseased, and undesirable 
trees from the stand. He obtained 
both saw-timber and pulpwood 
from this operation. He also mark- 
ed and selectively cut mature tim- 
ber on an additional 80 acres. 

Each year during the past sev- 
eral years, Mr. Gordon has planted 
trees, released existing pine from 
overtopping cull hardwoods, and 
judiciously marked and cut timber 
on his lands on about the same 
scale as performed in 1959.” 

This merited recognition of Mr. 
Gordon's outstanding work in this 
phase of farming included the

After Paul and Silas has estab- 
lished a Christian church at Phil- 
ippi, they journeyed eastward 
through Macedonia, Luke men- 
tions their next stop as being at 
Thessalonica, but he also mentions 
that they passed through two oth- 
er cities before reaching Thessa- 
lonica. 

Luke does not mention that Paul 
and Silas attempted to establish 
Christian churches in those two 
cities, but it is likely that they did 
so, because these two energetic 
and devoted missionaries did not 
miss any opportunity to tell the 
good news about the Lord they 
were serving. ‘ 


Luke does mention that Paul 


and Silas labored successfully at| 


Thessalonica. It seems that there 
were many Jews in that city and 
they had a synagogue in which 
Paul preached for some weeks. 
Soon the two missionaries met 
violent opposition. It is not record- 
ed that Paul and Silas themselves 
were mistreated physically, but 
their enemies did embarrass and 


falsely accuse those who had be-! 
friended them. While the Thessa-| 
lonicans who first accepted Chris- 


tianity were among the poorer and 
less influential people of the city, 
they were the beginning of a 
church that grew in size and in- 
fluence. 

Finding it necessary to leave 
Thessalonica, Paul and Silas jour- 
neyed a few miles farther to the 
city of Berea. There the people 
responded to their messages and 
formed a strong Christian church. 
One characteristic of the people of 
Berea was that they studied the 
Scriptures to prove the truths 
Paul and Silas revealed to them. 

So studious and intelligent were 


the people who accepted Christian- | 


ity at Berea that the word Berean | 
is ever; now used to denote a study | 
of the Scriptures.

ed men from Thessalonica; Berea 
and other cities. 

But Paul had established Chris- 
tian churches in those places and 
|later had visited them and had 
seen them grow in strength and 
number; he had been joined at 
Lystra by a young convert who 
| became a great leader in’ the 
Christian church; he had seen the 
jailer of Phillippi become a Chris- 
tian. 


Paul could endure and over- 
come persecution and physical suf- 
fering; but Paul couldn’t master 


Paul knew that 
sneers and mockery were the de- 
vil’s strongest fortifications and 
| he did not want to waste his time 
| om them at Athens. 

It may have been that Paul 
|foresaw the time when Athens, 
| the once proud ruler of the politi-

A Letter From The Probate Judge 


Mrs. Amanda 


Dear Friends: 


Amendment number 18 to be voted on February 16 would make a considerable change 
in Shelby County government. The record of Shelby County in tke matter of sound county 
government is outstanding in Alabama. The roid program and the financial policies of the 
County Board are looked upon as a pattern by our sister counties. Please read and “consider the 
following before deciding how you will vote on this amendment that would make this change 
in our county government. 


If adopted this amendment would be effective in the future therefore my remarks in 
no way apply to any one in office at this time. I acknowledge 9 personal interest. in the matter 
but I hope that you will acknowledge that as Probate Judge I am in good position to express 
an opinion on how this amendment would affect county government. 


Amendment 18 would allow the Legislitor from Skelby County by local bill to fix a 
salary for each county official: This would be paid from the county general fund. All fees col- 
lected by the officials would be paid into the general fund. All expenses of the officials will 
likewise be paid from the gtneral fund. These salaries once fixed can be changed from time to 
time. 


Do you believe that it will be good for tke county to place the authority of fixing the 
salaries of our officials in one man; the Representative? Do you not foresee that the question 
of how much salary a county official will receive will become a football to be booted about 
by those who seek the office of Representative? To be changed if an official should displease a 
Representative? We know tke pattern of local legislation in Alabama; if it is introduced it passes. 


If the amendment passes the county will have the burden of paying all of the employees 
in the county offices. These are now paid by the officials themselves. The County would also 
kave to purchase and maintain all automobiles operated by the sheriff’s department. This in- 
cludes gas, oil, tires, all repairs, etc. This added expenditure from the general fund would 
jeopardize the public services now supported by the general fund. Some of these services are 
Extension. Service. Forestry Service, County Health Board, Indigent Patient Program, Public 
Library Program and the Skelby County Development Board. 


It is my judgment that it will be many years before the income to the public offices 
that will be paid into the general fund will equal the amount paid out of the general fund 


for salaries of all officials, their employees and the cost of operating the department of the 
sheriff. 


This amendment will not abolish the collection of fees; it will increase the fees to be 
paid by our people. Whether or not an official now collects a fee allowed him by law is his 
business only. If ke is under duty to collect it for the county general fund (as he would be 
under the terms of this amendment) he wouli have to collect every dime the law provides. 
Numerous fees are not now collected. Examples — In the Probate Office seldom ‘is a 1%% 
commission on fiduciary funds collected — fee for noting satisfaction of a mortgage is not col- 
lected — no fee is collected for recording plats of subdivisions — many certificates showing 
information from marriage licenses or voter registrations are furnished free of charge — docu- 
ments are notarized free of charge — no charge is made for duplicates of tag receipts furn- 
ished or for certified copies of certain documents prepared by one’s attorney — certain penal- 
ties for late assessments are not now charged by the Assessor. Frequently the Clerk and the 
Sheriff will deduct a portion of their fees where a defendant is a bit short of money with 
which to pay a fine and a court cost. But if amendment 18 is adopted every tee will have to 
be collected to the fullest extent. Each official would have to account for every fee the law 
provides. 


Some are of the opinion that the income of the Assessor and the Collector will double 
because of the steam plant at Wilsonville. This is not true. Their fees are based on a graduated 
percentage of the amount of taxes collected. They will receive 1% on regular taxes and 2% on 
special taxes paid by SEGCO. Department of Revenue officials say that the assessment of this 
operation will increase gradually over a period of about 15 years, Eventually total taxes paid 
will equal the half million mark. On this figure the Assessor and Collector would receive an 
increase of around $6,500, not $50,000 as some have stated, and from this amount they would 
have to pay the additional help required to handle the expanded duties of their office.

Leave it behind when you pack 
up your pension and the mustard 
plasters, and all sorts of beauti- 
ful benefits may accrue to you. 

This information comes from a 
business man named Raymond, 
who has been doing some re- 
search. He's worth listening to. 

“Retire, retiring, retirement 
and all other variations of the 
word were never good in the 


first place.” ‘‘They sound like a 
sheet being pulled over your 
face.” 

“Nowadays, when the whole 


country is spotted with people 
on pension, such words are worse. 
They designate, for most of us, 
a segregated piece of society. A 
segment that is kindly, grey 
haired, wise, thrifty, intelligent 
—and done for. Washe” up. Too 
old. Through .. .” 

“Mr. Raymond suggests that 
people stop advertising the 
fact."" Speak of winding up some 
work you wanted to get done for 
your company and say you are 
now taking a little rest. Speak 
of some new project you are 
about to tackle. Speak of any- 
thing except that you are re- 
tired. “In uu society, in these 
1960's, there’s stigma in that 
word...” 

If pensiom is before you, and 
you're still working, says Mr. 
Raymond, take whatever steps 
are necessary to avoid being re- 
tired. Quit early. Get sick. De-

“Last November, a surveyor 
in this same office reached his 
64th birthday, and like the other 
man faced compulsory retire- 
ment at 65. He went out and got 
a job with a large real estate de- 
veloper, a three-year contract 
and $84.00 a month more than his 
highway job was paying him.” 

“After all, HE was an experi- 
enced surveyor, with a good job 
and with good connections. 
Though he was no better than the 
first man, this man wasn't re- 
tired and therefore, wasn't an 
olc guy on a pension, who, as 
everybody knows, is through, 
and over the hill...”

‘Market Quotas Given 
For Cotton Farmers 


Now that marketing quotas have 
been approved for the 1960 crop 
of upland cotton, the next step for 
the farm operator will be to choose 
between the A. andB allotment 
and price support programs for 
his farm. 

No election of such a choice can 
be filed until after the farm oper- 
ator receives a notice of the price 
support levels applicable for 1960 
under the A and B allotments. 

“Choice (A) will include the re- 
gular farm allotments at no less 
than 75 percent of parity. Choice 
(B) will include allotments which 
are 40percent larger and price sup- 
port to cooperators at 15 percent 
of parity less than under Choice 
(A)".

Amendment No. 
Five To Curb 


Lawmakers 


By Clarke Stallworth in Bir- 
mingham Post-Herald 

The passage of Amendment No. 
5 in the Feb, 16 election would 
prohibit the state legislators rep- 
resenting Colbert County from 
making drastic political changes 
without a vote of the people. 

This amendment was sppnsored 
by Rep. Kenneth Bishop of Chero- 
kee. 

Amendment Provisions 

If it passes Feb. 16 the Colbert 
County legislators then could not: 

1. Change the form of govern- 
ment of Colbert County or any 
town or city in the county with- 
out a vote of the people. 

2. Abolish any office without a 
vote of the people. 

8. Change the salaries of any 
county official without a vote. 

“In our county today, the of- 
ficeholders are directly or indi- 
rectly at the mercy of the Leg- 
islature,” said Bishop. “Under the 
legislative courtesy rule (under 
which all local bills are passed) 
it means that they are at the mercy 
of only two men. your represent- 
ative and your senator. 

TOO MUCH POWER 

“It has not been and it will not 
be my intention to abuse these 
powers, but I honestly believe that 
it is too much ‘power to place in 
two people’s hands. 

“I contend that the people are 
the best judges of what is good 
for them, and what is bad for 
them. I reject that the Legisla- 
ture should hand down from above 
all of the decisions on our prob- 
lems, without any consultation 
with the people. . 

“Unless we observe the funda- 
mental precepts of home rule, then 
liberty and freedom are on the 
wane, We must reaffirm the basic 
precepts of home rule, ruled by the 
consent of the people.”

Letter Raa The Probate Judge | 


Dear Friend: 


It is cause for concern that the entire State will vote on Amendment 18 on February) 16 
and the vote of people other than our own Shelby County citizens can impose a change in our 
county government that is quite far reaching. 


It is also cause for concern that little if any investigating has been done by any person 
to determine just kow this change will affect our county. Within 12 days our people will vote 
on a matter that is little understood except by a few who have had experience in county gov- 


ernment. 


Many people throughout Alabama say that Shelby County is the leading county in the 
state from the stand point of financial soundness,, county highway construction and services 
rendered by County Government. It seems to m: that when we are leading the field we would 
be wise to consider carefully the effect of any Amendment that may jeopardize the future of our 


county government. 


Amend 18, if adopted, would permit our Legislator to fix a salary for all county officials, 
provide for the payment of all expenses incurred by each official including the purckase of and 
operation of motor vehicles by the sheriff’s department and further provide that all income 
paid to the various offices would be paid into the general fund. The Amendment also provides 


that the Legislator may change these salaries from time to time. 


It is my judgment that the Legislator who already has influence in the appointment of 
the Jury Commission, the Board of Registrars, the Board of Equalization, would be indeed clothed 
with too much authority if he also kad the power to fix the salary of each of our officials with 
the further right to change the salaries from time to time. I am also of the opinion that it will 
be many years before the income to the general fund will equal the outlay in payment of salaries 


and expenses. 


Eighteen of the 67 counties in Alabama have their officials on a salary. If Amendment 18 
passes Shelby County would be eighteenth in size, population wise among the counties whose 
officials are on salary. Only Cherokee County witk a population of 17,634 would be smaller than 
Shelby in this category. For your information I list a portion of those counties on the salary 
system and show their indebtedness as of 9/30/58:

sending an urgent request for 
Silas and Timothy to join him 
there at the earliest possible 
time.

These were Aquila and 
Priscilla, with whom Paul lived 
and worked while he preached the 
blessed Gospel of the Crucified and 
Risen Christ to the Corinthians. 


Paul remained a year and a half | 


at Corinth and had great success. 
He also had great opposition. 
As-was his custom, Paul first 
sought to speak in the synagogue 
of the Jews. But ke was soon for- 
bidden its use, although the ruler 
of the synagogue believed and be- 


. ¢ a Christian as did many other 


ople of the city. 

Dini the first part of his stay 
in Corinth it appears that Paul 
worked at least part of the time 
at his trade of tent making in or- 
der to support himself and preach- 
ed only on the Sabbath. But when 
Silas and Timothy arrived from 
Berea, bringing with them gifts 
from tke Christians at Philippi, 
Paul was able to give his entire 
time to preaching the Gospel of 
Jesus, and he saw a great many 
people accept that Gospel. 

While at Corinth, it is believed, 
Paul wrote his two Letters to the 
Churck at Thessalonica, probably 


ever | 


and do not be silent; for I am with 
you, and no man shall attack you 


|to harm you.” 


Some years later, in writing to 
the Corinthian Christians, Paul re- 
minded them that he had preached 
to them in his weakness, fear 
and trembling; but, wrote Paul, 
“T decided to know nothing among 
you except Jesus Christ and kim 
crucified,” and “that your faith 
might not rest on the wisdom of 
men but in the power of God.” 

Although Paul was a highly edu- 
cated man and was a Roman citi- 
zen, ke realized that he was weak 
and helpless without the aid of 
the One whose gospel he 
preaching. Such helplessness is the 
lot of everyone. But as in Paul’s 
case with the help freely given by 
a generous Lord to those who 
seek such help, and with a deter- 
|/mination to persevere, mighty 
deeds can be done in spreading the 
Good News of a crucified and 
Resurrected Christ even by the 
weakest of his followers.

Number One would provide for 
a hospital for the care and treat- 
ment of mental patients and for 
the training of medical students in 
the treatment of mental diseases. 
It would not require an additional 
tax; the money has already been 
provided. 

Number Two would take from 


transfer a County Highway De- 
partment to the State Department 
except by vote of the people. 

Tke other amendments apply to 
only one county each. 

Number Five would take from 
the Legislature the Authority to 
make any change in the govern- 
ment of Colbert County except by 
vote of the people. 

Number Six applies to Coosa 
County; Number 7 to Dekalb; 
Number 10 to Lee; Number 11 to 
Auburn; Number 12 to Madison, 
and Number 19 to Winston. 

These would authorize the peo- 
ple to increase their taxes for 
schools if approved by vote of the 
people in special elections.

From Edith Collins, Chattahoo- 
chee, Florida: I remember when 
I was just a little girl—my grand- 
mother’s baby girl My dear 
father died when I was nine and 
things at our house were never 
the same ... my mother had 
a heavy burden taking care of 
four children. I stayed with her 
while going to school, then, when 
school was out, I was packed up 
and sent to grandmother’s—put 
on the train by myself with a shoe 
box of fried chicken, biscuits and 
homemade ginger bread. 

It was a long ride—two days— 
but I was not afraid and not 
alone. The conductor came by 
often, and asked how I was get- 
ting along . . . Grandfather met 
me at the station .. . lifted me 
into the buggy and we drove 
slowly down the road. It was a 
two hour ride to grandmother’s 
house and I listened to the grind- 
ing of the buggy wheels, turn- 
ing over in the sand. Grandfather 
talked a lot, and had a good 
sense of humor. 

Grandmother was happily wait- 
ing on the porch, in her long 
white apron and dress that 
touched the floor. Grandmother 
and I became ‘“‘pals’’ and the 
one thing I remember most is 
how she used to take me fishing. 

I had té help with chores such 
as bringing in wood for the stove. 
There were 16 children in my 
grandmother's tribe and when 
they all got around the table (a 
long hand-made table, with nail 
kegs handy to sit on) ... they 
ate their food. Grandfather sat 
at the head of the table and, of 
course, asked the blessing. 

I loved to go to the fields with 
the cotton workers. I got paid 
just as the rest, but for me it 
was fun.

AS a general rule, when two 
strangers meet on the bank 
of a stream or along a woodland 
trail they are able to speak the 
same language. They find it en- 
joyable to compare notes as to 
which fly the fish are most par- 
tial to, or whether or not the 
squirrels are feeding on hickory 
nuts or corn. 

There is a bond of good fellow- 
ship among men who enjoy the 
world outdoors. And yet, we must 
admit, there are probably as 
many “characters” in the fields 
and on the streams as anywhere 
else. I car. recall a fishing ex- 
pedition last year. There were 
eight on the three-day trip. Six 
were good friends; two were 
friends of friends. We had, in ef- 
fect, a good “‘deal’’—an associ- 
ate had made his fishing camp 
available to us. Most of us were 
delighted—clean sheets, hot and 
cold running water, stove, re- 
frigerator, and a roaring hearth 
fire that took the chill out of the 
February weather. All for free, 

But one member of our group 
(friend of a friend, of course) 
almost took the enjoyment out 
of it for us all. The cabin was 
too “dirty” for him; the sheets 
had too much starch; the water 
was too hot or too cold; the 
smoke from the hearth fire made 
him sneeze, etc. Needless to say, 
this fellow won’t be included in 
our next fishing trip. 

The point being made is that 
sportsmanship is as essential in 
the world outdoors as it is neces- 
sary anywhere. And, regretfully, 
that the “poor sport” in business 
or social circles is generally a 
poor sport in the world outdoors. 

As I walk the fields or wade the 
streams with my young son at my 
side I never pass an opportunity 
to drive home a point about 
sportsmanship.

In his address before the annual 
meeting of the Montevallo Cham- 


ber of Commerce, Mr. Burnett, 
Vice-president of the Southern| 
Electric Generating Company,

In beginning his talk, Mr. Burn- 
ett said: “I want to talk about the 
thing that has brought about the 
dramatic change from a predomin- 
atly farming region to one bust- 
ling with activity in nearly every 
field of commerce.

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Meeting Organized 


Opposition 
BY CLINT H. DENMAN 


After spending a year and a half 
in successful work for Jesus at 
Corinth, Paul left there on a jour- 
ney he believed he must make to 
Jerusalem. He had long wanted te 
go to Ephesus to preach and, on 
his way to Jerusalem, he stopped 
for a brief visit to that great city, 
taking with him kis good friends, 


Aquila and Prisci'la, who remain- | 


eu at Ephesus. 

Many of the people of Ephesus 
wanted Paul to etay there, but he 
coatinued his journey to Jerusalem, 
and, after greeting members 
of the church there, he went to 
Antioch, Paul spent some time in 
that city, then started on his third 
great missionary journey. This in- 
cluded visits to churches he kad 
previously help to establish in 


Asia Minor and to other cities of | 


that area, arriving finally at 


Ephesus, where he spent three ef- | 


fective years. 

Not only were many of tke Eph- 
esians converted to Christianity 
while Paul was in Ephesus, but 
many of those who became Chris- 
tians took the gospel of Jesus to 
other cities of the western part of 
Asia Minor, which at that time 
had a large population with many 
sizable cities. 

As in other places where Paul 
preached and attempted to estab- 
lish Christian churches, ke met op- 
position and persecution at Ephe- 
sus. So viscious was this opposition 
and persecution that in writing la- 
ter to the Christians at Corinth, 
Paul stated, “I fought with beasts 
at Ephesus.” It is believed that 
these were two-legged beasts, evil 
men with the savagery of wild ani- 
mals. 

Luke mentions two instances of 
the opposition with which Paul had 
to contend, and botk of those forms 
of opposition to the church exist 
today. 

One form of evil which opposed 
Paul was the attempt to assume 
holy office under unholy conditions 
and for unholy purposes. 

Paul’s work at Ephesus was at- 
tended by miraculous cures of 
disease and other evidences of <di- 
vine power. In pretending to as- 
sume like powers evil magicians 
unsuccessfully tried to preform 
miracles. 

Many people of Ephesus were 
cursed with superstition, as was 
the case in many other places of 
that day. Traveling bands of magi- 
cians made their living by per- 
forming their tricks of deceit and 
cunning. But when certain magi- 
cians used the name of Jesus in 
trying to perform miracles, Paul 
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Judge nothing before the time, 
until the Lord come, who botk. will 
bring to light the hidden things of 
darkness, and will make manifest 
the counsels of the hearts. (1 Cor- 
inthians 4:5. ) 

We would be slower to judge 
others if we paused to remember 
how little we know of them. I may 
see a moral defect in my neighbor 
and judge him on that basis alone. 
But I may be blind to some virtue 
in him which I do not 'ppssess. 

In our church some years ago 
was a very troublesome member. 
But when I heard him pray, my 
keart went out to him. I knew he 
was fighting a hard battle with 
his temperment. I wondered what 
would have happened to me if I 
had had his unfortunate upbring- 
ing and was subject to his tempt. 
ations. 

We are nearer the spirit and 
teaching of Jesus when we refrain 
from passing faultfinding judg- 
ment upon others. In the story of 
the Pharisee and the publican, our 
Lord teaches us that by dwelling 
upon the weaknesses of others we 
generate even greater weaknesses 
in ourselves.

Another evil situation that op- 
posed Paul and his helpers was the 
harge that Christianity was in- 
terfering with business. 

Epnesus was the location of the 
magnificent Temple of Diana, a 
pagan goddess. This temple was 
one of the Seven Wonders of the 
Ancient World. Many people in 
Ephesus made and sold replicas of 
che temple and images of the god- 
dess. These artisians, or silver- 
smiths had an organization or 
craft, as did the magicians. 

On one occasion the members of 
this craft caused a riot by charg- 
ing that Paul’s preaching was in- 
terfering with their business of 
image making and was likely to 
destroy it altogether. Luckily for 
Paul, the riot was stopped by civil 
authorities. 

Here again was a charge against 
the Christian church that is heard 


today: “The church interferes with 
business.” 
Indeed the Church cf Jesus 


Christ does interfere with some 
interferred with licensed licentious- 
ness and has practically put it out 
of business in this country. The 
-hurck arrays itself against the 
printing and selling of 
literature, against the unauthorized 
selling of narcotics, the illegal sale 
and use of intoxicants, against the

After spending approximately 
three years at Ephesus during his | 
third missionary journey, Paul 
crossed the Aegean Sea ino Mace- 
donia and visited the churches he 
had heiped to establish in the cities 
of that area, also the church at 
Corinuk in Greece. 

From the latter city Paul had) 
intended to go direct to Jerusalem, 
but he was told that his enemies | 
had planned to kill him if and when 
he started on that journey. Hence 
Paul and his associates decided to 
go to Jerusalem by a_ different 
way. They journeyed through the 
Macedonian cities previousiy vis-| 
ited. At Phillippi they were joined | 
by Luke who had remained in that | 
city after their first visit to it.

HEN the farm pond begins 
to thaw at the end of an ex- 


terded freeze, their bellies up- 
ward, dead fish begin to pop 
to the surface. Death from freez- 
ing? Starvation? Neither. They 
were victims of a disaster tuat 
frequently occurs beneath the 
ice of shallow lakes during the 
“ice” season. It is know> as 
‘twinterkill.”” The fish are 
drowned. 


Oxygen, as everyone knows, 
is one of the two chemical com- 
ponents of water—H,O. But, as 
we also know, fish cannot survive 
out of water, breathing the same 
type of oxygen that we do... 
they utilize oxygen in gaseous 
form, or dissclved in water. 
This supply is normally obtained 
from the atmosphere and con- 
verted by the plants in the pres- 
ence of sunlight. A deep lake 
will “‘store’’ a healthy supply of 
this dissolved oxygen, enough to 
accommodate its gill-breathing 
population through periods when 
the supply is curtailed for one 
reason or another. A shallow lake 
can build up only so much of 
this type of oxygen and when the 
surface becomes covered with 
ice, then with snow, production 
of the necessary oxygen comes 
to a halt. In a short time, fish 
deplete the supply of oxygen be- 
neath the ice and snow—and 
drown. 


Although no practical preven- 
tive technique has been found, 
fish and game authorities in 
areas susceptible to ‘‘winterkill” 
are constantly studying the 
problem. Snow removal is effcc- 
tive, but costly, Some states are 
experimenting with air compres- 
sors—pumping air beneath the 
ice to push the warm water at 
the lake bottom to the top, where 
it melts the ice allowing the 
water to absorb oxygen from the 
atinosphere.

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Grade-Quality Important 


Growers Find Beef Profits 
Hidden In Finished Animals

LABAMA beef cattle income in 1958 


amounted to $97 million. 

We say this income could have been dou- 
bled without adding another cow to Ala- 
bama’s cattle number. Failure to realize this 
additional income potential resulted from 
lack of a thorough understanding of grades, 
; weights, and qualities of 
slaughter cattle by our pro- 
ducers. 

Therefore, a close look at 
this stage of Alabama’s meat 
animal agriculture points 
out a real need for a clearer 
understanding of consumer 
preference by our producers 
before progress can be made 
in the future. And such an 
understanding should in- 
volve a knowledge of the 
relationship of live animal grades to carcass 
grades and qualities of meat demanded by 
the consumers. 

Since the cattle marketing structure is bas- 
ed on grades, there often exists extreme price 
differences among the va- 
rious grades of slaughter 
cattle. Past studies show 
that 82 percent of the calves 
marketed in Alabama fall in 
the lower grades of stand- 
ard, utility, and cull. These 
grades do not produce 
steaks, roasts, and chops 
readily accepted by consum- 
ers at the retail meat count- 
er. Low grade products lack 
the taste and appearance 


that appeal to homemakers who take pride 
in satisfying the appetites of their families. 

For these reasons, much of the lower grade 
cattle is shipped to feed lots for more finish. 
And the meat from those animals slaughter- 
ed is used in luncheon meats, sausages, and 
canned meats where grinding and packaging 
add appearance and spices add flavor. These 
products do not demand the better prices

that steaks and roasts of good and choice 
grades enjoy. Therefore, producers of poor 
quality cattle are penalized on the live mar- 
ket. 


Poor Breeding And Finish 


Research and observations on Alabama 
cattle markets point up two factors that con- 
tribute to low grading of cattle. These are 
poor breeding and lack of finish, both of 
which contribute to poor quality. Although 
cattlemen have made considerable progress 
in improving the quality of their animals 
through better breeding practices in recent 
years, we must not lose sight of the impor- 
tance of quality and the need for superior 
tested breeding stock in our commercial cat- 
tle operations. 

It appears that much of our present quality 
problem stems from lack of weight and prop- 


er finish on our slaughter cattle. In addi- 
tion, many of our calves are marketed as 
lightweights and their thin, rough appear- 
ance indicates poor quality from the stand- 
point of finish. Naturally they fall in the 
lower grades and producers do not reap the 
cash rewards that await those who turn out 
good quality, well-finished calves. 

Research also shows that many of these 
lightweight, lower grade calves can be grown 
out and fattened under Alabama conditions. 
These findings indicaté that by carrying these 
cattle longer on grazing and through a dry- 
lot feeding period, an additional $45 to $70 
can be expected above all feed costs. 

For a long time now, Alabama cattlemen 
have subsidized the cattle income of the mid- 


cr 


western feeders by allowing these light- 
weight calves to leave the state. The cost of 
production has been absorbed by calf produc- 
ers in this state, and the profit made from 
feeding to heavier weights has gone to out- 
of-state feeders. It should be pointed out 
here that these lightweight calves merely 
have a vacation in some corn belt producer’s 
feed lot and then are returned to our state 
all fattened, slick, and pretty to be slaughter- 
ed by an Alabama packer and sold in the re- 
tail meat store in your home town. 

It is quite obvious that homemakers fancy 
this finished beef, and the demand locally is 
supported by Alabama meat packers, some 
of whom report that as much as 96 percent 
of the finished beef used in supplying their 
wholesale and retail trade is shipped into the 
state. 


Supply Local Demand 


Alabama farmers should start now plan- 
ning a system of cattle feeding to take ad- 
vantage of the local demand for higher fin- 
ished cattle. Present calf prices may seem 
adequate. Still, people who study trends in 
cattle prices as related to numbers feel that 
the future demand for calves by feeders and 
for replacements may not continue too long. 
If this is true, then many Alabama-produced 
calves will require some finish to obtain the 
grade and quality necessary to make cattle 
production profitable and, at the same time, 
satisfy local market and consumer demands. 

‘Give your beef production unit some seri- 
ous thought. We have and are convinced 
that the income can be doubled. 


Improper Handling In Transit 


Bruises Take Big Bite Out Of Livestock Dollar

IVESTOCK losses from bruising, 

pling, and death cost you money. 

In fact, every time you sell livestock such 
costs are deducted from your check—not as 
a direct charge but in lower prices for your 
livestock, 

Recent estimates by Livestock Conserva- 
tion, Inc., indicate that these losses amount 
to approximately $50 million a year. That’s 
more than a sixth of the total value of all 
the livestock and livestock products sold by 
Alabama farmers in 1958, 


The sad part of these losses is that they 
are all unnecessary. It is a man-made, self- 
inflicted cost of marketing livestock. And 
remember, you and only you must pay the 
cost of these practices which cause wasteful 
losses. On the other hand, a knowledge of 
the causes will serve as a guide in their elim- 
ination.

between the farm and the slaughter plant 
are the major causes of livestock losses. Gen- 
erally, livestock do not make a practice of 
hurting themselves. They are assisted by 
their benefactor—man. 


Most bruise losses in hogs are caused by 
rough handling during loading and unload- 
ing. In fact, almost two-thirds of the bruise 
losses occuring in hogs are caused by canes, 
whips, clubs, kicks, and prods to hurry the 
animals along. Overcrowding and protrud- 
ing nails take a toll, too. 

More than three-fourths of the bruise loss- 
es found in cattle are the direct result of im- 
proper loading and unloading techniques. 
Rushing and crowding cattle cause tram- 
pling and bumping. All of these result in 
carcass bruises. 

All species of livestock are sensitive and 
relatively easy to bruise and damage, but 
none are more sensitive than sheep. Rough 
handling, lifting by the wool, and inadequate 
loading and unloading facilities are the major 
factors responsible for most bruise losses in 
sheep. Mixed loads of sheep and other species 
of livestock result in severe bruises. 


Like bruises, losses from death and crip- 
pling result from poor handling procedures. 
Improper bedding and overcrowding are the 
major causes but unpartitioned hauling of 
mixed loads adds to the toll. 


Where Bruises, etc., Occur 


Bruise losses are especially expensive be- 
cause most of them occur in the highest price 
cuts. And trimming these cuts not only re- 
duces the value of the meat because of the 
weight trimmed but also usually reduces the 
value of the entire cut. 


In hogs, almost 50 percent of all bruise 
losses occurs in the hams and loins. Back and

shoulder bruises account for most other loss- 
es. So every time you kick a hog in the ham, 
you are kicking yourself in the pocketbook. 

Cattle bruises are most prevalent in the 
higher price cuts, too. More than 50 percent 
of bruise losses found in cattle carcasses are 
on the rumps, rounds, and hips. These, too, 
are costly trims. 


The Prevention 


The old adage, “An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure,”’ fits the situation well 
in the handling of livestock. And at the same 
time, a little prevention can add dollars to 
your livestock income. 


A few simple practices will eliminate most 
of the expensive and wasteful losses. And 
most of them are simply humane. 

First, don’t use whips, canes, and prods 
to load livestock. If you need some device, 
use canvass “‘slappers.’”’ They sting and make 
noise but do not bruise. 

Don’t kick animals. The next time you 
have the irresistable urge to kick one, take 
off your shoe. That’s a sure cure. 

Don’t mix loads of livestock without ad- 
equate partitioning. That is, separate horn- 
ed cattle from non-horned, separate one 
specie from another, and separate cattle from 
calves. 

Load livestock with care and don’t rush 
and overcrowd them. Have a heart; give 
them adequate ventilation, bedding, and 
space during transit. 

And who can give you more information 
on these and other ways of reducing livestock 
losses? Your county agent, of course. See 
him about these and other farm operations.

Sales Drive Increases Use of Eggs 
Special promotional campaigns by retail food 
chains to spur movement of eggs into consumption 
channels during the past summer increased sales 
by as much as 800 percent in one instance, the 
National Association of Food Chains reported this 
week. 


The 300 percent gain was registered by one com-~ 


pany through means of placing an egg cooler box 
at each checkout counter so that eggs were the 
last item seen by the customer. The campaigns 
were conducted at the request of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, the National Grange, the 
Poultry and Egg National Board, and the National 
Council of Farmer Cooperatives. 


Fertilizer 


This giant of modern farming promises to pro- 
vide even greater production benefits as a greater 
number of farmers are using plant food more ef- 
ficiently. Crop experts base predictions of con- 
tinued record-level production on expected increase 
in corn plantings and a growing need to offset 
cost-price squeeze through greater yields per acre. 

The spectacular rise in use of nitrogen coincides 
with the tremendous up-surge in crop yields. USDA 
figures show that since 1956 the trend in crop 
yields has gone up 35 percent, while nitrogen use 
is up about 40 percent. From 1945 yields are 
up 50 percent; nitrogen is up 300 percent. 


Go South, Young Man 
The northern region gained leadership in the 
last century because it had the three basic ingredi- 
ents needed for the steel age—limestone, iron ore, 
and water. Now the South can expect to pull 
industrial leadership away from the North because 
we have the three basic necessities for the syn-

thetic age—sulphur, hydro carbons in gas and oil, 
and water. Out of these three essentials come 
thousands of chemicals, plastics, and synthetics. 
The manufacture of these will demand thousands 
of new factories with enormously expanded pay- 
rolls. 


For many years one of our greatest southern 
exports was people, and people of talent at that. 
Because of lack of opportunity at home, they took 
their abilities and educations and left to help build 
up other areas. This situation is being reversed 
in Alabama. More of our educated youth are stay- 
ing home because they are finding outlets for their 
ambitions and talents. 

Last year 308,000 students registered in secon- 
dary schools of Alabama... in strong contrast with 
the 70,000 in our high schools 25 years ago. More 
Alabama students are going to college, and most 
important, more are coming back home for their 
careers. 


Expanding Meat Consumption 

One of the most encouraging aspects of Alabama 
farming is the fact that people are eating more 
beef and other meats. In 1939 the per person 
consumption of all red meats (beef, pork, veal, 
and lamb) totaled 133 pounds. By 1949 this had 
increased to 144 pounds. Today we are eating an 
average of 157 pounds per person. Beef consump- 
tion amounted to only 66 pounds per person in 
1951. It jumped to 85 pounds per person—an all 
time high—in 1956. 

It looks like beef has more elasticity of demand 
than some other meats. Were it not for the great 
popularity of beef we might have seen a further 
decline in cattle prices from 1952 to 19566 than 
we did. 


Consumer Education Specialist Says 
Homemakers Should Study Needs 
Before Shopping For Family Groceries 


ANY grocery stores carry over 6,000 
items. 


Among these are a number of products 
that can be classified as service items, points 
out Extension Consumer Education Specialist 
Dorothy Overbey. 

“You can buy a fresh chicken, potatoes, 
and a vegetable, cook them at home, and 
serve your family a chicken dinner,” she says. 
“Or you can buy a frozen carton which will 
contain the same items. You just heat and eat 
it. In one instance you bought the food, in 
the other* you bought food and service.” 

The question facing many homemakers is 
whether or not to buy these built-in services. 
According to Miss Overbey, the answer usual- 
ly depends upon the individual family situa- 
tion. She suggests some guides to help ar- 
rive at an answer: 

Is there a choice? Some marketing ser- 
vices have become so firmly accepted that 
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the homemaker no longer has a choice. “A 
good example is carrots,” says the specialist. 
“When was the last time you bought carrots 
with the tops attached?” French fried po- 
tatoes are another matter. Here the home- 
maker has the choice of buying the service 
or not. 

What does the service cost? It may take 
careful checking to determine the exact cost 
of the service being bought. In many in- 
stances it is surprising to find that the ser- 
vice costs little or nothing. It may be even 
cheaper, as in the case of topless carrots and 
frozen orange juice. “It may surprise you 
as it did me to find out that buying tea in 
bags instead of bulk is one of the more cost- 
ly services,”’ says Miss Overbey. “If you find 
that the service food does cost more money, 
then you need to decide if the service is worth 
the cost.” 


Social Security 
ACK in December I stated in this column 
that non-farm, self-employed persons 
must pay social security tax but that farmers 


have a choice. I am happy to correct that 
statement as follows: 


Self-employed people must report their 
net earnings for social i ere 
However, self-employed 
farmers have a choice in the 
method of figuring their net 
earnings. They may use their 
actual net earnings or an 
amount figured under an 
“optional” method.

Shoes To Cost More 


The outlook for agriculture isn’t so good 
this year. Retail food prices are expected to 
be a little lower than in 1959, This, of course, 
will be due to lower prices to farmers for 
some important food commodities, such as 
meat animals. And prices for durable goods 
including furniture, household equipment, 
and housing. will be up. Little change in the 
cost of wearing apparel is expected except 
in the cost of footwear which will be up 
some five percent. 


For Healthier Pigs 


G. B. Phillips, Extension hog production 
specialist, tells me that legumes, in general, 
make better grazing for swine than grasses. 
Wise use of such forage cuts the protein sup- 
plement bill, reduces the total feed bill, helps 
control parasites, and makes healthier pigs. 


Strictly For Hunters 


During the fall and winter seasons when 
many rounds of ammunition are fired through 
your favorite gun, “leading” in the barrel is 
usually seen just beyond the chamber. This 
buildup of lead looks like thin stripes run- 
ning down the barrel and a bristle brush of- 
ten fails to remove the coating. 


Should this happen to you, follow Fish and 
Wildlife Specialist Earl Kennamer’s advice 
and coat the inside of the barrel with blue 
(mercurial) ointment for a day or so. You 
can then clean out the material with a tight 
patch. Always clean, oil, and grease the bar- 
rel after such a treatment. 


Cottonseed Supply 


The supply of cottonseed for this spring’s: 
plantings is not so good; however, if you hur- 
ry you should find an adequate supply of 
high-germinating, good quality seed for your: 
needs.

Consider Irrigation Needs And Potential

ILL irrigation pay on my farm? 

More people ask me that question 
than any other. It’s a tough one, too, because 
the answer depends on so many things. Only 
a few of these are water source, type of land, 
labor supply, and kind of crops. 

The fact that more farmers now seek an 
answer points to an ever increasing interest 
in irrigation as a means of reaching higher 
yields of better quality products. Ten years 
ago it was hard to find a farmer who used 
irrigation on a field-size basis. Now it is a 
fairly common sight along our highways. And 
within another few years, many more thou- 
sands of acres of high potential crops in the 
state will be put under irrigation. 

Although irrigation is no cure-all, it does 
remove one of Alabama’s big farming haz- 
ards—drought. And this is extremely impor- 
tant. Just look at what has happened in re- 
cent years and as far back as weather records 
have been kept. 


Shortage of Rain 


Alabama’s average rainfall during the 
growing season—March to September—is 
about 30 inches. Of this amount, approxi- 
mately 15 inches runs off the land because 
of the high rainfall intensity. The remain-

ing 15 inches soaks into the ground. This 
is about 18 inches short of the 28-inch total 
that is needed by the average plant from 
seedling stage to maturity if it is to make 
good growth. 

Farming-wise, the moisture shortage dur- 
ing the March to September period added to 
our normally dry falls make Alabama, which 
is usually thought of as humid, more like a 
semi-arid area. Equally hard on farming are 
the numerous dry spells that seem to come 
at the wrong time. According to U. S. 
Weather Bureau records, Alabama has had 
four weeks or longer with less than one inch 
of rain 92 times in the past 50 years. During 
183 periods of the same 50 years, we were 
without an inch of rain for three weeks or 
longer. 


Therefore, it isn’t surprising that more 
farmers are analyzing their irrigation pos- 
sibilities. They correctly figure that an in- 
vestment to provide water when and where 
it is needed will pay off in a big way. 

When irrigation fits a farm from every 
standpoint—land, water supply, labor, po- 
tential crops, management—and the owner 
can finance a system, it will be profitable. On 
the other hand, some farmers who do not 
have sufficient labor or the right set up have 
been wise to do without irrigation.

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Irrigation Costs 


How much does it cost to supply water on 
our farmlands? 

The initial investment in irrigation systems 
varies from $50 to $200 per acre depending 
on the shape of the field, differences in ele- 
vations, type of water supply, distance of 
water from the field and other factors. Usual- 
ly the larger the acreage under irrigation, the 
lower the cost per acre. 

After a farmer has purchased his irriga- 
tion equipment, it will probably cost from 
$1.50 to $4.75 for every inch of water put 
on an acre. This total operation expense— 
which includes labor, fuels, oil, interest on 
investment, and depreciation—usually runs 
about $25 per acre each year. 

This may seem like a lot of money, but 
consider it in the light of the returns it will 
bring. In an experiment at Auburn, 18 dif- 
ferent vegetables irrigated for a 14-year 
period showed an average yield increase of 
85 percent due to irrigation. This increase 
meant $122 net profit per acre annually over 
that of unirrigated truck crops after al] ir- 
rigation costs were deducted. 

Dairy farmers, as well as truck crop grow- 
ers, can profit by using irrigation. Test re-

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Light Your Way 


OST of us take a flashlight for granted on 
trips involving darkness. Yet that flashlight 
is your most valuable possession. On spring and 
summer fishing trips, it helps you avoid stepping 
on snakes or puncturing your boat on rocks and 
snags. And in winter when you enter deer woods 
early and leave late, it’s at least mental protection 
against a shot from a trigger-happy hunter. It’s 
your safety against dropping into a stump hole 
and breaking a leg or stumbling over roots and 
logs. It’s your guide at night on a weak trail out 
of strange country. And when camping, it’s your 
eye for finding firewood. Play it safe and keep a 
good flashlight handy. 


Winter Fishing 
On a recent hunting trip my son and I decided 
to take time out for fishing when the winter chill 
took a turn for the best. My thermometer register- 
ed a water temperature of 60 degrees F. And with- 
in five minutes my boy had caught two four-pound 
bass on a wounded minnow! 


Proper Gun Care 


The character of a gun is its barrel. [If its inner 
surface is pitted or rusted, it won’t shoot true or 
give good patterns. And now that you're ready to 
put up your gun for the season, give it proper 
protection. Scrub out any lead fouling with a 
bristle brush. Coat the barrel interior with solvent

sults show that cows on irrigated pastures 
-had a 48 percent increase in milk production 
and a 40 percent increase in grazing days per 
acre over their production on an unirrigated 
pasture. 

Cotton yields through the years have in- 
creased from approximately 1,000 pounds of 
seed cotton per acre to 1100 pounds due to 
irrigation. For several years, many farmers 
have produced up to two and one-half bales 
of cotton per acre under irrigation. 

Corn increases due to irrigation have reach- 
ed 40 to 50 bushels per acre. Alfalfa under 
irrigation generally provides about six cut- 
tings of hay per year. And coastal bermuda 
will yield eight to 10 tons of good hay per 
acre when irrigated. 

I want to emphasize that these are av- 
erages from observations made in both dry 
and wet years. During extremely dry years, 
irrigation can mean the difference between 
a bumper crop and a total crop failure. 


Who Can Irrigate? 


Generally speaking, any farmer who has 
an adequate supply of water is in a position 
to irrigate. Streams seem to offer the best 
possibility for water in most of the state. 
Before any irrigation = tigre is purchased, 
however, streams should be checked for 
quantity during the driest part of the year. 

Farm ponds are becoming more important 
as a source of irrigation water. Farmers 
should keep in mind, however, that an av- 
erage pond.will lose about 12 feet of actual 
water each year through evaporation and 
seepage. Ponds that are primarily planned 
for irrigation purposes should be fed by a 
strong spring or drainage from an extremely

and after a few hours, wipe outside of barrel with 
oily rag and: coat with grease. If the stock is 
unvarnished, rub in a couple of coats of raw lin- 
seed oil. Put only a drop of oil (do not squirt) 
on each moving part. Too much oil will gum the 
works. If your rifle has a leather sling, wash with 
saddle soap, or rub a small amount of neat’s-foot 
oil into the leather. Don’t pack your gun in a bag 
—metal needs airing in a dry place. And don’t 
plug the barrel with an oily cloth. 


Release Hammer Spring 


Incidentally, I always fire the hammers on my 
guns when | put them away. I see no reason to 
keep the springs compressed until next season. Con- 
stant tension will weaken them. 


Light For Night Fishing 


If you do much overnight camping or trotline 
fishing, invest in a gasoline mantle lantern. Until 
@ year or so ago, white gas was a scarce item, even 
in towns. But now one brand of white gasoline 
is available everywhere. And used properly, the 
gasoline lantern is perfectly safe. But always take 
along extra mantles. 


“ Prevent Rabies 

By the way, don’t forget to inoculate your dog 
against rabies again this year. It’s effective, safe, 
and good protection. And if your dog isn’t worth 
inoculating, he’s not worth keeping!

T seems that we have reached somewhat of 
a crossroads in cotton production in Ala- 
bama. We are faced with the possibility of 
either losing a good part of our present more 
than one hundred million dollar income from 
cotton or of increasing our cotton incomé by 
almost the same amount. 

Planting Fewer Acres. Cotton acreage has 
been dropping steadily in Alabama since the 
late thirties. In fact, we planted 61 percent 
fewer acres and produced 40 percent fewer 
bales during the past five-year period than 
during the comparable period twenty years 
ago. 

If this trend continues, we could essential- 
ly be out of the cotton business in another 
20 years. Are we content to let this happen? 
Or perhaps we should ask if there is any- 
thing we can do to prevent it from happen- 
ing. 

Yield Is Reason. The major reason for this 
declining cotton acreage in recent years has 
been our low average yield and our corre- 
spondingly low return per acre. During the 
past 20 years, our cotton yields have increas- 
ed about 100 pounds of lint per acre to an 
average of slightly more than 400 pounds. 
During this same period, California yields 
have increased around 500 pounds to an av- 
erage of better than 1,000 pounds. 


With current prices and the high cost of 
production, there is little profit in growing 
cotton at the 300 to 400 pound level at which 
our average farmer has been operating dur- 
ing the past 20 years. There is still less 
profit (or greater loss) for the many farmers 
producing below this average. Consequently, 
much cotton has gone unplanted and has 
been reassigned to western growers. 

Numerous studies have shown that with 
yields of 650 to 750 pounds of lint, we in 
Alabama can produce cotton as cheaply as 
our competitors in the West. 

Increase Yield. Can we expect to produce 
yields 50 to 75 percent higher than our 
present state average? The best answer is 
to say that this is already being done year 
after year by our better farmers. Reports 
indicate that some counties averaged better 
than one and one-fourth bales per acre in 
1959. A 4-H Club boy in Madison County 
produced 1,340 pounds of lint per acre. Re- 
search workers in experiments at Auburn 
have produced yields of about four bales per 
acre for several years, 


Obviously, we have the know-how and re- 
sources to do this job. And as I see it, our 
problem is now two-fold: 


First, we must try to get every possible 
allotted acre planted. In 1959, 165,000 acres 
of our state allotment went unplanted. This 
represented a loss of some twenty-five million 
dollars income to the state. 

Second, we must make the highest possible 
return from each planted acre. This means 
high yields and low unit cost of production. 

By producing the yields we are capable of 
growing on all of our allotted acres, Alabama 
farmers could easily add another one hun- 
dred million dollars to their total income next 
year. Everyone—farmer and businessman 
alike—stands to benefit by this program. 
Let’s all get behind this effort and take full 
advantage of this challenging opportunity.

Switches From “Shade Tree” Farrowing

To Modern Pens With Pig Saving Devices

HADE tree hog production has nothing in 

common with the modern farrowing 

house and its individual pens and built-in pig 
savers. 

Gaston Blankenship of Newville Rt. 2 in 
Dale County says so, and he should know 
because he has tried both methods. Points out 
Blankenship, “I’ve been raising pigs under 
that Chinaberry tree for years and I know 
the problems you have there.’ 


The Bertha community farmer, who raises 
cotton, peanuts, and a few cows, has been pro- 
ducing hogs all along, but not until last sum- 
mer did he switch to individual farrowing 
pens, heat lamps, corner brooders, and the 
like. 


“Before, when I had a sow ready to far- 
row, I fastened her up in my old rail-fenced 
pen under the Chinaberry tree and let na- 
ture do the rest. Didn’t have too much 
trouble except in the winter time—you know, 
that old rail fence just won’t stop cold wind 
from coming through.” 

Guess Blankenship realized that little pigs 
have their thermostats disconnected when 
they are born and the old sow can’t ‘hover 
over the litter like a hen can her “biddies.” 
Too, the “tree roof” over his farrowing pen 
wouldn’t keep much of the cold rain off the 
little porkers, especially during winter when 
the tree sheds its leaves. 

And I reckon sitting out there in the mid- 
dle of a cold, rainy night taking care of the 
sow during farrowing wasn’t as comfortable 
as a feather bed and six quilts. Don’t blame 
him if he just rolled over and hoped for the 
best. 


But it’s different down on the Blankenship 
farm now. A new six-pen farrowing house

The six-unit farrowing house is equipped with corner brooders, heat lamps, and 


feeding facilities. 
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takes the chill off things. It all started last 
summer when the energetic farmer built a 
new combination farm machinery shed and 
corn crib. While he was at it he added a lean- 
to shed on one side to house the farrowing 
pens. With electricity added and sun porches 
extending from each farrowing pen, Blanken- 
ship’s sows and pigs live in class. 

And when he has to spend most of a night 
in the farrowing house cleaning and placing 
the newborn pigs under heat lamps, he does- 
n’t mind because the bitter grip of Old Man 
Winter is shut outside. 

Glancing down Blankenship’s hog records 
I noticed he is using purebred Durocs crossed 
with a purebred Poland China boar. Ac- 
cording to research findings and farmer ex- 
perience, this is good. Crossbreeds are more 
vigorous and faster-growing animals, thus 
pulling the market in a little closer. Too, 
four of his sows had farrowed in the new fa- 
cilities and he saved nine out of every 10 
pigs born. Said he would have saved all of 
them but at that time he didn’t have all his 
equipment installed. 

The pigs and their mothers are introduced 
to an ungathered field of corn when the baby 
pigs are three weeks old. Here creep-feed- 
ers filled with pig starter are available for 
the young porkers and containers of supple- 
ment and minerals plus salt are before the 
animals at all times. Then, when the pigs 
are eight weeks old, the sows are moved to 
an oat field or other such green grazing area 
where they are bred and fed the proper ra- 
tions to insure another good pig crop. 

The little pigs are left in the corn field 
to make hogs of themselves as they eat their 
way to market. 

There’s self-satisfaction and profit in the 
hog business, if you’]l cut down the old China- 
berry tree. 


HUNTING ACCIDENTS 


BOUT two-thirds of all hunting ac- 

cidents can be traced to three 
causes: humans in the line of fire, mis- 
taking humans for game, and careless 
handling of firearms, which includes 
hunting with the safety catch off.

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For More And Better Pasture 


Plant Coastal Bermuda. 
For Grazing And Hay Crops 


Oo. N. ANDREWS

Auburn University 


OASTAL bermuda, properly used, can 
help make Alabama a great “pasture 
state.” 

Alabama farmers are now producing only 
about two-thirds of the hay needed for the 
present livestock numbers. Coastal bermuda 
managed for best production can supply the 
hay needed for these animals and enough 
extra to furnish the feed for an expanding 
beef cattle industry, too. 

Farmers in the state now have an estimated 
115,000 acres planted in coastal bermuda. 
Starting in 1951 with only 2500 acres, the 

ae increase has not been phe- 
nomenal, but it has been 
steady from year to. year. 
Most of the acreage is plant- 
ed in the southern half of 
the state. Yet, you find some 
acreage in every county. Our 
state goal is 400,000 acres. 

The fact that coastal ber- 


muda is propagated by 
sprigs has retarded the 
spread of the grass. Too, 


ANDREWS many farmers associate the 
name bermuda with a pest in row crop land 
—namely common bermuda. On the other 
hand, people who have given coastal a trial 
run say that it is the best grass available for 
hay and grazing on the well drained, drouthy 
upland soils in the state. This includes most 
of the upland soils except the Black Belt 
area. 

Coastal overseeded with crimson elover 
and vetzh provides excellent grazing for 
brood sows and fall-dropped calves. Calf 
gains of 350 to 450 pounds per acre are not 
uncommon. This mean that calves weighing 
150 to 200 pounds placed on crimson or

vetch-coastal bermuda combination along 
with their dams in March can be sold off pas- 
ture and milk in June or early July weighing 
550 to 600 pounds per calf. Too, from mar- 
ket time of the calves until late fall, coastal 
will provide adequate grazing for the brood 
cows, 

After the calves are sold, some farmers 
cut their cows off part of the area and top- 
dress with nitrogen. Then they harvest 
enough hay for winter feeding. Hay yields 
of four to six tons per acre are common. 

Crimson and coastal furnish good quality 
grazing for dairy cattle until about the mid- 
dle of July. After mid-summer, lactating 
dairy animals on coastal bermuda begin to 
drop in production. However, in Experiment 
Station findings cows on dallis and bahia 
grass pastures also decline in production dur- 
ing the same period. 


Here are examples of well-pleased coastal 
bermuda growers in Alabama, as reported 
by county agents over the state, 

Webb Ryan, one of Tuscaloosa County’s 
most successful dairymen, was one of the 
first farmers in the county to plant this crop, 
according to French Sconyers, assistant coun- 
ty agent. Ryan, an FHD farmer who is milk- 
ing 35 cows at present, says that coastal has 
cut his feed bill at least $1000 per year. 

In Elmore County, Agent J. E. Morris 
states that dairyman T. G. Teel of Tallassee 
Rt. 1 has 54 acres of coastal on his farm 
which he uses for grazing and hay. From 
16 acres he harvested 68 tons of hay, and 
the area also furnishes limited grazing for 
his dairy cows. Teel says that coastal is the 
most productive hay crop he has ever had 


on his farm. 


Coastal Bermuda Overseeded With Clover Provides Excellent Grazing 
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County Agent Jack Bolling of Macon Coun- 
ty points out that one of his coastal bermuda 
demonstrators produced an average of eight 
tons of hay per acre on 60 acres. 


And according to Assistant County Agent 
Gene Sessions in Pike County, sprigs from a 
five-acre coastal bermuda nursery patch on 
J. C. Harden’s farm have been used to expand 
his acreage to 65 in just five years. This 
acreage also furnished about three-fourths 
of the grazing for 125 cows during the past 
year. In addition to the grazing provided for 
the animals, the FHD farmer harvested 80 
tons of good hay.

FACTS YOU SHOULD KNOW 
ABOUT YOUR SOCIAL SECURITY 


ANY Alabama farmers are denying their 

families future social security benefits 
because of their failure to file sociak security 
tax returns. This statement was made by 
Douglass M. Richard, manager of the Mont- 
gomery Social Security district office. 

Farmers who have a net income of $400 or 
more must file federal income tax returns 
by April 15th. Social security taxes must be 
paid along with any income taxes which may 
be due. Richard pointed out that many farm- 
ers think that they are not required to make 
a return if their exemptions would mean that 
no income tax is due. 

Late income tax returns may be filed or 
assessed at any time. However, there is a 
time limit during which social security credits 
may be established. For example, returns 
filed after April 15, 1960 cannot be used to 
establish social security credits for years be- 
fore 1957 if the taxpayer uses the normal 
calendar year method of record keeping. 

Richard suggests that those self-employed 
farmers who have failed to file proper re- 
turns do so at once. Failure to do this could 
result in a substantial loss of benefits. Filing 
of returns and payment of taxes come under 
jurisdiction of the Internal Revenue Service 
and tax returns as well as remittances should 
be mailed to that office. If information re- 
garding social security coverage is desired, 
contact your local social security office.

ACH year Alabama’s home demonstration 

club women select worthwhile club proj- 

ects to work on throughout the year. And 

in most cases a project is chosen to henefit 
the entire community. 


Take the Kinsey Home Demonstration Club 
in Houston County for an example. Their 
project in 1959 was playground equipment 
which was purchased and placed in the Kin- 
sey town park where all community families 
have access to it. 

At their February meeting-a year ago 
three members of the club were appointed as 
a committee to study the needs of the youth 
in the community. And when the committee 
recommended the playground equipment 
project, all club members heartily agreed. 

Several of the ladies met with city coun- 
cilmen, reported on their proposed plans, and 
were pleased with the council’s immediate 
agreement to help with the project. Under 
the supervision of one of the club ladies, the 
councilmen met at the park and built frames 
for pouring two cement picnic tables and 
benches. The cost of the tables and benches 
including the cement came to $40.

Sharing in the expenses, the city council 
paid for half the cost of installing a string 
of electric lights, and the home demonstration 
club paid the other half. One of the council- 
men did the wiring. 

The total cost of the project came to 
$113.52—only about one-third the cost of 
first-class, factory-made equipment. And this 
equipment is equally as good as factory-made 
products, insist the ladies. 

Community-wide cooperation was neces- 
sary for the project to be successful. As a 
victory supper or appreciation dinner for all 
who participated, members from throughout 
the community brought covered dishes and 
joined in a community park supper. 

Kinsey’s youth have one of the most mod- 
ern playgrounds in the area and they’re 
thankful to the home demonstration club for 
starting the project.

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BUTTERFAT CHANGES. Butterfat per- 
centage of milk changed when cows were 
fed certain rations in Auburn tests, Feeding 
low quality roughage increased butterfat test 
and decreased milk production. Feeding 
some pelleted concentrates or stale bakery 
products produced milk with lower fat test, 
but milk volume was not affected. This was 
not true for all pellets. 


SPLIT FERTILIZER APPLICATIONS. 
Split applications of fertilizers to potatoes on 
a light-textured soil increases yields. Over 
a three-year period, dividing the annual rate 
of 2500 pounds of fertilizer into three appli- 
cations increased yields from 110 to 207 
bushels per acre. Increases resulted from di- 
viding nitrogen, potash, and phosphorus, in 
that order. 


LAND CLEARING. Cost of clearing land 
with a D-7 tractor and conventional dozer 
blade averaged $60.09 per acre. This com- 
pares with $36.71 when a D-7 tractor was 
used with a KG blade (angle blade with cut- 
ing edge parallel to ground and protruding 
point for splitting large trees). Clearing tests 
were done in Cherokee County on level land 
with a relatively light cover of small hard- 
wood and pine trees. Costs included all ma- 
chine operating and fixed costs, labor, diesel 
fuel used in burning trees and brush, and disk 
harrowing of cleared land. 


TRACTOR SIZES. Farms of the same 
size with similar cropping programs in the 
same area usually have about the same size 
tractors. However, it was learned in a Tenn- 
essee Valley study that similar farms in dif- 
ferent areas do not have tractors of the same 
size. This suggests that neighborhood cus- 
tom may play a large part in determining 
size-of tractor purchased. Some farmers 
might be able to reduce tractor investment by 
buying the size more nearly suited to their 
farming operations, rather than by following 
custom. 


RETURNS FROM EGGS. Farmers manag- 
ing commercial egg flocks under contract in 
northern Alabama estimated that their gross 
returns ranged between $1 and $1.25 per 
hen per year in 1958. Independents with 
commercial flocks producing at the same 
rate said their gross returns were $2 per hen. 
Those not under contract assumed risks as- 
sociated with ownership for the greater re- 
turn. 


TAX SAVINGS. A uniform taxable income 
is more desirable from the Federal income 
tax standpoint than one that is high one year 
and low the next. For example, present in- 
come tax on $3,000 taxable incomes (gross 
income less business expenses, deductions, 
and exemptions) is $600 figured on a joint 
return. On a taxable income of $15,000, tax 
is $3,620. If for two years taxable incomes 
were $9,000 each year (average of $3,000 
and $15,000), the tax would be $1,940 each 
year. This amounts to $3,880 in two years, 
as compared with $4,220 tax with low in- 
come one year and high the next, 


PINE SEED SOURCE. Weather conditions 
affected ripening of loblolly pine seed in 
1959. Cones ripened earliest in areas where 
weather was clear and drying winds prevail- 
ed. Trees on well drained soils produced 
ripe cones earlier than trees on most other 
soils. Cones must be mature to produce good 
seed, and weather conditions must be con- 
sidered if good seed are to be collected.

Miss Dunn, who is engaged in 
teacher training in Alabama Col-

Mrs. Perry stressed the need for 
, the development of high stand- 
ards of scholarships and personal 
qualities for those entering the 
teaching profession; maintenance 
of institutions for the training of 
teachers and enforcing require- 
ment of certification based upon 
successful teaching. 

Miss King, Supervisor of In- 
struction in Shelby County Schools, 
stated that a good _ in-service 
gducation program promotes con- 
tinuous improvement in teachér 
personel. Such a program keeps 
the teacher abreast of social 
changes. Through study groups, 
it helps teachers improve instruc- 
tion and meet specific problems. 
It developes common values or 
goals in the school system and in 
individual schools,

1960 Cotton In 
‘Quota Program 


Marketing quotas for the 1960 
crop of upland cotton apply to all 
producers, those who elect Choice 
(B) allotments as well as those 
with Choice (A) allotments. 


' 


Cotton growers who want their 
Choice (B) allotment in effect for 
1960 must file that decision with 
the County ASC office not later 
than Marck 16. The Choice (B) al- 
lotment for a farm is 40 percent 
larger than the regular or Choice 
(A) allotment. Price support avail- 
able for cotton produced on a 
Choice (B) allotment is 15 per 
cent of parity less than Choice (A) 
cotton. Under the present law, a 
producer who does not elect the 
Choice (B) program will kave the 
Choice (A) program in effect for 
his farm. 

After the deadline of March 16 
for electing a Choice (B) allot- 
ment, there will, in general, be no 
changes from one allotment to an- 
other. Cotton produced on any 
acreage in excess of the chosen al- 
lotment for the farm will be sub- 
ject to marketing quota penalties.

Before Governors 
And Kings

Luke's wonderful story of Paul's 
jast trip to Jerusalem, his arrest 
there and kis subsequent exper- 
iences in Caesarea comprise one 
of the brightest gems of litera- 
ture. 

Written doubtless during the two 
years Paul was imprisoned by or- 
der of Governor Felix and retain. 
ed at Caesarea until Felix was suc- 
ceeded by Governor Festus, this 
story is an authentic history of 
the time and events mentioned as 
far as Paul is concerned. 

The actions of the Roman au- 
thorities mentioned by Luke are 
also on record in profane kistory 
in a general way. 

However, in his story Luke 
gives the only mention we have in 
this great drama of life so well 
portrayed by this great physician- 
historian, 


Luke not only mentions Paul and | 
his associates, a few of his ene-| 


mies, the name of the efficient and 
konest Captain Lysias, the two 
Ro-man governors, Felix and Fes- 
tus, who conducted Paul’s trials, 
but Luke also introduces us to 
three members of the great and 
cruel family of the Herods - Dru- 
silla Bernice and Agrippa - two 
—— and one son of Agrippa 
1, grandson of Herod the Great. 

Drusilla left her first husband 
to become the wife of Governor 
Felix, She perished in tke erup- 
tion of Mount Vesuvious in the 
year 79 A. D. Bernice, her sister, 
mentioned in Luke’s story of Paul’s 
trial before Festus, was at that 
time living with her brother 
Agrippa and: later became tke mis- 
tress of two caesars, Vespasian 
and Titus, Agrippa was ruler of 
Syria, of which Judea, the province 
of Felix and Festus was a part. 
He is known as Agrippa 11 and 
was the last of the Herodian 
rulers. 

In introducing us to these three 
immoral members of the cruel 
and monstrous family of the Her- 
ods, Luke does more than give us 
the part they played in the great 
life of Paul. He enables us to note 
the striking contrast between their 
wicked lives and the life of Chris- 
tianity’s first great missionary to 
the gentiles. 

Although the great-grandfather 
of these three profligate Herods 
had ten wives and many children, 
within a hundred years after he 
slew the little children of Bethle- 
hem in his effort to kill the in- 
fant Jesus, not one of his descend- 
ants was left to curse the earth.

Just two days after President 
Eisenhower vetoed a bill providing 
for the expansion of the provi- 
sions of Water Pollution Control 
Act, members of the House at- 
tempted but failed by 22 votes to 
override the veto. 

The water pollution control bill 
would have raised from $500 mil- 
oiln to $900 million the present 
ceiling on long-range federal 
grants to help local communities 
build sewage disposal plants. It 
would have permitted also an in- 
crease in annual expenditures for 
the program from $50million to 
$90 million. 

Under the existing water pol- 
lation control program, ‘almost 
2000 grants have been made total- 
ing $163 million in federal funds. 
Every dollar of federal funds has 
been matched by $4.70 in local 
funds, making a total of approxi- 


jmately $938 million spent to date 


on sewage disposal projects under 
this program. Of the participating 
communities, 64% are under 5000 
population.

program would “tempt municipal- 
ities to delay essential water-pol- 
lution abatement efforts while 
they waited for federal grants.”

FISCAL BILL VOTED 

Another major appropriations 
bill, providing funds for the 
Treasury and Post Office Depart- 
ments, was passed by the House 
last week. The measure author- 
izes appropriations of $823 mil- 
lion for the Treasury Department 
and almost four billion dollars fo 
the Post Office Department. The 
total of $4.8 billion is about $102 
million less than the amount re- 
quested by the President in his 
budget estimates.

PROBLEM WIVES WORRY OVER LIFE ON PENSION 


et O -wives customarily turn 
into problems for men about 
to retire? 


“My wife has turned into one 
... probably the biggest single 
problem I have with retirement: 

“My company has me tabbed 
for April 1—six weeks after I 
reach 65. I'm not too concerned 
about it. I'll get $312 from my 
pension and Social Securtty, and 
I have our home pid for. That 
will be adequate, if what I have 
learned from other men at the 
company is true. 

My wife doesn’t see it this 
way. She thinks that we can't 
come down from $925 a month 
(my salary) to $312. She writes 
the checks at our house, and she 
says that if everything has to be 
cut to one-third (which is what 
my retirement will mean) she 
can’t balance the check book. 
She gets somewhat frantic in tell- 
ing me that we may have to keep 
the furmace on only one day in 
three during the snows of Jan- 
uary and that we can cut down on 
meals. If this sounds cracky you 
should hear her other ideas. 

“Be that as it may, she is 
frightened. Can you give me any 
advice that will reassure her or 
at least dispel some of her dis- 
may?"’ 

Yes. You take over the check 
book. 

A wife who has leaned on the 
broad shoulder of a man for 40- 
odd years will naturally feel 
some apprehension when, at 65, 
his shoulder evaporates to one- 
third its size.

Paul's Voyage 
To Rome 


By Clint H. Denman 


Seripture for the previous Sun- 
day school lesson recorded Paul's 


apperanace before Syria's king 
Agerippa 11, and Judea's gov 
ernor, Festus, at Caesarea. A 


short time before that appearance 
there had been a formal! trial of 
Paul before Festus, at the close of 
which Paul had appealed for a 
hearing before the Roman Caesar 
at Rome. This was a right of every 
Roman citizen, a right to which 
Paul as a citizen was entitled. 


So Festus arranged for Paul's 


journey to Rome to be tried be-!' 


fore the Empror, the court of last 
resort for any Roman. Luke gives 
a graphic description of that mo- 
mentous voyage. 

Luke and Aristrachus accom- 
panied Paul on the voyage. It is 
believed by some Bible students 
that they went as Paul's servants, 
that they would not have been per- 
mitted to go in any other capacity. 
It is also believed that by this 
time Paul had, either by gifts or 
otherwite, come into sufficient 
means to provide him servants 
and also to enable him to live in 
a hired house after he reached 
Rome. 

The story of the long and haz- 
ardous voyage to Rome is an in- 
teresting one. Of chief interest is 
the confidence Pau] had in his Sav- 
jor’s promise that the voyage, 
though made with many dangers 
and great suffering, wouldbe com- 
pleted witout the loss of a single 
member of the crew, of the pris- 
oners or of the soldiers, 276 per- 
sons in all. 

In detail Luke tells about the 
taking of the first ship at Caes- 
area, sailing along the coast of 
Asia Minor, the taking of another 
ship at Myra, and the unsuccess- 
ful attempt to reach a good harbor 
on the island of Crete after Paul 
had urged the captain of the ship 
to remain in the harbor of Fair Ha- 
vens. Luke also describes the fe- 
rocity of the storm into which the 
ship ran and with which the 
sailors battled for two weeks, hav- 
ing neither sun nor moon to guide 
them. Luke tells of the shipwreck 
on the island of Malta, their so- 
journ there for three months, or 
until spring, of the hospitality of 
their voyage in a third ship to 
Syracuse and thence to Puteoli, 
where the company disembarked 
and where for a week Paul and 
his companions rested with friends 
and fellow Christians. 

Tke record also states that,

As we begin the study of this 
series of lessons, it is well for 
us to remember that the burden of 
Matthew, in his record concerning 
the life, teachings and other acti- 
vities of Jesus, was to convince the 
Jewish people that Jesus was the 
Messiah whose coming they had 
long been expecting, and also to 
convince them that he had come 
not as a temporal king, a8 was 
David, but that ke was and is the 
Ruler of Human Souls. 

The thought of Jesus as such a 
king, or ruler, prevades all of 
Matthew's gospel. 

The Wise Men of the East are 
mentioned only by Matthew and as 
paying royal homage to the child 
Jesus. 

At the baptism by John, Jesus 
was acknowleged by the Heaven- 
ly Father, the Divine Ruler of the 
Universe, as God’s own son, hence 
a divine prince. 

During the temptation in the 
wilderness, this Prince decided 
what should be the character of his 
kingdom, the realm over which he 
was to rule. 

Matthew tells that Jesus moved 


fyom Nazareth to Capernum and | 


there establisted his headquarters, 
from which place he went forth to 
select his associates, to teach peo- 
ple how to qualify for citizenship 
in his glorious kingdom. 

In choosing his disciples, Jesus 
selected co-workers in establishing 
his kingdom on earth, men who 
would continue as his representa- 
tives after ke was no longer with 
them in the flesh and men who 
were to inspire others to take their 
places when they too surrendered 
their earthly existence. 

In the Scripture selections for 
the present lesson Matthew pre- 
sents Jesus as declaring the truths 
expressed in the Sermon on the 
Mount are not a substitute for the 
Ten Commandments and the Laws 
of Moses. Rather, said Jesus, his 
teachings were to implement the 
Ten Commandments and theMo- 
saic laws, to fulfill them, to in- 
terpret them, and so they have 
proven to be. 

In kis implementing, his inter- 
preting his fulfilling of those fun- 
damental laws. Jesus gave them

such vivid, forceful and practical 


meaning that he caused to dawn 
a new and brighter, happier day 
for all humanity. 

It can be truthfully

The ten per cent proration of 
state funds, announced by Gover- 
nor Patterson, reduced the expect- 
ed receipt of state funds by over 
$100,000. 

By curtailing maintenance oper- 
ations, postponing the purchase of 
needed school buses and other 
economies, Mr. Hill sees the possi- 
bility of a full school term, It 
may be necessary, he says, to 


negotiate short term loans to be 
able to make payments on time. 

There is some hope that, for 
the remaining months of the school 
year, there may be an increase of 
incoming taxes that would serve 
to reduce the percentage of pro- 
ration of school funds. The De- 
partment of Revenue reports an 
increase in school revenues for 
March, over collections for the 
same month last year. 

At the first meeting of the Ala- 
bama Education Authority, last 
week, an allotment of $178,000 
was made to Shelby county for 
improvements at the Shelby Coun- 
ty Training school for Negroes. 
Improvements will consist of eight 
new class rooms, a kitchen and 
lunch room. 

The Education Authority is 
made up of a group, of men who 
will have charge of the distribu- 
tion and the expenditure of the 
one hundred million dollar bond 
issue for school buildings. 

This is the first allotment of 
money to Shelby county from this 
fund.

In Many Ways 


On April 1, 1960, some 160,000 
enumerators will set out to visit 
the U.S. households which have 
already received in the mail ad- 
vance copies of the Census Report 
form. These enumerators will 
transcribe from the Advance Cen- 
sus Report to their own official 
schedules the information sup- 
plied by the householder. At every 
fourth house, a Census Household 
Questionnaire will be left.

Uncontrolled Textile Imports 


On Our Economy 


The continuing growth of foreign imports 
constitutes a threat to the future of many 
American jobs. Today... textiles... face an 
immediate problem as a result of these un- 
controlled imports. The time has come to ex- 
amine these conditions which so strongly 
affect our textile industry as well as the 
national economy.

It is a known fact that increasing imports of yard goods and gar- 
ments kave”seriously hurt the textile industry. In a period of con- 
tinued prosperity, many textile mills have had to close their doors 


— with the resultant loss of American jobs. 


+ 


Though currently in a business upswing, the textile industry has 


been and continues to be close to the bottom of the national industry 


list in earnings. However, the issue here is not one of corporate - 


earnings so much as it is the potential further loss of jobs through 


further liquidation of important segments of an essential industry. 


+ 


Trade between nations is helpful and desirable. Our foreign trade 
policy, which is an integral part of our government’s overall foreign 
policy, which should be respected for the important job it does 
There is no question of willingness to share the load to enable the 


country to carry the economic burden of-an enlightened foreign policy. 


+ 


In sharing, however, circumstances have placed an undue portion 
of the burden on the American Textile Industry. And the need for 


some control, governed by a “rule of reason”, has now become urgent. 


+ 


Lately, the burden on textiles has increased alarmingly. Last 
December, yardage of imported cotton fabrics reached the highest 
total in history, with more countries than ever exporting into the 
American market. The upward zoom of imports is graphically shown 
on the chart in tke center of this page. And these figures pertain 
only to cotton. (The figures on this chart do not include imports of 
cotton garments and other fabricated items, which have also risen 


dramatically over the past several years.) 


As matters now stand, the cheap prices of textiles imported from 
low-wage countries cannot be matched by the American Textile 
Industry. The reasons are simple. First, the modern textile facilities 
have been built overseas, often with the aid of the American tax- 
payer. Second, and more important, is the higher wage scale and 
living standard of the American textile worker.

Others share this opinion. More than a year ago, a special Senate 
subcommittee, composed of Senator Pastore of Rhode Island, Chair- 
main, Senator Cotton of New Hampshire and Senator Thurmond of 
South Carolina, studied the problems of the American Textile In- 
dustry and held public hearings. In its report to the Senate, the Com- 
mittee said “ ... in view of the defense essentially of the domestic 
textile industry we feel that the only answer to the problem is to 
regulate the flow of foreign textile products into this country. The 
quotas established need not be fixed for all time.” To date, no action 


has been taken on this recommendation. 


American cotton growers, too, are concerned as they see more and 
more of the domestic cotton market being taken away from their best 


customer, the American spinner.

We believe ceilings governing imports should be established to stem 
the rising tide of low-wage imports endangering the livelihoods of 
those who work in cotton growing textile manufacturing and gar - 
ment making. Without altering the fundamental objectives of our 
foreign policy, and without being unfair to anyone, sensiblé controls 


can lift part of the disproportionate load now carried by the textile 
industry. 


It seems to us that full discussion of this problem at this time will 
serve a very useful purpose in seeking a fair solution for a result- 
ing situation wich was not contemplated or intended at the time our 


existing foreign trade policy was being formulated.

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THE MATTER OF MONEY—WHEN YOU REACH 65 


aay, | Y HUSBAND, just past 65, 

was retired on Jan. 15. We 
have a pension and Social Secur- 
ity that add up to $215 a month. 
We want many things from retire- 
ment, But most of all we want 
security. 

“Can you tell us how to get it 
out of this— 

“We own a three-unit apartment 
in the North worth $23,000. We 
occupy one unit. The other two 
bring us a net income of about $75 
a@ month. 

“We still owe $3,500 on the 
apartment and are paying $103 a 
month on the mortgage. 

“We alsc own a duplex in the 
South. It is worth probably $19,- 
000. Both sides of it are rented, 
and we are netting $110 a month 
here. But we owe $7,100 on the 
building and are paying this off 
at the rate of $100 a month. 

“An ideal retirement for us 
would be to keep our apartment in 
the North, because it represents 
home, and have half of the duplex 
in the South kept vacant for us to 
occupy in the winter. 

“Obviously this won't do be- 
cause if we rent only half of the 
duplex for $55, and only two of 
the apartments for $75, we'll get 
a total of $130... while we're 
paying $203 on the two mortgages. 
The $73 a month difference, taken 
from our $215 income, would 
leave us property-poor. 

“What is the best way to solve 
our dilemma? 

“P.S. We have $900 in savings 
and $7,400 ir U.S: bonds...”’ 

Here is a couple that has done 
well, But they would have done 
better if they had started earlier 
and paid off the mortgages before 


retirement. 

They own property worth $42,- 
000 on which they owe $10,600, for 
a net worth of $31,400. Their 
monthly income of $215 represents 
a 4 per cent investment of about 
$64,000. So they are actually worth 
$95,000 and are rich. 

But they have a dilemma. They 
have to get out from under the 
mortgage payments. 

There are several ways to do it. 
Here is a suggestion which takes 
in factors beyond mere money, 
and perhaps it will be helpful to 
others with similar problems: 

Take $3500 out of the US. 
Bonds and pay off the mortgage 
on the apartment. Then move 
South to the duplex, renting out 
the third apartment unit. This 
should bring in, say, another $50 
a month, for a total net of $125 
@ month. 

With half of the duplex in the 
South occupied, and half of it rent- 
ed, the net income here would be 
$55 a month, for an overall net 
of $180 a month. Figuring 5 per 
cent interest on the $7,100 duplex 
mortgage, or $30 a month, there 
would be $150 a month to apply 
to the $7,100 mortgage. In four 
years it would be paid off. 

Meanwhile there would be the 
$215 a month income, plus free 
housing in the South. Enough for 
“security” and some Porterhouse 
steaks. 

By holding to the “home” apart- 
ment in the North, a couple would 
cling to the privilege of going 
back after the year's lease is out.

This is Easter Sunday school | 
lesson, a lesson emphasizing the 
power and glory of the Resurrec- 
tion of Jesus from the dead. 

But the Scripture for this les- 
son is not taken from either of the 
Gospel accounts of the Resurrec- 
fion of Jesus. It is taken from 
Paul's Letter to the Colossian 
church and concerns the attributes 


of those who expect to experience 
a resurrection, a transition from 
the physical to a spiritual life, as 
was the experience of Jesus on 
that first glorious Resurrection 
morning. 

Briefly, Paul was telling those 
Christians at Colossae that, if they 
expected to share in the resurrec- 
tion they must act like it. 

Paul would have those Colossian 
Christians know that the children, 
of the Resurrection are both dead 
and alive, that they have both pos- 
itive and negative attributes. 

Some folks would have us be- 
lieve that people can be Children 
of the Resurrection, beneficiaries 
of the Resurrection, by being pure- 
ly positive in their lives and ac- 
tions: that the proper attitude of 
the Christian, the one who hopes to 
attain an eternal, resurrected life, 
is to “see no evil, hear no evil, 
know no evil.” There is nothing | 
farther from the truth that such 
contention. 

A certain preacher, when chided 
because he never warned his pa- 
rishioners against evil and never | 
condemned evil indulgencies, stat- 
ed that he believed in inspiring | 
pecple to do right. The trouble 
with him was that his insipring | 
process got little results. 

Paul contended that such an at- 
titude was only half way right, 
that evil attributes must be given 
up, that evil influences must be op- 
posed, as well as acquiring good 
and wholesome attributes and pro- 
moting good influences in every 
possible way. ; 

According to Paul, the benefits 
and glory of the Resurrection do 
not begin with the death of the 
physical body. They begin with the 
death of evil in the soul: evil at- 
tributes and submission to evil in- 
fluences, such as immorality, pe@s- 
sion, evil desire, covetousness. 
These must be put away, writes 
Paul to the Colossians — and to 
us also anger, wrath, malice, slan- 

Positive living, according to} 
Paul, living that continues eternal- 
der, foul talk and lying. Those 
attributes provide negative living, 
a living that finally ends in eter- 
nal death.

In other letters to Christian peo- 
ple of his day, Paul presents him- 
self as a soldier of the Cross, a 
fighter against all that was bad 
and for all that was good. He did 
not belong to that group whose 
only Christian activity was to ob- 
serve the ceremonials of the 
church, sit in the “amen” pew 
and nod approval wken the preach- 
er said something they endorsed. 

No, indeed, Paul writes about 
“fighting the good fight”, about 
“putting on the whole armor of 
God,” about “contending with wild 
beasts.” 


It would seem, from reading 
Paul’s writings, that his entire life 
and activities for the Christian 
church were based on his belief 
in a Resurrected Christ and the 
presence of that Christ with those 
who are trying to do the will of 
God, 

Paul also believed, it would 
seem, that he too could and would 
«hare in the Resurrection, exper- 
ienced by his Savior. But Paul 
believed that to do so he must so 
live that ke would merit the bless- 
ings, the benefits of the Resurrec- 
tion. 


Such living meant being dead to 
sin in all it®# killing aspects and 
being alive to the good, the true, 
the eternal. 

To Paul——and to all Christians 
Jesus is what he said ke was, “I 
am the Resurrection and the 
LIFE”—this life here on earth as 
well as an eternal life with him 
and our Heavenly Father.

Most 
of all they are proud of their 37 
acres of ppstures that made it 
possible to bring their 24 head of 
cattle through the very severe 
winter in fine condition with the 
purchase of only 1 and one kalf 
tons of hay. 

“We would have had more than 
enough hay if we had not lost two 
cuttings of hay in a rainy spell 
last summer,” explains Mr. Ba- 
ker,” and actually we only bought 
the small amount we did buy be- 
cause of bloat.” 

“Our pastures are largely based 
on fescue-ladine, and are divided 
into seven pastures according to 
SCS land classes. One pasture has 
produced 600 pounds of beef per 
acre in one year”, Mr. Baker says. 

The Father-daughter-in-law com- 
bination uses bahia, costal ber- 
muda, and a sorghum sudan grass 
combination, and find common 
bermuda making a niche for it- 
self without being intentionally 
planted. Ball clover came into use 
through the gift of a few seed by 
neighboring Carl Edfeldt, a son- 


in-law of Mr. Baker, and has spread | 


to all upland areas of the farm. 
It is highly regarded by the Ed- 
feldts and the Bakers. 

A fourteen acre button clover 
field was planted first on recom- 
mendation of Shelby County SCS 
tecknician B. F. Hatchett in the 
fall of 1956 on a red soil heavily 
limed and fertilized according to 
soil test results. A rather poor 
stand that winter was more than 
made up for by heavy stands in 
1957 and 1958, followed by native 
grasses. In 1959 the field was 


| turned and plarited to fescue, using 


400 pounds per acre of 0-14-14 and 
topdressed with 50 pounds of am- 
monium nitrate. It is this field that 
has kad more than enough green 
grazing for the whole herd since 
Dec. 1 until April 1, when it be- 
came so luxuriant that cattle were 
removed. It will be cut for hay 
early next month to 'rprmit light 
to reach the young fescue. 

Poultry litter is used as a sup- 
plemental fertilizer but is limited 
because of the family sized, re- 
tail poultry operation.

BILL’S PROVISIONS 


As passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, the so-called civil 
rights bill contains five provisions. 
The chief provision empowers 
federal district judges to appoint 
voting referees to register negro 
voters in areas where it is believed | 
they are prohibited from register- 


ing. If local officials refuse to 
recognize’ tke voting certificates 
issued by the judge on the referee’s 
recommendation, they will be 
punishable for contempt of court. 
This provision goes further and 
permits “provisional” voting where- 


by a ‘person can vote in a state, 
local or federal election even while 
his registration request is pending 


court action, 

In addition, the House-approved 
bill makes it a federal crime to 
interfere witk court orders in 
school desegregation cases; pro- 
federal assistance to 
continue the education of service-

“Full Dinner Pail” — Hoover is| 
associated with: “A Chicken in 
Every Pot and a Car in Every 
Garage”. Woodrow Wilson won a 
second term with the slogan: “He 
Kept Us Out Of War”. Other 
slogans — “Keep Cool With Cool- 
idge” — “A New Deal” — etc.

RIGHTEOUSNESS

You can't keep Matthew from 
writing about the kingdom. 

He is at it again in the Scripture 
for our present Sunday school 
lesson. 

He mentions two of the Beati- 
tudes, two attributes of those who 
belong to the Kingdom, and he 
gives us three parables or pictures 
of the Kingdom, all correct but 
all different from each other. 

Let us note just what Jesus 
meant by the Kingdom of Heaven, 
as portrayed in the parables men- 
tioned. 

He did not mean merely the 
church, for the Kingdom is greater 
than the church, although the 
ckurch is an important part of it. 

Neither did Jesus mean merely 
the life beyond death, eternal life 
after this earthly life, although 
eternal life must be considered as 
the final part of the Kingdom. 

Certainly Jesus did not mean 
merely our earthly, femporary, 
physical existence. 

Jesus meant life in its complete- 
ness at its best a life of right- 
eousness, mercy, peace and joy 
in the Holy Spirit. To promote such 
a kingdom Jesus came to earth, 
for he declared, “I came that you 
might have life and have it abun- 
dantly.” 

The Kingdom of Heaven then is 
the kingdom of which the follow- 
ers of Jesus are the members. It 
is not confined to the members of 
some particular denomination or 
human organization; it is not con- 
fined to any one nation, race or 
continent; it is not confined to the 
earth alone, nor alone to the life 
beyond the grave.

In an effort to prohibit any “in- 
flence peddling” by retired mili- 
tary officers, the House Of Rep- 
resentatives last week passed leg- 
islation to make such activities 
a court-martial offense. The bill 
makes it unlawful for a retired 
officer to sell anything to the 
armed services for two years after 
his retirement. It is designed to 
prevent high ranking military offi- 
cers from using their influence 
in obtaining government contracts 
for companies they become asso- 
ciated with upon their retirement. 

The bill as passed by the House 
denies all retired pay for two years 
to any officer who violates the sel]- 
ing ban and also makes violations 
a court-martial offense. The orig- 
inal measure imposed only tke pen- 
alty relating to denial of retire- 
ment pay. 


A move to prevent high-ranking 
officers from being employed in 
capacity by defense contractors 
within two years after retirement 
was defeated. 


There is uncertainty as to the 
number of retired officers who 
would be affected by the terms 
of the House bill. However, sta- 
tistics indicate that almost 750 
officers above the rank of colonel 
or navy captain have been employ- 
ed upon their retirement by manu- 
facturers of new weapons.

Get 20 Percent Higher Yields 


Plant First Generation Hybrid Corn Seed 
Do Not Use Second Year Hybrid From Crib

YBRID seed corn from the crib is hurting 

Alabama’s chances for higher yields and 
income. It is reported that last year pro- 
ducers lost millions of bushels—and dollars 
—by using these inferior seed to plant near- 
ly half their corn crop. 

So it’s no surprise that county agents and 
other farm leaders are campaigning for grow- 
ers to use only the right kind of hybrid seed 
in 1960. 

No farmer should go to his crib for hybrid 
seed corn. When he does, he’s cutting his 
yield at least 20 percent under what he would 
have with first generation 
hybrid seed of adapted va- 
rieties. 

In this day of mounting 
costs, the best economy is 
good seed. They cost rela- 
tively little on a per acre 
basis, give higher yields, and 
hence lower per bushel pro- 
duction cost. 

First generation hybrid 
seed are those produced un- 
der exacting conditions by 
crossing two single crosses. These seed are 
full of the hybrid vigor that’s necessary for 
high yields. ‘ 

To produce a hybrid from which planting 
seed are good for only the first year that they 
are used for reproduction, the following tech-

nical, controlled breeding procedure is fol- 
lowed. 

For the first six to eight years two lines 
of open-pollinated corn are continuously in- 
bred. Then the seed from these two lines 
of corn are planted in adjoining plots of land. 
When the tassels form, they are removed 
from one plot leaving the tassels from the sec- 
ond plot to cross-pollinate the detasseled corn 
on the first one. The seed of the detasseled 
plot are single cross seed. To produce first 
generation hybrid seed, two single crosses are 
planted in adjoining plots and cross-pollinat- 
ed in the same way the two inbred lines were 
crossed. The seed harvested from the de- 
tasseled plot are the hybrid seed. 

Second generation seed, as the name in- 
dicates, are from the first generation seed 
and have lost their hybrid vigor or, if plant- 
ed, they revert back to the parent seed which 
is the inbred line of corn. 

Some farmers have not realized just how 
badly they are penalizing themselves, pri- 
marily because they haven’t realized the dif- 
ference between the two generations of hy- 
brids—one very excellent, the other very 
poor. 


Records show that in 1959 Alabama farm- 
ers planted a total of 2,247,000 acres in corn 
—by far the state’s biggest row crop. Of this 
total, 1,887,000 acres were planted to hy- 
brids. So far so good, for the best hybrids 
out-yielded by 20 percent the open-pollinat- 


The picture above shows the last step of corn breed- 
ing to get hybrid seed corn.

Hybrid seed are 
harvested from the plot on the left, or the detasseled 
plot—not from the one with the tassels. Corn of the 
plot on the right—by fertilizing itself—produced com- 
mercial corn and not seed corn, 


ed varieties, which accounted for 360,000 
acres last year. 

But the catch is that approximately 800,- 
000 acres of the 1,887,000 acres of hybrids 
were reported by seedsmen as being first gen- 
eration hybrids. If this is true, then the re- 
maining 1,087,000 acres of hybrid corn were 
in second generation hybrids from the crib. 

Even so, the state’s average yield for last 
year was 28 bushels per acre. That’s a long 
way from the 15-bushel-per-acre crops of a 
few years ago. So progress has been made. 

But, what if most of our corn were plant- 
ed to recommended hybrids? Our farmers 
would be millions of bushels—and dollars— 
ahead. 

In addition to increased yields, recommend- 
ed varieties of first generation hybrid seed 
have considerably more resistance to lodging 
and insect damage. Generally, they have 
better quality ears and grain at harvest time.

Time For The Outdoor Cook To Take Over 


ALL it charcoal! grilling, barbecuing, or 
cooking out—they all add up te good 
eating, relaxation, and wholesome fun for all. 
It may be the fresh air, the companionship, 
or the menu. Anyhow, outdoor cooking is 
now an accepted way of American life. And 
it gives the head of the household an oppor- 
tunity to prove his cooking ability to his fam- 
ily and friends. 

Maybe it’s the activity of preparing an out- 
door meal, the aroma of hickory smoke, or 
the sight of a juicy steak on the grill and po- 
tatoes roasting in the glowing coals that stim- 
ulates the appetite; but whatever it is, out- 
door eating is hard to beat. 

To make the outdoor meal successful, make 
all the preparations you can before going 
out. Disposable eating equipment will come 
in handy if you are leaving home, or even 
for use in the back yard. Check the grill 
and other utensils that will be used and don’t 
forget about fuel.

Building the Fire 


A successful cookout depends on a good 
fire, and starting it in plenty of time is im- 
Dortant. Often by the time cooking is com- 
pleted, the coals have just reached the point 
where they will do the best job. Start the 
fire about 30 minutes before cooking time 
when using charcoal, and an hour before 
cooking when using wood. 

Both wood and charcoal are good sources 
of heat. But when using wood, select a good 
hardwood. Plenty of wood will be needed 
to produce enough coals to cover the bottom 
of the fire box of an average size grill if all 
the grill surface is to be used for cooking, 
so don’t be too saving on the wood.

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Charcoal is a favorite fuel for outdoor 
cooking, but you may have difficulty at first 
getting the pieces to catch fire. Start by 
heaping the charcoal in the middle of the 
fire box. A commercial! charcoal lighter fluid 
is probably the safest and most effective way 
of lighting the fuel. When the charcoal has 
burned until it becomes almost covered with 
white ash, spread evenly around the fire box 
or under the area to be used for cooking. 
There are several kinds of charcoal on the 
market. One very popular kind is in the form 
of briquets which give a uniform heat and 
are easy to handle. 


Kinds of Equipment 


It doesn’t take fancy equipment for good, 
outdoor cooking. You can go to your local 
hardware store and find anything from the 
simplest fire box and a rack to the most 
elaborate units equipped with revolving spits, 
electric motors, and lights. However, in buy- 
ing a grill consider first whether or not it is 
portable, durable, easy to clean, and the right 
size for your family’s needs. 

Grills may be made with a few stones and 
a rack built over the fire. Or the industrious 
chef may design one of his own. With a 
little cutting, drilling, and welding, a work- 
able unit can be built from a drum, a few 
pieces of pipe, and an old oven rack. 

Other outdoor cooking equipment such as 
long-handle forks, knives, food tongs, skew- 
ers, and fire equipment can be found at any 
hardware or sporting goods store. However, 
a raid on the kitchen pantry will usually turn 
up all the equipment that is necessary to do 
a good job of outdoor cooking. 


Steak on the Rack 


Choose your favorite steak-and have it cut 
three-fourths to one and a half inches thick. 
Trim excess fat and score—make short cuts 
one inch apart—around the outside edge. 
This prevents the steak from curling around 
the edges during grilling.. Cook the steak 
six to eight minutes, depending on the thick- 
ness. Then turn and cook six to eight min- 
utes longer. Of course, the length of cooking 
time should be determined by how done or 
rare you like your steak. You should allow 
a slightly longer cooking time for medium- 
done and well-done steaks. 

Barbecue sauces may be used on steaks; 
however, if you crave that full, rich, natural 
beef flavor, go light'or leave off the barbecue 
sauces. A little butter, pepper, and salt is 
all that is needed. 

These are just a couple of the many sug- 
gestions for outdoor cooking outlined in Ex- 
tension Service Circular 565, “Fun With Out- 
door Cooking” by Extension Specialists Ray 
Cavender and Fariss Prickett. This circujar 
will be available to you at your county and 
home demonstration agent’s offices through- 
out the state this month.

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These Changing Times 


OLKS in Walker County have been in- 
terested in 4-H Club work for a long, 
long time—nigh on to 50 years I'd say. 
County Agent J. C. Bullington tells me that 
4-H work in the county dates back to the 
corn and tomato club days and has been gain- 
ing every year since. 

Claude Ferguson was one of the corn club 
boys, says Bullington, who did a fine job and 
then saw the need of improving the qual- 
ity of hogs as well as corn. When he started 
raising hogs it took about a year to get one 
to killing size. 

Through Claude’s efforts toward breeding 
better balanced animals, he learned to keep 
pigs from good milking = 
mothers that turned out big 
litters of fast growing pigs, 
and he has stayed with the 
type that cut out the best 
pork. 

Over the years he has 
bought boars from the best 
breeding stock he could find. 
Result: Claude has reduced 
the time of growing a mar- 
ket hog from one year to five 
months. One of his recent 
litters of pigs was put on the market averag- 
ing over 200 pounds per pig in five months. 

We've still got some piney woods rooters 
round about that never reach market weight, 
but times have changed for most folks.

Seed Treatment Important 


_Would you feed your cow faulty feed and 
still expect her to fill the pail with milk? 
Certainly not. Neither would the wise farm- 
er plant poor qualitf/seed and expect Mother 
Earth to yield forth a good harvest. 

That’s why County Agent George McMil- 
lan of Houston County and others like him 
over the state are telling our farmers the 
merits of top-quality, certified seed of all 
crops. And that’s not all. Seed treatment is 
needed as insurance against soil-borne dis- 
eases and fungi. Farmers should check every 
bag of seed before buying to see that a seed 
treatment tag is attached. Every bag of 
treated seed must carry this tag in order to 
comply with the state law, says Agent Mc- 
Millan, 

And if you plant home-grown seed or seed 
from your neighbor’s storehouse, be sure to 
treat them for best results. : 


Soil Acidity And You ~ 


Will soil acidity steal your cotton profits 
in 1960? This sneak thief has been robbing 
profits from many farmers in Jefferson Coun- 
ty for years, declares County Agent Clint 
Johns. : 

According to one experiment at Auburn, 
the seed cotton yield ata pH of 6.5 was 467 
pounds more than at a pH of 5.5. This was. 
warth over $50, points out the agent. That 
amount would have paid for the required lime 
several times, and the liming operation would 
not have to be repeated for four or five years. 

It may be a little late to soil test fdr your 
cotton—but there are other crops such as pas- 
ture crops that you’ll be planting. And they 
need lime, too. 

Soil testing is your inside look at the needs 
of your soil, so don’t stand by while oppor- 
tunity—and your profits—roll past. 
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Rankin Brothers Of Marengo County 
Carry On Excellent Dairy Operation

ee name Rankin has been synonymous 
with fine Jersey dairy cattle herds in 
Alabama for many years. The dairy program 
started by the late A. G. Rankin is still be- 
ing carried on by Mrs. Rankin and her sons, 
Amzi, Jr., Johnny, Joe, and William, on 1,- 
253 acres at Faunsdale in Marengo County. 
All four sons attended Auburn and studied 
agriculture, with Amzi and William complet- 
ing four years. And they have continued to 
add to the Rankin dairying reputation by 
having an efficient operation and by winning 
top honors with their cows and bulls at shows 
throughout the United States and Canada. 


However, when the entire Rankin farm 
was put on the Farm and Home Development 
phase of the Extension Service in 1956, the 
family discovered that the operation could 
be made more efficient by doing some work 
on the forage and grazing program. Myles 
Mayberry, assistant county agent doing FHD 
work, says the number of cattle had increas- 
ed without an increase in acres used for graz- 
ing and forage. They were harvesting and 
feeding to the cattle but the cows were 
not doing enough of the work. There is plen- 
ty of winter and summer grazing, the amount 
of grazing for the cows being doubled with 
sufficient silage and hay available. ‘‘There 
is now a better balance between grazing and 
supplementary feeding,” says Mayberry. 

And Amzi says, “There has been a lot of 
improvement made in the last two years due 
to the rearrangement of the roughage and 
pasture program.” 
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There are two dairy units on the Rankin 
farm, one managed by Amzi and the other 
by Joe. Johnny and William are responsible 
for forage production and raising replace- 
ments, William being a 1957 graduate of 
Auburn with a major in agronomy. 

An indication of the progress made during 
the past two or three years was evident re- 
cently when the unit managed by Amzi was 
awarded the first place Efficient Production 
Award for herds of over 56 cows. The award 
was presented to Amzi at the annual Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association meeting in 
Auburn. 

The Rankin operation was featured at this 
same meeting. And it was revealed that 
Amzi had increased his production from 6,- 
310 pounds of milk and 346 pounds of but- 
terfat per cow to 7,325 pounds of milk and 
408 pounds of butterfat. This was done dur- 
ing the year from Oct. 1, 1958, to Sept. 30, 
1959. 

Going back a little, County Agent Frank 
Jones explained that A. G. Rankin bought 
the present farm—known as the Cedarcrest ° 
Farms—in 1939. He purchased the begin- 
ning of the present herd in 1933 and bought 
his first Jersey cattle-in 1919. 

As of Jan. 1, 1960 there were 260 dairy 
cows, 126 heifers, and 100 calves in both 
units. And during 1959 there were 40 acres 
of oats that made 1600 bushels. For silage 
there were 53 acres of oats and clover mak- 
ing 636 tons, 15 acres of oats and alfalfa 
making 180 tons, and 35 acres of alfalfa 
making 350 tons. The silage is put up with 
about 150 pounds of crushed corn and beet 
pulp added per ton in five upright silos that 
have a capacity of 1500 tons. For hay there 
were 35 acres of alfalfa that produced 35 
tons in one cutting and 175 acres of Johnson 
grass that made 17,500 bales. 

For grazing there were 300 acres of John- 
son grass grazed, 100 acres being seeded in 
1959. There were 425 acres of improved 
pastures and 271 acres of oats planted in 
the-fall of 1959 for grazing. Also planted 
last fall were 80 acres of wheat and 45 acres 
of alfalfa. 

Of course, an outstanding phase of the 
Rankin operation is the breeding program. 
The Rankin brothers say a cow has to pay 
her way or go. And Dr. Jack Moore, state 
veterinarian department, says the Rankins 
have done one of the best jobs of breeding 
fine Jersey cattle of anyone in the South. 
“You've got to have a good breeding program

woman is adding to her skill in all phases of 
homemaking. 

Home demonstration work, carried on at 
local, county, and state levels, offers women 
the opportunity to broaden their interests 
and work toward a better life at home and 
in the community, says Mrs. Coleman. 

Along with those activities which first 
come to mind in connection with HDC—such 
as food preparation, clothing, home manage- 
ment, and gardening—clubs over the state 
undertook various civic projects during the 
past year. These included health, youth 
work, civil defense, driver safety, and many 
more. 


As a part of various health projects, edu- 
cational programs were given at state, coun- 
ty, and local club meetings; contributions of 
clothing, books, and personal items were 
made to mental, tuberculosis, and veterans’ 
hospitals; and hospital beds, wheel chairs; 
and other sick room equipment were purchas- 
ed by local clubs for community use. 

Working with youth, HD clubs emphasized

health and safety, purchased playground 
equipment, and sponsored parties for young 
people. Other clubs held driver vision clin- 
ics, helped equip and maintain county build- 
ings, and donated to scholarship funds. 

But what about things like canning and 
sewing which used to be the main interest of 
HDC work? The record there is fine, too, 
according to Mrs. Coleman. For instance, 
19,632 farm women canned and froze more 
than seven-and-a-half million quarts of fruits 
and vegetables and eight-and-a-half million 
pounds of meat in 1959. 

As for sewing, more women than ever real- 
ize that their ability with the sewing machine 
can do much to stretch the family clothing 
dollar. Special sewing problems are the sub- 
jects of many club demonstrations, and many 
clubs hold revues each year in which each 
member models one of the dresses she has 
made. Last year 397 clubs over the state 
held clothing revues in which 1,751 dresses 
were modeled. Of this number, 729 gar- 
ments were entered in county competitions. 

In the field of home improvement, 6,578 
women refinished furniture last year; 3,269 
reupholstered furniture; over 14,000 made 
new curtains and draperies for’ their homes; 
and thousands more made other improve- 
ments. 

One favorite method of helping women to 
acquire new techniques in these areas—furn- 
iture renovation, tailoring, handicrafts, and 
others that require special skills—is through 
workshops. These are conducted by the 
county home agents and Extension specialists 
of the Auburn Extension Service. Local club 


leaders are also selected to help guide the 
clubs’ activities in certain areas of homemak- 
ing. And their demonstrations on varied sub- 
jects help widen homemakers’ knowledge, 
interests, and ‘abilities. 
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New Ways To Reach Young Homemakers

|B sapreei deg a home demonstration program 

to reach the most homemakers can be a 
problem, especially where mothers with 
young children and working mothers are in- 
volved. 

Therefore, to determine some of the facts 
needed in planning a more suitable and wide- 
spread program in Wilcox County, a survey 
was conducted to find out the age groups in- 
volved and the percentage of part- or full- 
time workers in the county. 

The survey, conducted in 1956, showed 
that 15 percent of the homemakers were 30 
years old or younger and 25 percent, 30 to 
40 years of age. There were 36 percent 
working part- or full-time. 


The county council planning group realiz- 
ed these facts could be used in adjusting the 
home demonstration program to reach more 
working homemakers as well as young home- 
makers who, for one reason or another, could 
not make the afternoon meetings. Thus, new 
or rescheduled clubs were brought into the 
picture. 

By 1959 four HD clubs with an enrollment 


of 60 members had been organized or re- 
scheduled to meet during morning hours in 
order that young homemakers could be reach- 
ed. These homemakers either had hired help 

uring the mornings or their children were 
away at school, giving them a few hours in 
which to attend the meetings. 

Clothing for the pre-school child and a sew- 
ing sequence were topics of demonstrations 
prepared for the morning clubs. The latter 
program consisted of making a garment in 
three steps and was given in three consecu- 
tive, monthly meetings. Other demonstra- 
tions include slip covers, colors in the home, 
draperies, kitchen planning, and landscap- 
ing. The morning meetings are very informal 
with the time being spent on the demonstra- 
tions. 


In one community where the majority of 
the homemakers work during the day, a club 
was organized to meet at night. With an 
enrollment of 13, this club includes young 
homemakers as well as several older mem- 
bers who have experience in HD work. 


The Wilcox County Home Demonstration 
Council feels that this adjustment of the 
county program has been effective in reach- 
ing more homemakers—and at a time when 
changing economy has demanded changes in 
the family’s living habits. 


Home Agents Hold Leadership Schools 


OME demonstration agents throughout 

the state are constantly studying new 
and better ways for the homemaker to im- 
prove living conditions in the home, stretch 
the family food dollar, and numerous other 
phases of family living. 

Among these is the county-wide workshop 
on furniture including footstools or Ottomans 
held annually in Monroe County by Home 
Agent Ann Richardson. This year Agent 
Richardson said 27 leaders attended the 
workshop where emphasis was on Ottomans. 

Explaining the procedure followed in mak- 
ing an Ottoman Miss Richardson said, ‘‘you 
need seven, five-quart oil cans which may be 
found at any service station. Some of our 
leaders even used fruit juice cans for mak- 
ing smaller Ottomans. But the standard size 
Ottoman can be made with the oil cans. 

“Wrap each can with old fabric and form 
a scalloped arrangement by placing one can 
in the center and the other six around it. 
Next, place the arrangement on heavy card- 
board and draw and cut out a pattern—one 
for the top and one for the bottom. Then, 
make another pattern from newspaper to 
use later in cutting the lining and outside 
covering. 
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“Now you are ready to bind the cans to- 
gether. Three long strips of strong cloth are 
needed for this step. Bind the cans firmly 
together by running each piece of cloth snug- 
ly over the top, down the side—not in the 
valley between the cans but over the outer- 
most edge, underneath the cans, up the other 
side, and fasten securely to the other end 
on top. 


“With the newspaper pattern cut two top 
pieces and pad for a cushion. Tack this to 
the cardboard. From two yards of finishing 
material, cut the top and bottom and a wide 
strip to go around theside. This piece should 
be wide enough to tuck underneath the Ot- 
toman. Sew cording to the top cover and 


then sew the side piece to the top and the 
cording: Now slip the completed covering 
over the Ottoman, tuck, and tack or sew se- 
curely underneath the bottom. Covering the 
bottom is optional,”’ concludes Agent Richard- 
son. 

Representatives from the workshop are 
giving the demonstration in 10 clubs through- 
out the county.

MILLET AND SUDAN. Alabama tests 
have shown the superior yielding ability of 
Gahi-1 millet over other varieties. More 
leafy than common millet, this variety re- 
mains productive late in summer and supports 
milk production at a high level. And since 
it is a hybrid, only first generation seed 
should be planted. Sudan varieties have con- 
sistently yielded less than the best millet va- 
rieties, but of the available varieties, piper 
is the best. 


MITE CONTROL. Control] measures must 
be thorough in combating northern feather 
mites, Although this mite completes its life 
cycle on chickens, it travels readily from bird 
to bird and is on chicken house walls, equip- 
ment, and wild birds. Wild birds and rodents 
must be eliminated from houses for success- 
ful control. Dusting sulfur, malathion, Black 
Leaf-40, toxaphene, and Co-Ral are effective 
insecticides. 


APPLE DISEASES. Control of bitter rot, 
flyspeck, sooty blotch, and other fruit rot 
apple diseases starts with sanitation during 
dormancy. Destruction of mummied fruit on 
trees and ground and pruning out blighted 
twigs, cankers, and all dead wood removes 
important sources of infection, Spraying with 
captan as the first cover spray and at 10 to 
14-day intervals thereafter prevents fruit in- 
fection. 


FIRE ANT BAIT. Use of baits to rid land 
of the mound-building, imported, fire ant 
shows much promise. Peanut butter contain- 
ing one-eighth of one percent Kepone, a stom- 
ach poison, was the most effective of over 
400 baits tested. This peanut butter bait was 
100 percent effective in a 40-acre experiment- 
al area in 1959. 


WATERMELON VARIETIES. Highest 
yielding varieties in 1959 watermelon trials 
at the Chilton Area Horticulture Substation 
were Charleston Grey and _ Blackstone. 
Charleston Grey produced 957 marketable 
melons per acre weighing 22,872 pounds; 
Blackstone yielded 892 marketable melons 
weighing 22,496 pounds. . Charleston Grey 
is a long, grey melon and Blackstone a round, 
dark green or blue melon. 


EGG ASSEMBLY COST. The cost of pick- 
ing up eggs on routes averaged 19 cents per 
case in 16 Alabama pickup routes studied 
during 1959. Truck costs, including over- 
head, comprised 59 percent of total costs, and 
labor accounted for 41 percent. 


RURAL DEVELOPMENT. Development 
programs underway in Chilton and Fayette 
counties are pointing the way for expansion 
of the Alabama Rural Development Pro- 
gram. Research information on family 
characteristics and labor resources, income 
and occupations, problem areas, and oppor- 
tunities for adjustment is being used in the 
development programs, 


WOOD HARVESTING. Volume of prod- 
ucts cut per man-hour worked is an impor- 
tant factor in reducing cost of any woods op- 
eration. Studies at the Fayette Experiment 
Forest revealed that a two-man crew can cut 
10 percent more posts or pulpwood per man- 
hour worked than can a three-man crew. 
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Production Supplies, Prices, and Parity 


Buying production supplies—the other half of 
farm marketing—usually is concentrated in late 
winter and early spring and is equally as important 
as selling farm products, maybe more so in times 
like these when prices you pay are high and prices 
you receive are low. Knowing when and when 
not to cut costs is a major point in good marketing 
and good farm management. 

Three aspects of buying any supply item even 
more important than the cost are: will the item 
pay, how much supply of a certain item will pay 
most, and the right proportion of money spent for 
each item to make it pay off the most. 


The cost that has advanced most is wage rates. 
Farm labor that one dollar paid for in 1910-14 
now averages $6.32. So, whether using your own 
or hired labor you have to be careful. There is 
little use for hand labor in the field today. It 
should be combined with farm machinery, fertilizer, 
and other items to make it go further. 


The best buy a farmer gets today is in fertilizer. 
For $1.52 he can get the same value in fertilizer 
that he got for a dollar in 1910-14. In a compar- 
able way the farm machinery index is now $3.77, 
motor vehicles $4.18, and building materials $3.94. 


Breeding Ground 


In the long run, Alabama and other Southeastern 
states will have to supply a higher percentage of 
the nation’s cattle numbers and beef supply for 
more people—50 million more by 1975. With land 
worth $600 per acre and going up in the principal 
row crop areas of the country, you can be sure 
that less of it will be in pastures for the cow and 
calf and that such land will be pushed to the limit 
for maximum production—largely grain for feed- 
ing more cattle and other livestock and poultry. We 
must become the primary breeding ground for 
calves that are sent directly to slaughter and feed- 
ers that are carried to heavier weights and higher 
finish for local packers. We may also continue 
to expand the production of feeders that go to feed 
lots in the Corn Belt and elsewhere. This kind 
of market will improve the competition in the mar- 
ket and benefit every cattleman no matter what 
class of cattle he produces or to which market he 
sells.

Farm Surpluses 


We need bold, imaginative, and far-sighted pro- 
grams dealing with the problems of agricultural 
surpluses including a more accurate survey into 
the future of the food requirements of this nation 
and the world; a more effective means of diverting 
surplus production to the underdeveloped coun- 
tries; and research programs in land-grant college 
experiment stations designed to develop industrial 
uses for farm surpluses. 

Agriculture surpluses have both favorable and 
unfavorable aspects. The opposite of surplus is 
shortage and since supply and demand in agricul- 
ture can never be brought into perfect balance, 
it is far better to have too much than too little food. 
The population of the U. 8S. will likely increase by 
50 million by 1975, while about 30 million acres 
of productive farmland will be taken out of culti- 
vation in fhe same period. 


Alabama Cattle in California Feed Lots 


An Auburn man—now one of the key livestock 
marketing men in the Midwest—told me in Decem- 
ber that in California he saw 18,000 head of cattle 
in one feed lot and that 4,000 of these were ship- 
ped by truck from Montgomery. These Alabama 
cattle showed -better breeding and were feeding 
out better than the others which came mainly from 
western ranges. This feed lot operator—some dis- 
tance from a railroad—trucked grain from the Mid- 
west and pelleted hay from Canada. He paid near- 
ly twice the price for corn that the Midwest farmer 
received. He gathered his three basic resources 
from widely separated areas on the North Ameri- 
can continent. The marketing specialist added that 
the Midwest grain producer should be able to beat 
the California operator but didn’t because the mid- 
westerner could do a sloppy job and get by where- 
as the California feeder couldn’t. There must be 
several points of significance in this for the cattle 
and beef industry in Alabama. 


Farm Population Drops 


Latest figures on farm population, released joint- 
ly on December 28 by the Bureau of Census and 
Agricultural Marketing Service, showed today’s 
farm population at 21.2 million—a decrease of 
8.9 million since 1950. Only one person in eight 
now lives on the farm compared’ with one in six 
in 1950, and one in three 50 years ago.

Prepare Now 

PRIL is a good month for putting in 

patches of large partridge peas for quail. 

A limited supply of seed is available. Check 

with your county agent on sources. And be 

sure to follow his recommendations for plant- 
ing. 

Watch for Snakes 


This is the month when snakes begin to stir 
about. There is little to fear from them if 
you will keep the following points in mind: 
only one of every six to ten snakes you see 
will be poisonous; a poisonous snake can 
strike only one-third to one-half its length; 
poisonous snakes don’t come looking for you, 
so don’t try to handle them; a bite from a 
poisonous snake is seldom fatal, provided you 
follow prescribed treatment; fewer than two 
persons die in Alabama ‘as the result of poi- 
sonous snakebite and in several cases deaths 
were the result of snake handling rites; wear 
boots when you go into the woods, watch 
where you step, and use a flashlight at night. 


Fishbaits To Use 


It’s been my experience that jug and trot- 
line fishing for channel catfish gives best 
results in spring and fall, Baits? Give the 
whiskered rascals whatever is popular. I 
tried chicken entrails in one place, but others 
had better success with shad because they’re 
oily, I guess. Then later, in other waters, 
chicken entrails caught more fish. Stink baits, 
earthworms, catalpa worms, and missels are 
also good. 


Fishpond Balance 


Know what the difference is in the amount 
of bass and bluegills in a good fishpond? 
In general, you can expect three to four 
pounds of bream, all sizes, for every pound 
of bass, all sizes. When the ratio is greater 
than this, you may have too many small blue- 
gills; if smaller, you may have a great popu- 
lation of small bass. 


Throw Back Small Bass 


Every year your county agent and I visit 
hundreds of ponds with unbalanced fish pop- 
ulations. The biggest fault I find ig too many 
smal] bluegills. And usually, too few bass 
are present to “eat down” this reproductive 
fish. For this reason I suggest that pond- 
owners return to the water all bass weighing 
less than a pound (or under 11 inches in 
length) provided they are not harmed by 
hooking. ‘These small bass, if plentiful in 
number, will tend to keep dollar-size bluegills 
in check and, as a result, those remaining 
can gain in size. 


Know Poison Oak 


Many persons who don’t know poison oak 
or ivy when they see it are liable to suffer 
rash and itching sensations when they touch 
it. If at any time you see leaflets on a vine 
growing up a tree, and the leaflets look like 
water oak leaves and have pink or reddish 
stems, stay away. If you think you have 
touched poison oak or ivy, wash with bicar- 
— of soda solution. The poison is an 
acid, 


Protect The Turkey Hen 

April is an important month in wild turkey 
management. The turkey hen nests on the 
ground, Any unusual and disturbing activi- 
ty may make her desert her nest. For this 
reason, fox hounds and stray dogs should be 
kept out of the woods. If cutting timber 
restrict sawmilling activities to one area 
rather than working over the entire range.

Another Hidden Marketing Cost

OUR livestock weigh less at the market 

than they do at your farm. And it’s 

not the fault of scales or the weighmaster. 
The critters simply lose weight. 

Such weight loss is called shrinkage or 
drift and is of major importance in market- 
ing livestock because it is a hidden market- 
ing charge. Shrinkage can’t be completely 
eliminated, but an understanding of the fac- 
tors which influence it will eliminate much 
of the uncertainty about its cost. 


Two Kinds of Shrinkage 


There are two kinds of shrinkage—excre- 
tory and tissue. Both are due to the physi- 
ological functioning of the 
animal’s body, but the im- 
portance of the excretory 
shrinkage weight loss far ex- 
ceeds that of tissue shrink- 
age. 

Excretory shrinkage is 
simply an elimination of fill- 
water and fecal material. 
Though this shrinkage re- 
sults in loss of live weight, 
it does not affect carcass 
weight, And to the packer, 
fill is of no value. It reduces the dress yield 
of the live animals and likewise, reduces the 
prices the packer.may offer per hundred 
pounds of liveweight, if animals are exces- 
sively filled. 


Weight lost by the elimination of fill can 
be easily replaced by giving’ livestock ac- 
cess to feed and water in the market. How- 
ever, there is no reason to feed and water 
slaughter livestock at a market, other than 
for humane reasons. According to Federal 
law, livestock moved in intérstate commerce 
cannot be transported for more than 28 hours 
without access to feed and water. An addi- 
tional eight-hour extension may be obtained 
with shipper’s consent. 

Tissue shrinkage, though less important in 
terms of actual weight loss, results in actual 
loss of carcass weight. This type of shrink- 
* age is due largely to the loss of tissue water 
through respiratory and other body activities. 
Tissue shrinkage can be offset by giving live- 
stock access to feed and water, too. But it 
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takes longer as these nutrients must be con- 
verted to animal! tissue.

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In estimating carcass value from live ani- 
mals, packers must be concerned with an ad- 
ditional tissue shrinkage—that which occurs 
in the cooler. It’s generally referred to as 
cooler shrink, and runs about two to three 
percent of- hot carcass weight. 


Amount of Shrinkage 

Research data on livestock shrinkage is 
small. But available data indicates that it 
varies from about two to ten percent of the 
animal's total live weight. 

Swine appear to lose less weight in transit 
than other species. Studies indicate that this 
loss may vary from about one and one-half 
to three percent of their farm weight. That 
is, a hog weighing 200 pounds on your farm 
will probably weigh about three to six pounds 
less at market. 


Cattle shrinkage is generally heavier than 
shrinkage in swine and will probably average 
near the three to five percent level. Sheep 
show the greatest rate of shrinkage, averag- 
ing nearer the six to nine percent level. How- 
ever, remember that a number of factors in- 
fluence both the amount and rate of shrink- 
age occurring in livestock. 


Factors Affecting Shrinkage 


Probably the most evident factor influenc- 
ing shrinkage is the distance livestock are 
hauled and the time required to move them. 
Though the total weight loss increases as the 
distance increases, the rate of shrinkage de- 
clines. For example, even though steers may 
be moved several hundred miles to_slaughter, 
more than 50 percent of all the shrinkage 
which will take place will occur during the 
first 50 miles. 


The amount of fill livestock carry at the 
time of weighing will, of course, influence 
the amount of shrinkage occurring in transit 
—the more fill, the heavier the shrinkage. 


Weather also influences the amount of 
shrinkage that will occur in livestock. Shrink- 
age will be greater in the summer than in 
winter, and extreme cold or heat will also 
increase shrinkage. 


Many other factors influence shrinkage, 
too. Younger and lighter animals will show 
a greater rate of shrinkage than will more 
mature and heavier animals because there 
is more moisture in their bodies. Mixed loads 
of livestock tend to exhibit a greater rate 
of shrinkage than straight loads, too.

OMMERCIAL horticulture is big business 

in the South. 

Each year southern farmers sell about $750 
million worth of fruits, nuts, and vegetables 
—considerably more than the returns from 
either hogs or broilers. Of the four leading 
states producing vegetables for fresh mar- 
kets, three are from the South and two— 
Florida and Georgia—are our next door 
neighbors, 


Room for Improvement 


Unfortunately, Alabama is far down this 
list. At the present we are selling only $25 
million worth of fruits, vegetables, and nuts 
each year. This accounts for less than five 
percent of our total farm income. We are 
obviously falling far short of keeping up with 
our neighbors in this phase of our total agri- 
culture. 

Let’s look at some of our opportunities to 
expand. First of all we know that markets 
for these products are expanding both inside 
and outside the state. The fact that the Unit- 
ed States must feed some 50 million more 
people by 1975 presents a tremendous chal- 
lenge to anyone interested in the production 
and sale of food products. This is particu- 
larly true of fruits and vegetables since per 
capita consumption is also steadily increas- 
ing. 

Conditions Suitable 

Commercial horticulture is well adapted 
to many of Alabama’s resources. We have a 
wide variety of soils well suited to a great 
many crops, a favorable rainfall, and a long 
growing season. We have or can impound 
water for supplemental] irrigation as need- 
ed. Our southern counties have the advan- 
tage of being able to produce crops for early 
markets. And the elevation in many of our 
central and northern counties provides dis- 
tinct advantages of cool summer tempera- 
tures and late fall frost. 

Alabama is a state of relatively smal] 
farms, Over one-half of our farms are, in 
fact, less than 50 acres in size. Many of our 
farms are obviously too small to provide a 
satisfactory income unless they are devoted 
to a more intensive type of agriculture— 
where labor can be more fully employed and 
ia higher returns per acre can be realiz- 
ed. 

Highly Competitive Market 

While we have excellent potentials for de- 
velopment, the achievement of these. poten- 
tials will not be easy. In the first place, we 
are concerned with a highly competitive mar- 
ket. There are no great voids in the supply 
of fruits and vegetables except for seasonal 
scarcities due to drought, freezes, or other 
factors. Consequently, if we expect to ex- 
pand production, we must be competitive with 
other producers. 

This means that we must produce and mar- 
ket a competitive product—one high in qual- 
ity and consumer acceptance. 

The way I see it, one of our big problems 
at present is our low per acre production. Re- 
search information suggests that we can 
double or even triple present yields of many 
of our horticultural crops by use of proper 
production practices. We must do a better 
job in this respect if we expect to compete 
successfully with other producing areas.

TURKEY HUNTING TIPS 
CIVEN BY WILDLIFE EXPERT

PRINGTIME turkey hunting has no equal. 
When that old tom sounds off at dawn 
from-his high perch in a ridge or swamp 
pine, even the veteran hunter gets goose pim- 
ples! 

Alabama ranks among the top states in 
numbers of wild turkeys. Sportsmen have 
an opportunity in 34 counties (including state 
management areas) to hunt turkeys during 
March and April. 


While there is a fall turkey season, nothing 
compares with the sport of calling a bearded 
gobbler in the mating season. He’s unpre- 
dictable. He may come to you strutting and 
dragging his wing tips on the ground and 
gobbling lustily. Or he may sneak up be- 
hind you without making a sound. More 
times than not, he won’t come at all! 

Turkey hunting during springtime is bio- 
logically sound. One tom may haye a harem 
of five to seven or more hens, and one mat- 
ing is sufficient to make the eggs fertile. 
When you bag a gobbler, there are many 
more around to take his place. 


The turkey population in the past decade 
has apparently increased tremendously. This, 
I believe, is collectively due to better protec- 
tion of the big birds, to trapping and trans- 
planting wild turkey stock by the state con- 
servation department to areas where they 
once existed half a century ago, to providing 
food patches in necessary instances, and to 
better education in game management. 
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Wild turkeys reach a weight of as much as 20 
pounds, says Wildlife Specialist Earl Kennamer 
(above) who bagged this 20 pounder. Pointing out 
how the hunter can identify the wild turkey he says

in addition to doing all the other things,’ 
declared Johnny. 

An example of the good breeding job done 
by the Rankins is the many awards their ani- 
mals have taken. One bull—Basil Jester Ad- 
vancer—being used on the farm now is classi- 
fied Very Good and last year received the 
American Jersey Cattle Club Superior Sire 
Award. He has 36 tested daughters averag- 
ing 8,417 pounds of milk and 479 pounds of 
butterfat. He has sired both the winning 
Junior and Senior Get-of-Sire at the National 
Jersey Show and to date has 32 Excellent 
daughters. 

The Rankin record in dairy shows includes 
the Best Udder Cow at Waterloo, Iowa; 
first place 2-year-old and 38-year-old and the 
Junior and Senior Get-of-Sires at the National 
Jersey Show; grand and reserve champions 
at the National Dairy Cow Congress; and the 
grand and reserve champions twice at the 
Mid-South Show in Memphis. 

And in raising replacements the following 
system is used: heifer calves are taken from 
the dam when they are three days old and 
put in movable pens until they are weaned, 
They are fed milk substitute and one pound 
of whole milk, commercial calf feed, and 
Johnson grass hay. After weaning they are 
taken out of the pens and put on the clean- 
est available land for pasture in the summer 
or fall. 

In the winter they are put in a shed and 
fed two to three pounds of calf feed and 
Johnson grass hay. In the spring they go on 
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good grazing with some grain and hay until 
they’re settled down. Then grain and hay 
are taken away.’ During the summer when 
grazing is poor they get hay. The following 
winter the animals are fed two pounds of 
panics pellets each and as much hay as they 
need. 


Breeding of the heifers is started at 13 to 
15 months of age. They are moved to the 
dairy barn before calving and put in with 
the dry cows so they become used to the 
barn, feeding routine, and handling before 
they calve. 


In regard to health, the Rankin herd is 
certified and a yearly blood test is made. The 
ring test is made at the milk plant, and heifer 


calves are vaccinated at five and one-half to 
six and one-half months of age. Everything 
under milking age is vaccinated for blackleg 
and malignant edema, and heifers up to 
breeding age are wormed regularly with 
phenothiazine. 

For mastitis control proper milking and 
sanitation during milking is maintained. This 
year they have used a vaccine that seems to 
help prevent mastitis and also seems to have 
been useful in controlling old cases, accord- 
ing to Agent Mayberry. All the cows are 
checked during the dry period. 

Quarters known to be infected are treated 
during the dry period and whenever a flare- 
up occurs during lactation. Treating when 
they are dry and vaccination have reduced 
the number of flare-ups considerably over 
the past several years.

To try for that tom, get in the woods before 
daybreak so you can hear him gobble. And 
get as close to him as you can before he flies 
down. Then find a bit of screening cover— 
just enough to break up your outline—and 
a big stump or tree for a back rest. Settle 
down (and that’s hard to do!). When you 
get your breath, imitate the yelp of a turkey 
hen. At times a “cluck” will be more effec- 
tive than the customary yelp. If he’s interest- 
ed, he may rock the ground with his answer- 
ing gobble, or he may say nothing at all. 
From then on it’s a waiting game—and that 
may be an hour or longer, while you shiver 
in the morning cold or suffer from mosquito 
bites. I’ll guarantee you’ll be on the losing 
end most of the time because, by nature, the 
hen customarily goes to the gobbler— not the 
tom to the hen. 

Turkey calling is an art; the beginner 
usually calls too much. You have a choice 
of many types of callers, and the cedar box 
and slate is used more than any other pos- 
sibly because it’s the simplest to use. There 
also is the slate and “scratch peg,” the wing- 
bone, the hinged-top box caller, and the snuff 
box. I prefer the horseshoe mouth caller 
with a thin rubber membrane. Some hunters 
use a leaf effectively, and I have seen a few 
who use only throat and mouth to call. 

Certainly the turkey hunter should be well 
armed. Use nothing smaller than a 16 gauge 
shotgun with maximum loads of No. 4 to 6 
shot. Let him walk within range and shoot 
for the head and neck. Here I like the double 
barreled gun because I usually load the sec- 
ond barre] with a heavy load of No, 2’s in 
case he dosen’t stay down with the 6’s. 

I’ve seen good hunters go several days dur- 
ing the season and fail to bring in a bird. 
There just isn’t an easy way to bag a wild 
turkey!

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The Peacemakers

Jesus was speaking for all ages 
when he said, “Blessed are the 
peacemakers.” 

Since the Master Peacemaker ut- 
tered those meaningful words there 
have been many, many times when 
they needed to be heeded even more 
than they did then. For when 
Jesus preached his matchless Ser- 
mon on the Mount the Mediter- 
ranean world was at peace. True- 
it was enforced peace. Rome 
had, with its military might, sub- 
dued its neighboring notions and 
wars had ceased for the time in 
the greater part of the then 
known civilized world. But not 
for long, 

Within forty years after Jesus 
declared ‘that the peacemakers 
would be called the sons of God, 
the Jewish people had dared to 
revolt against Rome, and, as a 
result, their beloved Jerusalem 
with its magnificent Temple was

and strife among human beings 
threaten and harm every group, 
large or small, so engaged. It 
is the duty of tke peacemaker 
to attempt to end suck disturban- 
ces and strife. Where there is

peacemaker. Where misunder- 
standing or suspicion opposes 


friendship and cooperation, there 
is work for tke peacemaker. 
Wherever the oppressor interferes 
with human freedom and wher- 
ever human dignity does not re- 
ceive due recognition, there the 
peacemaker is needed. 


To be a fyacemaker means 
more than merely being peaceful. 
That is only the passive attitude 
toward the promotion of peace. 
Such an attitude requires little 
effort, has no beneficial results 
and can claim no reward. To be 
a peacemaker means action-ser- 
ious, consecrated and persistent 
action for a peaceful world. 

The job of being a peacemaker 
can best be done by the Christian, 
hence it is peculiarly his duty 
to be a peacemaker. The Chris- 
tian can best be a peacemaker 
because he kas for his exantple 
and inspiration the One who came 
to earth as the Prince of Peace.

MEDITORIAL: Since the bed- 
wetting problem or habit is in- 
herited, it is common to find that 
one or both of the parents, a 
brother or sister was similarly 
afflicted. It is important to realize 
that enuresi (bed-wetting) will 
persist into adolescence before it 
disappears by itself. Proper treat- 
ment is effective in about 90 per 
cent of the cases. 

Victims of the bed-wetting habit 
have urgency of urination (sudden 
desire to urinate). Even though the 
habit may be cured, this symptom 
frequently persists throughout life. 

In treating enuresis, first 
patient and his parents should 
understand the problem thor- 
oughly. They must realize that 
the wetting is done uncon- 
sclously, is no fault of the 
child’s, and that he probably 
inherited the condition from 
his parents. 


Since suggestion is a potent 
weapon the child should be en- 
couraged repeatedly and assured 
that he can be helped. Several 
medicines belladona is an old 
standby, are definitely helpful. 
Some physicians have achieved 
good results by forcing fluids, 
thereby giving the bladder more 
to do and helping it develop bet- 
ter unconscious control. 

Recently a conditioning device 
has been developed which seems 
to be giving excellent results. It 
consists of a pad attached to a 
bell which rings as soon as the 
child starts to wet the bed.

April Taxes 
Increased 
In State 


April tax collections earmerked 
for Alabama’s financally strain- 
ed schools showed an increase of 
19.23 per cent over the same month 
a year ago. 

The April increase brought the 
collections for the first seven 
months of the 1959.60 fiscal to 
15.17 per cent over the same 
period last year. However, the 
increase still was below the 27.6 
per cent hike needed to meet the 
original school appropriation. 

The department indicated the 
boost bettered slightly the chances 
the cut in school funds would not 
be as heavy as the 10\per cent 
cutback previously forecast. 

Sales Tax Disappointing 

The largest revenue producer 
|for schools, the sales tax, in- 
creased g.9 per cent in April as 
compared to the same month of 
last year and was up 7.98 per cent 
for the first seven months of this 
fiscal year. However, the increase 
was not as large as the one fore- 
cast last October when several 
exemptions were removed from 
the tax. 

The income tax, another school 
revenue-producer, showed a 27.89 
| per cent increase in April to boost 
| the receipts for the fiscal year to 
| date 16.39 per cent above the pre- 


“| vious year. 


The tobacco tax increased only 
28.76 per cent during April, but 
the increase for the first seven 
months remained 55.93 per cent 
above the past year. The tobacco 
tax rates were increased by about 
50 per cent during the 1959 legis- 
lative session.

The photo above shows the International Bridge over the Rio 
Grande River—boundary line of the United States and the Republic 
of Mexico. The picture looks north across the Rio Grande to capture 
the buildings and church steeples of Laredo, Texas. This ‘‘friend- 
ship’’ bridge serves as an important link in the commerce between 
the United States and Mexico and is the major stimulus to the 


economy of Laredo. 


Laredo was founded in 1775 by 
Thomas Sanchez de la Barrera y 
Gallardo, acting in the name of 
the Spanish colonizer Jose de 
Escandon. Before Sanchez died in 
1796, Laredo had grown to the 
status of the largest and most 
successful permanent Spanish set- 
tlement in what is now Southwest 
Texas. In 1854, at the end of the 
Mexican War, the Rio Grande 
was designated as the interna- 
tional boundary and Mexico re- 
linquished all claims to Mexican 
settlements north of the river. 
Laredo then became the seat of 


government for newly - created 
Webb County. 
Today, Laredo is a city of 


65,000 population, the major ave- 
nue of trade between two nations 
and the northern terminus of the 
Pan-American highway. Laredo’s 
climate is considered by many to 
be the most equitable and agree- 
able in the United States. The 
average temperature is 74 de- 
grees. Summer heat is tempered 
by cool, gulf breezes, with an 
average 350 days sunshine each 
year. 


The International Bridge is a 
busy artery for commerce be- 
tween Laredo and Neuvo Laredo, 
on the Mexican side of the river. 
Traffic, both foot and automobile, 
travels freely between these two 
great cities. In a recent year, 
1,529,463 automobiles carrying 
5,530,805 persons crossed into 
Neuvo Laredo, and a greater 
number of both crossed north- 
ward into Laredo. 


The Laredo Cactus Gardens is 
the oldest and most famous cac- 
tus nursery in the world. A 
major industry in Laredo is the 
world’s largest antimony smelter, 
which smelts ore imported from 
Mexico, major supplier of this 
strategic raw material to the 
United States. 


Laredo's Washington Birthday 


Celebration is known as the 
“Mardi Gras’’ of the Southwest. 
The date was selected for a 


fiesta because Wastington is 
greatly revered in Latin Ameri- 
ca as one of the great liberators 
who overthrew European tyr- 
anny.

,;ownership and housing contruc- 
tion was passed by the House of 
Representatives last week on a 
vote of 214 to 163. 


This measure, which was _in- 
| troduced by Rep. Atbert Rains of ; 
Alabama, authorizgg. s+ Federal 
National Mortgage ssociation | 
(FNMA) to purchase ‘at  face| 
government -backed home mort- 
|gages insured or guaranteed by| 
|the Federal Housing Administra- | 
tion and the’ Veterans Admini-} 
| stration. Such mortgages are usu- | 
ally bought at a discount by FNMA | 
in the open market. 
Recent figures indicate that the| 
| annual rate of housing construction 
is running at about 20 per cent be- 
low a year ago. The new author- | 
jization for FNMA’s ‘special assis- | 
| tance program, that is provided for 
|in the House-approved ‘legislation, | 
is expected to bring about the con- | 
struction of 70,000 to 80,000 addi- 
tional dwelling units of low or| 
| moderate cost. 
In order to peevent any build- 
ers from receiving a lion’s share 
of the new funds, the measure 
. directs FNMA to establish regu- 
| lations to assure an equitable dis- 
tribution of commitments. 
Although the bill retains  the| 
| present mortgage limit of $13,500, | 
it authorizes FNMA to increase 
that ceiling by an additional $1,000 
in areas where the cost of build- 
ing is unusually high. | 
The House - approved bill has 
been referred to the Senate for 
consideration.

(Q) “A member of my fam- 
ily has conjunctivitis. Is this 
a serious eye disease? What 
causes it?" 

Mrs, R. A. 

(A) The conjunctiva is a thin, 
transparent membrane lining the 
inner part of the eyelids and 
covering the eyeball, Any irrita- 
tion or inflammation of the con- 
junctiva is called a conjunctivitis. 

There are many, many causes 
of this condition, A common one, 
known as pinkeye, is of bacterial 
origin, Other forms result from 
wind irritation, dust, smoke and 
intense light (electric arcs, sun 
lamps and snow reflection). Child- 
hood diseases (especially mea- 
sles), allergies (hay fever), colds, 
etc., also can cause inflamed com 
junctiva. 

In most cases conjunctivitis is 
not a serious disease and can be 
easily cured, There are stubborn 
cases, however, in which an 
eye specialist (ophthalmologist) 
should be consulted. 

(Q) “Some time ago a close 
friend was operated on for a 
radical mastoidectomy. As & 
result she was left with a 
facial nerve paralysis. Will 
her sight be impaired? She 
has had a second operation te 
repair the facial paralysis and 
was told that in a year her 
face would be normal again.”

(A) Nerve cells regenerate at a 
slow rate, much slower than the 
cells of the skin, for instance. 
This is why the surgeon gave up 
to one year for complete healing. 
With repair of the facial nerve, 
the final result should be near- 
perfect with no obvious facial 
weakness. Eyesight should not be 
affected.

Kern County Civic Center—Bakersfield 


The designation ‘America's Newest City" is more than a Chamber 
of Commerce catch phrase for Bakersfield, California. It is an ade- 
quate description for a town nearly leveled by a severe quake ip 
1952, The jolt which damaged much of the business district of 
Bakersfield might have discouraged sorne other people in some other 
town, but here in this city of some 89,000 inhabitants in California‘’s 
southern San Joaquin Valley it merely resulted in a post-quake re- 
building program that brought new economic activity into an area 
predicted to see California's biggest boom in the days yet to come. 

Some 100 miles north of the Los 
Angeles basin, Bakersfield is the 
site of the ruins of Fort Tejon, 
the only fort in U. S. history 
built to protect the Indians from 
the white men. Here, too, is the 
spot where a bear killed Peter 
Lebeck, and this Daniel Boone-in- 
reverse occurrence duly record- 
ed by carving on a tree. A full 
century has not yet passed since 
the days when horseback riders 
traveling between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco rested and 
fed their animals at ‘Colonel 
Baker's field.’’ 

Today, however, Bakersfield 
and oil-rich Kern County are con- 
sidered ‘“‘big city'’ to residents 
of an area as large as the state 
of Massachusetts, with a popula- 
tion greater than that of Nevada 
or Alaska. Some 300 downtown 


buildings are either entirely new 
or have been extensively remod- 
eled within the past five years. 

Kern County supplies 27.7 per- 
cent of California’, total petro- 
leum production. Manufacturing 
employment has grown more 
than 120 per cent since 1949, with 
petroleum refining, food proces- 
sing and metal fabrication as 
major sources of manufacturing 
employment. The area ranks in 
the nation's “big five’ in farm 
production, with cash incomes 
exceeding $232 million annually. 
Total cultivated acreage is 689,- 
209, with farms averaging 1,250 
acres, 

The range of recreational ac- 
tivities, from swimming through 
skiing, reflect proximity to moun- 
tains, desert, fishing streams, 
lakes and beaches,

For Top Net Returns 

Follow Recommendations, 
Keep Accurate Records And 
Maintain High Production

AIRYING, like other agriculture fields, is becoming highly spe- 
cialized. 


No longer than 25 years ago milking machines were few among 
dairymen, and the farmer who had one was the envy of his neighbor. 
Today, however, the number of grade-A dairymen who milk by hand 
number less than 25, and many producers of milk for manufacturing 
purposes now have milking machines. Ten years ago bulk tanks 
were an oddity, yet today seven out of ten grade-A dairymen use 
bulk tanks and three out of ten have pipeline milking systems. 

Herd size is increasing, also. In 1959, the average herd size 
on the Dairy Herd Improvement Association test program in Ala- 
bama was 71 cows while in 1955 the average size herd was 56 cows. 


During the last 20 years the average investment on Alabama 
dairy farms has increased more than 300 percent, yét there has 
been a decrease in the producer’s margin of profit. This, in turn, 
has put a premium on management and production per cow. Also, 
there are 361 fewer dairymen in the state today than in 1955. Most 
of these dairymen were forced out because they operated under 
management conditions that would ‘not support high production 
per cow. 


A study of the 1959 DHIA records shows the importance of 
high production per cow in relation to net return. A total of 273 
herds involving over 19,000 cows was tested with 203 herds com- 
pleting a full test year. The bar chart on this page gives a break- 
down of herds by average production per cow; feed costs per cow; 

ee os estimated other costs; estimated labor costs; and 
net profit, after deducting all costs. 

Thirteen herds on the DHIA test averaged less 
than 5,000 pounds of milk per cow. In these herds 
the income from sale of milk fell $32 short of pay- 
ing all production costs. Six herds averaged 11,653 
pounds of milk per cow and showed a net return 
of $208 per cow after paying all costs. 

Owners of the 13 low production herds needed 
over $10 per 100 pounds of milk to make the same 
return per cow as the herds with high production 
per cow, and they needed an increase of $1 per 100 
pounds of milk just to do as'well as the average

dairyman in 1959. 
The one sure way to build high production per cow is to make 


the right management decisions. Such decisions involve breeding, 
feeding, culling, and everyday herd management. Experience shows 
that most people, when given the necessary information, can make 
the right decision most of the time. To a dairyman, however, neces- 
sary information includes complete and accurate production and 
feed records on each cow in the herd. Still, only one out of six Ala- 
bama grade-A dairymen and one out of 50 manufacturing milk 
producers are enrolled in some type of supervised record-keeping 
program on their dairy units. 

Dairymen have both DHIA and WADAM (weigh-a-day-a- 
month) testing programs available to furnish the necessary informa- 
tion to make intelligent management decisions. Among the decisions 
that records help a dairyman make are: which cows should be culled; 
how much grain each cow needs; which heifers should be kept for 
replacements; when cows should be bred and when they should be

“T get a greal deal of satisfaction from help- 

ing others enjoy their talents.” These 
words seem to tell the story of how Mrs. Jes- 
se L. Bolen’s home demonstration project 
grew into the elaborate ceramics shop she 
has today. 

Miss Lucile Burson, Clarke County home 
demonstration agent, offers this as just one 
way that Alabama women, both rural and ur- 
ban, are being assisted by home demonstra- 
tion work. “This being the month in which 
National Home Demonstration Week is ob- 
served, it’s fitting that we see how club work 
helps its members lead fuller, more reward- 
ing lives,” says Miss Burson. ‘“‘And here is 
the perfect example of how the seed of an 
idea was planted in club work and now has 
grown to involve over thirty women—in the 
club and out.” 


Similar projects are being carried out 
every day in HDC work over Alabama. 

Here’s how the ceramic movement started 
for Mrs. Bolen. Jackson Club members knew 
that Mrs. Bolen had a flair for several crafts. 
So when the time came to choose a club craft 
chairman, she was selected. At first Mrs. 
Bolen interested the members in china paint- 
ing—a project that is still being carried on. 
Two years ago she branched out into ce- 
ramics, and club members have made this 
project a permanent fixture. 

When Mrs. Bolen started as crafts chair- 
man, she used her home as a classroom But 
with the growth of her classes, she needed 
more space. She moved her equipment into 
a building behind her house; fitted the new 
classroom with plenty of shelves, and found 
herself in business. 


A recent survey by a group of Federal 
agencies disclosed that hundreds of rural 
communities share the same problem as “‘de- 
pressed” urban areas. In each there was a 
surplus of labor for the jobs available.

Home Agents And Homemakers 
Continue Work On Year's Objectives 


: ODAY’S Home Builds Tomorrow’s 

World” is the theme of Alabama’s 
home demonstration agents and members. 
And during this month home agents through- 
out the state will continue to fulfill objec- 
tives observed during their nationally cele- 
brated week, May 1 through 7. 

Recapping recent activities, State Home 
Demonstration Agent Mary Jim Coleman says 
that agents’ objectives are to acquaint and 
interpret to more people the 
total Extension program and 
to emphasize its contribu- 
tion to home and family liy- 
ing; to giye special recogni- 
tion to volunteer leaders, 
whose part in planning and 
carrying out the program 
has made possible the mag- 
nitude of home demonstra- 
tion work; to concentrate on 
specific problems and audi- 
ences to help families as they 
adjust to changing social and economic con- 
ditions; and to help homemakers know and 
use research findings related to the home and 
family. 

Special effort to reach the young home- 
maker is receiving particular attention this 


year, points out the Auburn University lead- 
er. To meet the changing conditions of family 
living, home agents are conducting surveys to 
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find out the number of young homemakers 
contributing to the family income by working, 
the particular time of day these homemakers 
could attend home demonstration club meet- 
ings, the age of children involved (in school 
and out), and many other details that will aid 
them in setting up appropriate club meetings 
for this group’s benefit. 

Mrs. Coleman says that special] demonstra- 
tions by experienced homemakers in HD work 
are already being conducted in new “young 
homemakers’ clubs.’”’” Other demonstrations 
will follow as soon as surveys are completed 
and new clubs are organized at times when 
working homemakers and mothers of young 
children can meet. 

Numerous bulletins, study sheets, and prac- 
tical tips are available to the homemaker 
who attends monthly home demonstration 
club meetings. Transfer of skill in the many 
phases of family living is passed on to the 
homemaker through expert teaching and 
method demonstrations by the local home 
agent and state specialists. 


You have only to join one of the existing 
clubs or help start one in your community to 
have access to the vast storeroom of informa- 
tion gathered and compiled by your home 
demonstration agent, adds the state agent. 
Join one now and make your home of today 
help build tomorrow’s world. 


This Month In Rural Alabama 


Livestock Marketing 
Livestock marketing prospects, made clearer by 
recent reports, look good for the current year. 
There were higher numbers of all classes of meat 


animals on January 1 than a year earlier. The 
cattle number jumped 4.9 million to a record 101.5 
million; the sheep number rose two percent to 33.6 
million—the highest in 12 years; and an inventory 
of hogs topped last year’s number by three per- 
cent—the largest since 1952, j 

Cattle slaughter, also higher than last year, will 
probably continue that way through 1960. A sharp 
increase is unlikely, however, as buildup in herds 
will continue. Prospects indicate only a small in- 
crease in meat production this year. Gain probably 
will be less than population increase, so a slight 
drop in consumption per person is expected. The 
use of pork is likely to be four pounds off last 
year’s 68-pound rate, The per capita consumption 
of beef and veal probably will be up a couple of 
pounds from the 81.5 pounds in 1959, but not much 
change is in sight for lamb and mutton. 


Capital Returns Plummet Downward ‘ 

The rate of return on productive capital in ag- 
riculture has shown a general decline since 1950- 
51. This resulted in a 20-year low of 3.2 percent 
in returns on owned capital in 1959, The return 
rate on all agricultural production capital—both 
owned and borrowed—was also at a 20-year low of 
3.5 percent. 

Land-wise a strange phenomenon has occurred. 
Returns on market values of farmland have been 
below the interest rate on farm mortgage loans 
in four of the last five years. Rate of return on 
original cost of most farm real estate currently 
owned would, of course, be substantially higher. 


Non-Foods Pad Many Food Bills 


If you’re puzzled about the size, of your food 
bills, chances are they include many items which 
really aren’t foods at all. 

For example, the average customers in a group 
of retail grocery stores in the Midwest spent 15 
cents of each food dollar for non-food items, ac- 
cording to a study by a wholésale grocery company 
in that area. There has been a big increase in the 
number and kinds of non-food items offered for 
sale in retail grocery stores in recent years. 


Consumer Prices Stable—Farmers Take Less 


Consumer price levels have been fairly stable 
since April of 1958 primarily because of the sharp 
decline in prices of farm products. Within the 
general stability level there have been several 
changes in prices—the most important of which 
are the sharp decline in those of farm products 
and the off-setting increases in durable goods and 
services. Food prices were down three percent 
during the period while non-food prices were up 
3.6 percent.

Sharp Decline In Farm Machine Sales 


Demand for tractors, implements, and other types 
of farm equipment took a nose-dive in late Feb- 
ruary, according to the Wall Street Journal. 

Prices of used farm machinery are off, and re- 
tail sales of new machinery are down sharply from 
a year ago, the downward trend accelerating in 
recent weeks. Declines averaging around 50 per- 
cent in sales of farm machines this year were re- 
ported by over two-thirds of the nearly 40 farm 
machinery dealers checked. And although the 
declines averaged 50 percent, they ranged as high 
as 80 percent. 

Equipment men blame the 1959 drop in rural 
income as a main factor in the slow sales picture. 
Farm equipment is usually a reliable guide to rural 
buyers of automobiles, appliances, and a host of 
other items. 


Farm Brain Twister 


In this age of experts and specialists, research 
often solves long-standing problems, but sometimes 
it raises new questions such as which is most eco- 
nomical, forage or feed grains. 

There are statistics on both sides of the fence. 
Forages have a cost advantage over grains, but 
despite this, historical statistics show that grains 
are an increasing part of our total feed supply. 
Grains have benefited more than forages from 
recent labor-saving innovations and they are more 
easily stored, marketed, and transported. 

However, in regions where high-quality forages 
can be grown at low cost, studies showed dairymen 
can use forages and get milk from their cows with 
less feeding of concentrates. In one such study, 
cows fed concentrates at the lowest rate produced 
milk with the lowest feed cost, Also, there is a 
greater lag in adoption of improved management 
practices for forages. 

Grains or forages still is an unanswered ques- 
tion, but the competition between the two may 
be closer than is frequently supposed. 


The 1960 Cooperative Outlook 


The farmer who owns his own processing facili- 
ties, marketing organization, feed mills, fertilizer 
plants, petroleum distribution and develops brands, 
constructively advertises, and who can tie in his 
financing of production through his own shop is far 
better equipped to meet the competitive situation 
of the future than the individual who must divide 
the proceeds of his production—paying others for 
these services. This is no reflection upon compe- 
tition but simply appraising the economics involved. 

In 1960 we are seeing a further trend toward 
specific production to meet the demands of a more 
selective market, a further shortening of the route 
between the farm and the retail store, and a further 
screening of producers as to their qualifications 
before accepting them on marketing contracts. 


A Tractor May Run Milking Machine 


HE recent electric power failure caused 

by the ice and snow in North Alabama 

made it necessary for some dairymen to milk 
their cows by hand. 

Auburn Extension Engineer J. T. Gaillard 
offers a suggestion to avoid future failures. 
He says the farm tractor may be pulled along 
the side of the milking barn wall near a win- 


dow. Then a heavy duty hose can be used 
to connect the intake manifold and the suc- 
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tion line of the milking machine. The hose 
should be the length of the milking machine 
hose so that it won’t collapse under pressure. 

It may take a little time to find out the cor- 
rect speed to run the tractor motor. There- 
fore, the engine should be started before the 
manifold and suction lines are connected. 
Also, the motors of some tractors may not 
operate but one milking unit at a time, adds 
Gaillard, 
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University Extension and. Wildlife. Specialist 


A Gun of Nylon and Glass? 


OUR future gun may not be made of 

metal. Not too long ago nylon gunstocks 
and receivers were developed. And now I 
learn that “‘test’”” shotgun barrels have been 
made of glass and are reportedly stronger 
than those of steel. 


Canned Sunshine 


Feed your hunting dog a can of inexpensive 
sardines occasionally. Sardines are rich in 
vitamin D—canned sunshine, and they will 
give your dog’s coat a beautiful gloss. 


Stale Fish? Phew! 


Like stale fish? You do if you throw them 
under a hot boat seat or keep them on a 
stringer in water after they have died. 

To hold that fresh “bankside flavor,” 
which is probably the main reason folks rave 
about how good fish taste when cooked on 
the bank, keep your fish as fresh as possible. 

You can do this several ways. A boat fish 
well or a clothespin snap stringer will help 
to keep fish alive for short periods. Some 
anglers drop their fish in a tow sack tied to 
the boat. But, if possible, put your catch on 
ice before they die! 

I often take along a small portable icebox 
filled with cracked ice in which to throw my 
fish when I catch them. This way they keep 
well in hot weather and when cleaned have 
that special bankside flavor. 


A Tip For Freezing Fish 


Quick freeze bream and fillets of fish in 
polyethylene bags containing 32-degree 
water. To make the ice water, let the ice 
melt—don’t add tap water! Fish frozen in 
this manner won’t dry out. 


They Melt In Your Mouth 


Now that the fish-fry season is with us 
again, don’t forget the hushpuppies. Here’s 
a good recipe: 2 cups corn meal, 1 table- 
spoon flour, 1 teaspoon soda, 1 teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, 1 tablespoon salt, 1 whole egg, 
6 tablespoons chopped onion, 1 cup butter- 
milk, and 1 fist-size chank of grated cheddar 
cheese. Mix all ingredients, add chopped 
onion, then milk and egg. Drop by spoonfuls 
into deep, hot fat where fish are cooking. 
When done they will float. Put on brown 
paper to drain. 


“Camp” Wisely 


Camping is a good way to enjoy an inex- 
pensive vacation. The main item is the tent. 
So pick your tent on the ease of pitching, 
roominess, and comfort. For instance, I pre- 
fer the marquee or umbrella tent over many 
other types because it takes less time for 
pitching. The wedge or the pup tent just 
doesn't have the space for movement or for 
standing. 

Screened windows and goor flaps give 
ventilation and keep out most insects. 


Well Now— 


I remember one horrible--camping trip. I 
awoke in the middle of the night and saw in 
the campfire glow two mosquitoes as big as 
turkeys sitting’ on the foot of my bedroll. 
One said to the other, “Should we eat him 
here or take him down into the swamp?” 
The other answered, “‘No! If we take him 
there, one of the big ones will get him!” 

I escaped, but I never go into the woods, 
winter or summer, without a mosquito re- 
pellent.

Changing Marketing Systems 


INCE granddad’s day, the livestock mar- 
keting system has changed many times. 
And many other changes are likely in the 
future, 
But, let’s turn the calendar back one hun- 
dred years. Then, cattle were driven on foot 


to terminal markets located near railroad 
centers or large metropolitan cities, (Have 
you watched “Rawhide” lately?) Having 


reached’ their destination the cattle were 
either slaughtered and consumed locally or 
shipped to other slaughter points. In either 
event, very little meat could be stored for 
future delivery. 

In other areas, meat supply was dependent 
upon local production. For example, when 
local butchers found a few animals, they 
slaughtered them and peddled the meat un- 
til it was exhausted. Then, there was the 
old story—‘“‘sorry, no meat today.”” Few of 
us remember those good old days, but I’ll bet 
our grandmothers would. I 
wonder which system of 
marketing they would pre- 
fer—yesterday’s or today’s? 


Market System Affects 
Supply

ak a of meat on your table. You 
wouldn’t be able to eat much meat this time 
of the year because there wouldn’t be much 
in the store. But in October and November 
you would probably have more meat than 
you could eat. Imagine how prices would 
vary over the year, too. 

Starting in the 1920’s, the livestock mar- 
keting system began to decentralize. With 
the development of improved refrigerated 
rail cars, trucks, highways, and market news, 
packers began to move from metropolitan 
areas into those of livestock production. Chi- 
cago vividly illustrates the changes. For 
years, this northern city was considered the 
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livestock trading center of the nation. It of- 
fered a vast terminal market for receiving 
and holding livestock plus packing plants to 
slaughter the livestock. Today, however, not 
one of the so-called, “big four” packers has 
slaughtering facilities in operation in Chica- 
oo The last of these plants closed early in 
1 le 


Why Slaughter Plants Move 


Why have these packers moved their 
slaughtering plants out of Chicago and other 
similiar cities? Largely because 6f two eco- 
oe factors—wage rates and transportation 
costs, 

First, wage rates were and still are higher 
in larger cities than in rural production areas. 
Second, freight rates are so devised that it’s 
cheaper to transport carcasses rather than 
live animals. And third, locating in areas of 
livestock production tends to reduce the vari- 
ability of daily livestock receipts at packing 
plants. All these factors added up to a move 
for the packers. 

As decentralization continued, other 
changes were brought on the marketing sys- 
tem. Terminal markets and cooperative 
shipping associations declined in importance 
while auction markets and direct-to-packer 
sales increased. This is a typical example of 
the fate which awaits marketing firms that 
do not adjust their operations to a changing 
system. 

Changes in the retail segment of our mar- 
keting system have been rather fantastic, 
too. These changes have been most impor- 
tant in creating other changes throughout 
the marketing system. At this point, the 
consumers—represented by the homemakers 
of America—make their presence felt 
throughout the system. 


Today, chain and other super stores are 
the last link in the marketing system. These 
firms are closely in touch with the individual 
—the consumer—to which all production and 
marketing is directed. And the consumer, 
by her voice at the cash register, accepts or 
rejects new products and new services offer- 
ed by retailers. The retailer, in the case of 
meat, passes this acceptance or rejection 
back to the packer through his purchases 
from the packer. The packer, in turn, must 
reflect these changing consumer desires to 
producers. At each step, the medium for ex- 
preeens desires is a universal language—dol- 
ars, 


Present and Future 


As consumers we have given our approval 
to present-day merchandising programs. 
producers, we must shape our products to 
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consumer desires. 


Emphasis in today’s merchandising pro- 
grams of retailers is geared to large-volume, 
small-margin operations. Retailers strive to 
please the consumer because this is where 
they make their money. In turn, they buy 
those products from their suppliers that make 
them money. This means that retailers give 
packers orders for livestock of specific grade 
and weight ranges. The packer is then faced 
with the problem of securing the kind of live- 
stock he may sell and make money, too. Pro- 
ducers are kept aware of this situation by 
the prices paid for livestock. 

Certainly, the future holds ete changes 
and more opportunities. Retail merchandis- 
ing programs will continue to have an im- 
portant impact on the entire marketing sys- 
tem. And retailers will continue to try to 
please the consumer. 

Direct-to-packer sales will likely increase 
as packers endeavor to meet the demands of 
retailers for specific kinds and qualities of 
livestock. These types of purchases may also 
improve the packer’s competitive position by 
adding additional control over costs within 
their plants—a desirable objective for a 
sound competitive marketing system. 

These and other changes have important 
implications for producers. Producers will 
want to be sure their product is the kind and 
quality consumers are demanding. And as- 
sembly agencies should adjust their opera- 
tions to meet the needs of this changing mar- 
ket.

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Homemakers’ Big Problem 


Stop Roaches With

OCKROACHES—just plain roaches with 
their characteristic “roachy’” odor—are 
the most unwelcome insect pests among the 
homemaker’s unwanted household invaders. 
Although they cause no concrete damage 
as do many household pests, they are the most 
objectionable of them all. Roaches are an- 
noying and a menace to our health. Their 
filthy habits result in the contamination and 
destruction of vast quantities of food. And 
although roaches are not generally consider- 
ed to be carriers of diseases, because they 
prefer to inhabit such areas as municipal 
sewers, outd@gr privies, city dumps, and other 
sources of filth, they are potential carriers 
of disease organisms associated with these 
unsanitary conditions. Roaches have been 
known to carry organisms that cause dysen- 
tery, tuberculosis, and other diseases of man. 
And roaches collected in South Texas in 1955 
were found to be infected with poliomyelitis 
virus. 
There are some 55 species of roaches in 
the United States. However, only five or six 
species are commonly found in areas of hu-

man habitation. In this area only five species 
are considered important household pests. 
These are the American, oriental, dusky- 
brown, brown-banded, and German. 


The largest of this group is the American. 
Areas frequented by this group include base- 
ments, cellars, garages, and meat packing 
plants. The oriental is also a large roach. 
These dark brown to shiny black pests pre- 
fer to live in moist, warm areas such as feed 
rooms, basements, and furnace rooms. They 
are particularly attracted to sewers and of- 
ten spend the day in the sewer line and the 
night as guests in our homes. 


The dusky- or smoky-brown roach is al- 
most as large as the American, but jt does 
not have the orange markings. It is some- 
times found in houses but is more often con- 
sidered an outbuilding inhabiter. It is com- 
mon in barns and greenhouses in this area. 

The brown-banded roach is much smaller 
than the types we have discussed so far. You 
can identify this one by the light yellow bands 
across the back. And he differs in habits 
from the others in that he will readily infest 
any area of the house, 

The German roach or the waterbug, as it 
is commonly called, is the most abundant 
variety in this area. This insect is relatively 
small and has two dark stripes on the back 
part of the thorax (middle portion of the in- 
sect). They are found around motors of 
washing machines, refrigerators, televisions, 
and in areas where moisture is available. 

Now that we have briefly identified these 
pests, let’s discuss their resistance to various 
chemicals and some of the modern insecti- 
cides that presently control them. 


In 1957, due to complaints of resistant or 
uncontrollable roaches by pest control opera-

tors and homemakers, research was started 
at Auburn to determine their degree of re- 
sistance to insecticides. Two to six-day old 
roaches were exposed to surfaces treated with 
various insecticides. These experiments 
showed that roach resistance was present in 
many areas of the state. For example, a 
strain of roaches from Fairhope was 1,382 
times as resistant to dieldrin and 750 times 
as resistant to chlordane as was a susceptible 
laboratory strain. Roaches from several other 
areas also -exhibited high degrees of resis- 
tance. However, all were killed by the or- 
ganiphospkate, diazinon. 

In most areas of the state roaches other 
than the German roach can be controlled with 
chlorinated hydrocarbons. These are DDT, 
chlordane, and dieldrin. A barrier of 10 
percent chlordane or one percent dieldrin 
dust along the foundation walls of buildings 
is effective in preventing the entrance of the 
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Auburn University Extension Service 


Rural Development. Rural Development 
is a program we all will be hearing a lot 
about in the months and years ahead. 

Started only three years ago, it has already 
gained national prominence. President Eisen- 
hower'’s agricultural message to Congress this 
year contained five principal points, one of 
which called for an expanded rural develop- 
ment program. Both political parties in Con- 
gress are sponsoring legislation this year to 
support such an effort. 

What is rural development? 
mean to Alabama? 


The National Rural Development Program 
has grown out of the need to assist low in- 
come rural areas to adjust to the very rapid 
agricultural and economic changes which 
have occurred in recent years. 


Fifty-six percent of the nation’s farms sell 
only nine percent of the farm products. And 
here in Alabama 66 percent of the farms sel] 
only 16 percent of the produce. A recent 
report by the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment states that 71 percent of Alabama 
farmers could be classified as low income, 
having too little land and too few other pro- 
ductive resources to earn more than a sub- 
sistent level of living, if that. 

As a result of this situation, many Alabama 
farmers have, in recent years, either had to 
leave the farm and get jobs in town or take a 
part-time job to supplement their farm in- 
come. Many rural communities have become 
almost deserted due to this exodus of farm 
people to the city. 

The rural development program has three 
basic goals: 

1. To attract and expand industry and 
widen the range of jobs in an area with many 
small, low production farms. 

2. To help families having the desire arid 
ability to stay in farming gain the necessary ' 
land, tools, and skills to enable them to de- 
rive a satisfactory income from farming. 

3. To help younger rural people obtain 
adequate education and,. especially, improv- 
ed job skills. 


What can it 


National Committee. Started some three 
years ago on an informal basis, President 
Bisenhower recently established a cabinet 
level committee for rural development to 
guide the program nationally. This commit- 
tee is made up of the under secretaries of the 
departments of Agriculture, Interior, Com- 
merce, and Health, Education, and Welfare 
along with the administrater of the Small 
Business Administration and a member of the 
Council of Economic Advisors, 

The Alabama Rural Development Commit- 
tee is made up of the heads or representatives 
of some 21 agricultural, educational, business, 
industrial and welfare agencies. This com- 
mittee has the responsibility for guiding the 
program within the state. 


Pilot Program. Two years ago, Fayette 
and Chilton counties were designated as pilot 
counties. Committees of leading citizens 
came together to organize and develop pro- 
grams for their respective counties with as- 
sistance from representatives of the various 
agencies of the state committee. 
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Ways To Better Serve Being Studied 


Today’s Extension Program To Affect State’s Future 


HAT the Auburn Extension Service is 
doing today will affect every Ala- 
bamian for years to come. 

This division of Auburn University has set 
itself to the job of studying ways to better 
serve the state’s entire economy by improving 
its work in agriculture, home economics, and 
rural youth.* Higher farm income is a pri- 
mary target. On it hinges better living and 
greater prosperity for all of Alabama. 


Farm Income Can Be Doubled 


Although Extension has not yet set a state 
farm income goal, Director E.-T. York, Jr., 
said he is confident that the 1959 farm gross 
of $550 million—itself a record—can be vast- 
ly improved, even doubled within this decade. 
More widespread use of practices which re- 
search and farmer experience have proved 
to be best is the key to higher production and 
profits. 


Extension’s Place 


. Extension’s job is to keep farmers abreast 
of these best practices through its county 
agents. Along with this, home agents help 
women with all kinds of better homemaking. 
And 4-H Club boys and girls are trained in a 
wide assortment of skills and in citizenship. 

Extension’s ambitious plan to further bol- 
ster its services has already started. It start- 
ed “at home.” In Dr. York’s words, “We 
are looking first at our own organization. 
Several changes that will increase our effi- 
ciency have been made. More are to come 
as a result of our self-study plans. 


Self-Study Effort 


“The self-study effort is in recognition of 
the tremendous changes which have taken 
place in agriculture throughout the state and 


nation in recent years,” said Dr. York. “The 
study includes a very careful analysis of these 
changing conditions in an effort to identify 
opportunities for further growth and develop- 
ment of our agriculture. 

“The study also recognizes the marked 
change within the home and in youth ac- 
tivities and should guide us in reorienting 
our program in order that we can better serve 
all of the people of the state through our 
home demonstration and 4-H work,.as well 
as through our agricultural programs.” 

Dr. Fred Robertson, assistant director and 
chairman of the self-study effort, pointed out 
that various administrative services in the 
state office have been consolidated in a man- 
agement service section, with Earle Williams 
in charge, 

As a further result of this study, Extension 
projects have been consolidated and reduced 
in number from some 40 to only eight. This 
will simplify budgeting and fiscal procedures 
and facilitate program planning and coordi- 
nation of subject matter activities. 


Subject.Matter Specialists Organized 


“Another major change involves the or- 
ganization of our agricultural subject matter 
specialists staff into four groups for the pur- 
pose of program planning and coordination,” 
said Dr. York. ‘“‘The groups consist of animal 
sciences, plant sciences, social sciences, and 
physical sciences, ® 


“Special attention is being given to pro- 
grams of professional improvement for Ex- 
tension workers,” continued Dr. York. “All 
phases of agriculture and home economics are 
constantly becoming more complex. Since 
Extension’s basic mission is education, it is 
obvious that we must have better trained per-

Furthermore, 
we need to improve our teaching techniques 
and our means of communicating ideas to 
others.” 


Further Study Is Part of Plan 


Comprehensive programs of pre-service, in- 
duction, in-service, and graduate training 
are being developed for Extension workers. 
A newly developed policy for professional im- 
provement and study leave should do much 
to encourage and make possible such effort. 

_ Already, Extension’s plans and changes 
have attracted attention elsewhere. THe 
other day an official of the Federal Extension 
Service wrote Dr. York: 

“You are to be commended for the con- 
structive work you have done in this area. 
Your policy sets a new high water mark in 
terms of employee relations as well as in 
terms of permitting you to move forward in 
directing the type of training necessary to 
upgrade Extension work in Alabama. 

“T know of no other state having a policy 
so forward looking as the one you in Alabama 
have developed. Congratulations to you, your 
staff, and to Auburn University.” 

A prominent agricultural leader in a neigh- 
boring state commented:

A Chicken Hot Dog?

Then the re- 
maining ingredients are mixed in.

Water Systems Month 


May is “Water Systems Month.” And ac- 
cording to Extension Engineer Bill Cox, water 
system promotion campaigns will be on 
throughout the state.

Smart Hogs Can Be Fooled 


Sometimes a sow brings more pigs than 
she has table settings for, and the owner 
transfers them to another sow with a smaller 
litter and extra accommodations, says Ex- 
tension Hogman G. B. Phillips.. The propos- 
ed foster mother usually will not accept 
them. 


Remember that a sow recognizes her own 
pigs by smell—not by sight, he says. And 
the problem is to make the visiting pigs smell 
the same as the sow’s own pigs. So, dub a 
little dairy cow udder ointment or vanilla ex- 
tract on all the pigs and the sow’s nose. The 
strange odor will keep mama sow from 
smelling the outsiders, and she will happily 
adopt them. ‘

Tough To Fool At The Meat Counter

NE times out of ten it’s the woman of 
the house who determines what meat is 
served at mealtime. Although she’s a queen 
of a lady, when it comes time for a trip to 
the meat counter she changes roles as swift- 
ly and effectively as Matt Dillon of TV fame. 


Many a pork chop and steak have been 
done in during her search for that particular 
cut of meat which brings rewarding words of 
praise from her family and friends around 
the dinner table. 

Like our Dodge City hero, she’s a tough 
customer to fool with inferior products, and 
its almost impossible to bribe her with low 
prices and low quality meat cuts. 

It is well for livestock producers to re- 
member that even though her appearance 
is quite refined, she can deal you a deadly 
blow at the meat counter. If she can find 
a better product—something tastier or some- 
thing more in line with her demands, yours 
is left to die a slow death from loss of ap- 
pearance and loss of what little quality it 
may have had. Often she changes her mind 
about the kind of steak or chop she prefers. 
And when she voices her objections loud 
and strong something must be done. This 
keeps the entire livestock and meat industry 
upset trying to pamper her and keep her hap- 
py. 

For example, she complained bitterly about 
the excess fat on pork cuts, Because of this 
producers and packers are working overtime 
remodeling the hog and making pork cuts 
more attractive. 

And because she wants high quality lean 
and less fat, cattle feeding is also undergoing 
a change. She likes her beef from fat calves 
weighing 500 to 600 pounds or from 800- to 
1,000-pound cattle grading high Good to 
medium Choice. 

It takes a thinking livestock producer to 
go up against Mrs. Consumer. It means that 
attention must be given to a sound breeding 
and selection program, one that will produce

American, oriental, and dusky-brown 
roaches. To control existing infestations ap- 
ply one of the following chemicals directly 
to the infested area: five percent DDT, two 
and one-half percent chlordane, or one-half 
percent dieldrin spray; or 10 percent DDT, 
five percent chlordane, or one percent diel- 
drin dust; or one of the phosphates recom- 
mended for the control of German roaches. 


For resistant roaches—principally the Ger- 
man—malathion, diazinon, and ronne] (kor- 


lan) are on the recommended list. Malathion 
should be used at the rate of a three percent 
spray or a five percent dust; diazinon as a 
one percent spray or two percent dust; and 
ronnel as a two percent spray. Ronnel and 
malathion are less hazardous to use than is 
diazinon; however, when precautions listed 
on the label are adhered to, diazinon is con- 
sidered safe to use and does a yery effective 
job. 

For details in the proper use of these pesti- 
cides, contact your county agent. 
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Mrs. Average Homemaker—A amile like this is what 
puts profits in the pockets of producers, processors, 
packers, and other meat industry folks. Such a smile in- 
dicates acceptance of the producer's product. NOTE: 
Type of product—a high quality, lean cut of beef. 


livestock of good quality with a lot of muscle. 

It also means that more thought must be 
given to a feeding program—one that manu- 
factures nutritious meat fo just the right de- 
gree of finish, attracts attention at the meat 
counter, and promises appetite satisfaction at 
the dinner table. There’s plenty of proof that 
she’ll take this kind of product home on every 
shopping trip. 

The showdown is at the meat counter. If 
you’re producing slaughter livestock for a 
part of your income, you’d better give some 
serious thought to what you’re up against 
or you could get shot right out of the shop- 
ping basket. 

If you’re in need of ammunition in the form 
of good research information to help you in 
your livestock program, check with your 
county agent.

Once these local committees were organiz- 
ed, their first step was to take an inventory 
of the resources of their county—the people, 
along with the land, minerals, and other phys- 
ical resources. With such an inventory, the 
committee was able to give careful and intel- 
ligent consideration to means by which these 
resources might be used most productively. 

The pilot programs in Chilton and Fayette 
counties have been very successful. In fact, 
the state rural development committee has 
recently approved the expansion of the Chil- 
ton Pilot Program to an area program in- 
volving Autauga, Bibb, Coosa, and Elmore 
Counties. Many problems which are not 
limited by county boundaries can now be at- 
tacked through such an area approach. 

One of the strong features of the rural de- 
velopment program is that it involves such a 
wide range of organizations—all working to- 
ward the solution of common problems. And 
the way I see it, such cooperation can and 
undoubtedly will contribute much to the im- 
provement of rural communities throughout 
the state by helping to utilize more efficiently 
all of the available human and physical re- 
sources,

NEW POULTRY DISEASE. Avian vibri- 
onic hepatitis is a new contagious disease in 
chickens. Mortality is low, but the disease 
results in a large number of culls and great 
loss in egg production. The disease is spread 
from one chick to another on a farm through 
the feed, but the method by which the dis- 
ease is spread from farm to farm is not defi- 
nitely known. The best treatment is high 
level Furazolidone for seven to ten days. 


LAY-BY WEED CONTROL. During 1959, 
two experiments were done on lay-by weed 
control in cotton using herbicides after the 
last cultivation. The test fields were irrigat- 
ed with overhead sprinklers immediately af- 
ter applying the chemical weed killers. Ex- 
cellent weed control was obtained with sev- 
eral materials. Considering cost, yield, and 
weed control, one pound per acre of diuron 
(Karmex DL or Karmex) broadcast in mid- 
dles at the last cultivation is suggested for 
those who wish to try it in 1960. 


PLANTING MUMS. From mid-May to 
mid-June is the most favorable time to set 
out plants of garden chrysanthemums. Smal] 
plants obtained from rooted cuttings have 
been superior to plants from stolons in Au- 
burn tests. Plants from stolons often move 
diseases and have a higher mortality rate. 
While most varieties grow well, correct fer- 
tilization, spraying, pinching, and watering 
are necessary for best results. Flowering 
dates vary from those usually listed in cata- 
logues. 


FERTILIZER PROFIT. Whether or not 
extra fertilizer will be profitable depends on 
several factors. Among these are the re- 
sponse of the crop to additional fertilizer, 
value of the increased production, and cost 
of the extra fertilizer. Suppose that a farmer 
usually applies 60 pounds of nitrogen per 
acre to corn. If experiments and experience 
of neighbors indicate that an additional 30 
pounds would increase yield by 11 bushels, 
it would be profitable to apply the extra 30 
pounds of nitrogen. Value of 11 bushels of 
corn at $1.30 per bushel would be $14.30. 
Thirty pounds of nitrogen from ammonium 
nitrate would cost $3.60, and all other costs 
would be about the same. 


BOLLWORM CONTROL. Bollworms have 
become a greater problem in Alabama cotton 
during recent years. Infestations usually 
reached a peak in late June and again in late 
July, but outbreaks may occur at any time 
during fruiting. Control of bollworms is al- 
most impossible after the larvae become half 
grown. It is essential that mo Nsece res are 
determined at least once a week and insecti- 
cides applied when worms are small and feed- 
ing in terminal buds. DDT, endrin, or sevin 
have controlled bollworms in Alabama 
studies. But in most cases, bollworm infes- 
tations do not build up when toxaphene or 
strobane are used for control. 


FRUIT QUALITY. Good production and 
marketing practices can help greatly to im- 
prove quality and increase prices of market 
fruit. Proper pruning, spraying, fertilizing, 
culture, and thinning are essential to good 
size and grade. Harvesting only at prime 
maturity helps to obtain maximum solids, 
content, color, and flavor. Careful handling 
prevents bruising, and correct grading and 
packaging are essential to a high quality 
pack. Prompt movement to market or re- 
frigeration if movement is delayed helps 
maintain freshness.

The House Appropriations com- 
mittee last week, by an almost 
unanimous vote, approved an ap- 
propriation of funds to take up 
planning work for the Miller's 
Ferry Lock and Dam on the Ala- 
bama river. 

This is the first step, so long 
waited for, toward the opening of 
the Coosa-Alabama river to nava- 
gation all the way from Rome 
Georgia to the Gulf of Mexico. 


| This giant project, if carried to 


completion; coupled with the huge 
development program by the Ala- 
bama Power Company, now under 
way, will make one of the largest 
developments of the kind ever 
undertaken in the entire country. 

It is expected that the appropri- 
ation will be approved by the 
House. Senator Hill has given the 
assurance that if the House does 
approve, he will see to it that 
the Senate also passes the appro- 
priation bill. 

Approval by the Committee of

New figures indicate, however, 
that 44 industrial areas will quali_ 
fy now, despite the fact that al- 
most all major industrial areas in 
the United States show an increase 
in employment over that of a year 
ago.

Remove cewling and clean entire 
wnit thoroughly; remove spark 
plugs and rotate crankshaft by

Inspect 
gas fittings, fuel lines, etc., for 
damage or loose connections. 
Apply a drop of S.A.E. No. 3 
motor oil to control linkage joints,

Here is 
what we found out: 48 1/2 per 
cent is paid into the Tax Collectors 
office. It is then turned over to the 
Shelby County Board of Education;

County Road and Bridge fund; 27 
per cent goes directly into the 
General Fund; 5 percent goes to 
Public Welfare and, contrary to 
what you “have _ heard”, 
only 5 per cent goes to the State 
of Alabama.

Many district cooperaters have 
been SOLD on Bahia grass, that 
deep - rooted paspalum recently 
moving into our section of Ala- 
bama. This selling job has been 
done in most cases by SCS work- 
}ers, District suprvisors, or neigh- 
bors that have already 
familiar with the fine gracing and 
hay crop. 

H.R. Yawn, however, did the sell- 
jing job on himself, and did a | 
| thorough job of it. 


Mr. Yawn, on his district plan- 
|ned farm 4 1-2 miles East of Co- 
|lumbiana on the old Wilsonville 
Columbiana road, had a severely 
eroded, hard packed area that had 
}once been part of the road that 
turns north to Highway 25. This 
|old roadbed and the adjacent field 
border had no grass cover winter 
or summer. Nothing would heal 
the old wounds, 

He planted this area with bahia 
on the suggestion of W.U.C. Hat- 
chett, purely to get some sort of 
protective vegetation.

Savannah, Georgia's ocean gateway and second-largest city, 1s 


located in the heart of the “Coastal Empire,"’ 


encompassing a trade 


area of 27 Georgia and 11 South Carolina counties. Founded in 1733 
by General James Edward Oglethorpe, Savannah is a city rich in 
history. A statue of the city’s founder is found in Chippewa Square 
and the streets in the original part of the city still follow the plan 


laid out by Oglethorpe when cons 


Georgia was the last of the 
thirteen colonies to be settled 
and Oglethorpe’s arrival to begin 
a community at the present site 
of Savannah was due to a com- 
bination of motives: England's 
desire to throw up a bulwark be- 
tween her colonies in South Caro- 
lina and Spanish settlements to 
the south; commercial expansion 
of English markets; and Ogle- 
thorpe's desire to help reputable 
families in England victimized 
by the debtor's law. The coloni- 
zation of Georgia was turned 
over to a board of trustees in 
England, with power to control 
the new colony and to select the 
settlers. 

Savannah is literally Georgia's 
gateway to world commerce, as 
it is located where the big Savan- 
nah River flows into the Atlantic 
Ocean. The river itself is navi- 
gable upstream a distance of 
nearly 200 miles. Savannah's pop-

ulation increased 24.6 per cent 
from 1940 to 1950 and 16.8 per 
cent from 1950 to 1958. Current 
estimates place population within 
the city near the 140,000 mark 
and 200,000 in metropoiitan Chat- 
ham County.

LIFE ON $200 A MONTH—HOW TO MANAGE IT 


HAT follows here will be of 
some satisfaction to people 
who like to scold me. 

Always they're asking how a 
couple can live in retirement on 
$200 a month. And they scoff at 
the notion that it can be done. 

This is intended to spell the 
matter out. 

Couples who retire on $200 a 
month will spend, in the main, 
about $2.50 a day for food—or 
$75 a month. They will spend 
about $50 for housing, and about 
$8 for utilities. The remaining $67 
they will spend by ear—a little 
this month for clothes, hairpins, 
and razor blades; « little next 
month for doctors aad pills, and 
maybe a movie. 

These figures are for people 
with no property or investments, 
and who live in rented city quar- 
ters. 

Most economic studies show 
that living costs will vary between 
different parts of the couwutry, 
and between big cities and small 
cities. These studies usually deal 
with families. Retired couples on 
a small income—as best I can de- 
termine it—live about as cheaply 
in one place as another. Except 
that in some rural areas in the 
southern states they can live on 
$200 a month and have a bank 
account. It's a low standard, but 
it's living. 

A budget for a retired couple 
doesn’t make much sense. The 
reason it doesn’t is that there is 
such a wide range in the tastes, 
customs and circumstances of 
every couple. Here is a rundown 
of the range: 

FOOD. This is the biggest item 
in the budget. And the best way 


to reduce it is to produce some of 
your food with your own hands. 
You can do this by hunting, by 
fishing, and by planting a garden. 

Any of these can reduce the 
$2.50 a day spent for food, and 
give extra money for housing or 
hairpins. 

A couple that drinks $1.50 worth 
of coffee a week, and goes for 
steaks instead of vegetables will 
not get by on $2.50 a day and 
thus will have to find housing for 
maybe $40 a month, or put patches 
on clothes. A couple that chooses 
to buy packaged convenience 
foods, instead of stringing the 
beans themselves, probably will 
have to do the same. 

On the other hand, the couple 
that can remain healthy on two 
meals a day instead of three can 
pay $60 or $70 a month for 
housing. 

HOUSING. The couple must bal- 
ance its desires in housing and 
type of neighborhood against its 
cysires in food, always keeping 
about $50 flexible to apply where 
other needs arise. 

CLOTHING. The concern of a 
couple over the appearance they 
make to other people is the major 
factor here—and each person 
must assess his own vanity. 
Other factors are the wife's tal- 
ents in keeping clothes in repair, 
and the couple’s habits in taking 
care of clothes. 

LOCATION. Strictly on the 
basis of economics a couple can 
get by about as well on $200 a 
month in a big city in the North 
as it can in a small city in the 
South because of the wider choice 
in housing.

The Town of Harpersville has 
completed plans for a Medical 
Clinie Building to serve the peo- 
ple of that area. The plans and de- 
sign for the building were made 
efter an extensive survey was 
made by the Sears Roebuck Foun- 
dation. The survey was made to 
evaluate the community and its 
trade area as to its medical habits, 
economic potential, and its ability 
to support a doctor and clinic. 

The Foundation reported favor- 
ably on all aspects of the survey 
and a recommendation was made 
for the erection of a clinic. 

Points of interest in the survey 
showed that 22% of the population 
of the Harpersville trade area used 
hospital facilities in the 12 months 
previous to the survey.

Alabama Master 
Hospital Plan 
Is Announced 


Dr. D. G. Gill, State Health Of- 
ficer, announced today that the 
1960 Alabama Master Hospital 
Plan will be reviewed by the State 
Board of Health at a meeting to 
be held on or after July 7. It is 
a comprehensive plan for the con- 
struction of health and medical 
facilities in the State. Included in 
its provisions are general hospi- 
tals, public health centers, Tuber- 
culosis sanatoriums, nursing homes, 
chronic disease facilities, rehabili- 
tation centers, diagnostic centers 
and related medical facilities. 

After review and approval by 
the State Board of Health, the 
Plan will be submitted to the US 
Publi Health Service. Approval of 
the Puvlic Health Service will 
make Alabama eligible for a fed- 
eral grant for construction of hos- 
pitals and other facilities under the 
provisions of the Hill-Burton Act. 
The amount which will be ayail- 
able to Alabama will be determin- 
ed by the 1960-61 appropriation 


now pending in Congress. Last 
year, the State received about 
$6,000,000. 


The Hill-Burton program has 
been in effect 13 years. During 
that time, 156 projects have been 
approved for construction in 61 
Alabama counties. Most of those 
projects have been general hos- 
pitals and public health centers. 

The State Board of Health cur- 
rently has applications on file for 
construction of 26 general hos-

MEDITORIAL: Almost every 
time the subject of mumps is 
brought up someone will mention 
that he had the disease ‘‘only on 
one side'’ and is concerned about 
getting it on the other. This is a 
common fallacy, and I would like 
to correct it with a few facts. 

Mumps is an infectious disease 
(usually contracted in childhood) 
caused by a virus. It affects the 
| whole body, giving rise to fever, 
sickness, occasional vomiting, 
| weakness and swelling of several 

lands. The parotid glands, which 
fie at the angle of the jaw in front 
of each ear, are most often in- 
volved. The ovaries, testicles and 
pancreas may also be affected. 

A moderate or severe case of 


mumps will result in permanent 
immunity in most cases. It is un- 
usual to get mumps a second 
time. A great deal of confusion 
centers around this fact, however, 
because there is no way to prove 
a patient has mumps. It is only 
an assumption in most instances, 
especially in very mild attacks. 
The parotid glands may swell 
from other causes. 

If anyone wishes to know if he 
is immune to mumps, a skin test 
is available which is accurate. If 
the results are positive, the per- 
son can be almost sure he will not 


contact mumps. 
It should be emphasized that 


mumps rarely affects both testi- 
cles in the adult male, so sterility 
is not likely. Since mumps is gen- 
erally more seV@Pe in the adult, 
it is best to avoid contact after 
puberty. 
| If a person is exposed to mumps 
and if the skin test indicates lack 
ot immunity, a vaccine offers 
considerable protecting. Its ef- 
fectiveness is not 100 per cent, 
though.

Hallie Farmer, veteran Alabama 
educator and champjon political 
rights for Alabama women, will 
regret to learn that she died June 
20, in Washington. 

Dr. Farmer was a member of 
the faculty of Alatama College 
for 29 years. She passed away 
while attending a committee 
meeting in Washington of the 
American Association of Uni- 
versity Womenof whch she was 
national first vice-president. She 
was widely known throughout Ala- 
bama in educational political and 
civic circles. 4 

Dr. Farmer served Alabama 
College in the social science de- 
partment from 1949-1056 when 
she retired and returned to her 
home in Anderson — Indiana, to ac- 
cept a position with the American 
| Association of University Women 
and to care for her elderly mother. 
Dr. Farmer was a_ recognized 
leader in many crusades, She was 
the first person to be named

NO PRICE SUPPORT ON FARM 

Farmers who overplant their 
1960 cotton allotment and do not 
dispose of the excess acreage af- 
ter being notified, will be ineligi- 
ble for Government Price Support 
on all cotton produced on the farm. 

Cotton farmers who have the 
Choice (A) allotment for their 
farm could be penalized to a con- 
siderable degree if they do not 
dispose of the excess cotton. The 
reason for this is that if a farmer 
in this: group stays over planted 
he forfeits his right to receive the 
price support of not less than 75 
percent of parity and would have 
to sel] his cotton on the open mar- 
ket at a price which would be con- 
siderably less than the support 
price. 

In addition, farmers who remain 
overplanted will be subject to a 
marketing quota penalty on each 
pound of excess cotton. The rate 
of penalty will be 50 per cent of 
the June 15, 1960 parity price.
